Sure, November will still provide its key rivalries, its big 
conference showdowns and bowl-deciding contests. But 
any November in the recent past would have a hard time 
matching the vast number of classic intersectionals and 
traditionals that dot the September schedule this season. 

NBC is forewarned: Its Saturday Olympic coverage 
may suffer, given the plethora of outstanding games avail- 
able from CBS, ABC, ESPN, and a variety of syndicated 
packages.

Week-by-week, here’s the early season rundown: 

August 27—The Kickoff Classic is a classic, matching 
Nebraska and Texas A&M, two teams expected to be 
among the nation’s Top 10 all season. The great thing 
about this matchup is that some publications will pick one 
or the other as their Number One team and, witha loss, 
will be wrong before the ink is dry. 

September 1-3—USC opened its season on a’Mon- 
day night last year and lost to Michigan State. This Year, it 
opens against Boston College on Thursday night, Sept. 1 
in an East vs. West grudge match. Then, on Saturday, 
there are three titanic tilts. The best game of 1987 was the 
Miami-Florida State thriller, and the rematch comes early 
this year to benefit television. Bobby Bowden’s team lost 
by a point a year ago, Miami won the national title, and 
the two teams finished 1-2 in the final polls. Plus, Texas 
A&M seeks revenge at LSU and Tennessee meets Georgia 
in an early SEC crucial. 

September 10—The Nebraska-UCLA series recently 
has been as close as a hanging. But this year’s game has 
Heisman trappings with Steve Taylor meeting Troy Aik- 
man. On the same day, Michigan is at Notre Dame, 
launching the Irish run for a national title, and Syracuse 
visits Ohio State. 

September 17—Now things really shake. Would you 
believe seven super games? Florida State at Clemson, 
Miamiat Michigan, Notre Dameat Michigan State, Ohio 


State at Pitt, Alabama at Texas A&M, LSU at Tennessee, 
and Boston College at Penn State. Whew! The Miami- 
Michigan game is a unique intersectional while Florida 
State-Clemson matches Don Heinrich’s College Foot- 
ball’s Nos. | and 3 teams. 

September 24—Rattle and roll with seven more dan- 
dies: Oklahoma at USC, LSU at Ohio State, Tennessee at 
Auburn, Texas A&M at Oklahoma State (do the Aggies 
get any breaks this season?), Georgia at South Carolina, 
Michigan State at Florida State and West Virginia at 
Penn State. Oklahoma-USC has its own Heisman match 
with Jamelle Holieway (if healthy) versus Rodney Peete, 
LSU-OSU and MSU-FSU are rematches from last year, 
and Tennessee-Auburn could settle the SEC title. 

There are other good weekends during the season, of: 
course. October 15 has two key grudge matches, Miami- 
Notre Dame and Syracuse-Penn State, and the November 
12-19-26 crunch will be awesome as usual. But the over- 
ture for °88 is as good as it gets. 


THE SEASON 
IN GENERAL 


4 The theme for ’88 may be strikingly similar to that of the 
last few seasons — a bow! match that produces a clear 
national champion and is a rematch of a previous game. 
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Florida freshman sensation Emmitt Smith chases the Heisman 
as a sophomore. 


Two years ago it was Miami-Penn State, and last year it 
was Miami-Oklahoma. The latter has become the No. | 
intersectional of the late "80s, the two teams meeting three 
times with the Hurricanes sweeping the series. This year’s 
climactic game should be Florida State versus Nebraska in 
the Orange Bowl, which would be a rematch of last year’s 
exciting Fiesta Bowl. 

Super September serves a purpose beyond thrilling fans 
— it will hide for a while the fact that college football still 
lacks that universal balance it would like so much. Three 
conferences are dominated by one team as we embark 
upon 88 — the SEC (Auburn), the SWC (Texas A&M) 
and the ACC (Clemson). Four others feature long- 
running two-team debates. USC has rebounded from a 
malaise to make “L.A. The Place” in the Pac-10 with 
UCLA. The Bore Wars in the Big Eight continue with 
Nebraska and Oklahoma (until Oklahoma State beats one 
of these teams, the Cowboys can't talk). The Western 
Athletic Conference may have sent San Diego State and 
Wyoming to the Holiday Bowl the last two years, but all is 
well again with BY U expected to beat perennial contender 
Air Force. The Southern Independents, meanwhile, for- 
ever come down to a Miami vs. Florida State showdown, 
with South Carolina on the sidelines clamoring for some 
attention. 

Some of the best football, then, will be played inthe two 
most competitive areas — the Big Ten and amongst the 
Eastern Independents. The reign of Michigan and Ohio 
State has ended, with Iowa, Indiana and Michigan State 
having turned the Big Ten’s Big Two into the Big Five. It 
does little for the Big Ten’s national rankings and means 
the Rose Bowl has about as much chance for a national 
title game as the California Bowl. But during the final 
eight weeks of the year, the Big Ten infighting will produce 
areal champ. 

The East, meanwhile, is flexing its muscles anew. The 
days of Penn State’s reign as the only team with teeth is 
gone. Syracuse showed that last year, and Boston College 
and West Virginia are expected to come back strong in 88, 
joining the Orangemen, Penn State and Pitt in a round- 
robin for Eastern supremacy. 

Looking for some tips? Here are two. The upéet of the 
year will be West Virginia over Penn State. The Mountain- 
eers have beaten the Lions just once since 1956, so one 
can call that an upset. And Columbia will win a game. 


Promise. 
THE ISSUES 


There are plenty. During the course of the season, the 
following phrases will be tossed at you between downs 
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—NCAA investigation. Drug testing. Playoffs. Corporate 
sponsors. Bowl-mania. 
The NCAA has already launched investigations of 
Oklahoma, Texas A&M, Illinois and Florida State, and 
studies of other well-known powers are pending. 
Y _ Recruiting violations are the foundation for all four 
investigations, and the allegations could hang over 
each program all season long. 
The NCAA also trumpeted this spring that 
only 1.3 percent of the athletes tested for drugs 
y were positive, which, to them, is resounding 
proof that their testing system works. What it 
may prove, of course, is that the NCAA doesn’t 
@test often enough and that athletes who use 
» performance-enhancing drugs — steroids — have 
found a way to mask their use and beat the 
system. 

Playoff? The NCAA doesn't want it. That was the 
consensus at the January convention, anyway. But 
the debate will grow this year for one simple reason 
—the networks are starting to like the idea, The glut 
of New Year’s Day games (this season, the games will be 
on Monday, Jan. 2) has cost the networks precious ratings 
points. As ratings go down, so do network profits and 
their willingness to maintain or increase the present rights 
fees. The Sugar Bowl on ABC and Cotton on CBS are in 
real danger unless something is done to reverse the trend. 

Which leads one to corporate sponsors for bowl games. 
The Sugar (USF&G) and Fiesta (Sunkist) bowls have one, 
the Cotton Bowl people are actively shopping for one, and 
even representatives of the haughty Rose Bowl have talked 
about the prospects. Sponsorship is one way to halt the 
decline in ratings and revenues, and it’s also as American 
a trend as microwave popcorn. 

And speaking of trends, three cities are still actively 
seeking bowl games — Indianapolis, Tucson and Balti- 
more — as if the current list of 18 isn’t enough. 


THE AWARDS 


What would a season be without awards? And where 
there were just three principal awards a few years ago — 
the Heisman, Outland and Lombardi — there are now six, 
with the Butkus, Thorpe and O’Brien awards having 
established themselves. 

Heisman campaigns have become a cottage industry. 
Every sports information director with a candidate must 
bone up on current marketing techniques if his star is to 
have any chance of winning. And given the nature of 
college football, some players (like last year’s Notre Dame 
Heisman winner, Tim Brown) have advantages over oth- 
ers (like this year’s candidate from Vanderbilt, QB Eric 
Jones) that can’t be remedied by any marketing device. 

The ’88 Heisman race should be exciting since the 
field is crowded and there’s no clear-cut front runner. Two 
players returning from good seasons are the co-favorites at 
this stage — UCLA QB Troy Aikman and Alabama RB 
Bobby Humphrey. List them as 5-2 in your program. 

But the field behind them is bunched and talented: 
Florida RB Emmitt Smith (4-1), Nebraska QB Steve Tay- 
lor (5-1), Florida State RB Sammie Smith and LSU QB 
Tom Hodson (6-1), USC QB Rodney Peete and Texas RB 
Eric Metcalf (8-1), and South Carolina QB Todd Ellis and 
Oklahoma QB Jamelle Holieway (10-1). Holieway may 
redshirt if he doesn’t return from knee surgery, the same 
situation facing Penn State RB Blair Thomas (20-1). 
Other candidates, like Tennessee QB Jeff Francis and 
Vanderbilt’s Jones, are pure longshots. 

The Outland Award, which goes to the outstanding 
interior lineman, has gone to WAC defensive linemen the 
last two years, BYU’s Jason Buck and Air Force’s Chad 
Hennings. This year, one defender and two impressive 
offensive linemen seem the.top threats — Auburn defen- 
sive tackle Tracy Rocker, Penn State guard Steve Wis- 
niewski, and Michigan State tackle Tony Mandarich. 
Boston College’s Joe Wolf and Florida State’s Pat Tom- 
berlin are offensive linemen with a shot, as are Big Ten 
defenders Dave Haight of lowa and Mark Messner o! 
Michigan. « 

The Lombardi includes linemen and line- 
backers. The same person has won the Outland 
and Lombardi just twice in the last 12 years, so 
the two seem mutually exclusive. Rocker and 
Nebraska’s Broderick Thomas seem the top can- 
didates here. 

The Butkus honors the top linebackers, so let’s rate 
Thomas the favorite here, just ahead of Notre Dame’s Ned 
Bolcar. Alabama's Derrick Thomas, UCLA’s Carnell 
Lake, Pitt’s Jerry Olsavsky and Texas A&M’s John Roper 
are also contenders, especially Roper if he plays well in the 


early season when the Aggies get plenty of prime-time 
y exposure. 

The Thorpe Award, for defensive backs, is a two- 
man, one state battle between Florida State’s Deion Sand- 
ers and Florida’s Louis Oliver. Clemson's Donnell Wool- 
ford will get support, too, if the Tigers make a run at the 
national title, as will Syracuse’s Markus Paul if the Orange- 
men repeat last year’s success. 

Aikman, Peete, Hodson, Francis, Taylor, Holieway, 
Ellis and Iowa’s Chuck Hartlieb are the top candidates for 
the Davey O’Brien Award, which goes to the top 


quarterback. THE BOWLS 


Predictions for the six major bowl games that will be 
played on Jan. 2, including the winners, and why: 

Citrus—USC, which came here two seasons ago, 
returns to face a team with a strong home following, 
Miami. The Hurricanes, down*a bit since they’re not 
playing for the national title, stumble and fall to Peete& 
Co., 22-16. 

Fiesta—Oklahoma loves the Fiesta Bowl and gets a 
bid to face the nation’s No. 3 team, Clemson. The soft 
schedule catches up to Clemson and OU gets a bit of 
revenge for last year’s bowl loss, 28-14. 

Cotton—Needing a strong television market, the Cot- 
ton invites Michigan State to face SWC champ Texas 
A&M ina match of teams who played two of the toughest 
schedules in the nation. Texas A&M’s home state advan- 
tage pays off in a thrilling 18-17 win. 

Sugar—Auburn returns as SEC champ and meets 
Notre Dame. The Irish, still smarting from last year’s 
Cotton Bowl loss, get a boost from the usually SEC- 
flavored crowd, which turns on Auburn because of last 
season’s Syracuse tie. Irish, 38-10. 

Rose—UCLA meets Iowa, and the Bruins do what 
most Pac-10 teams do to Big Ten teams in Pasadena, 
30-24. 

Orange—Florida State meets Nebraska in a Fiesta 
Bow! replay, with No. | at stake. Bobby Bowden’s Semi- 
noles, backed by a strong home crowd, conclude their 
dream season with a 33-21 win over Tom Osborne, who 
once again loses The Big One.

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o college football fans the process of recruit- 

ing represents little more than an exercise in 

speculative fun. But to the schools and the 

athletic departments involved, it is a business 

—a very serious business where mistakes and 
shortcomings can have devastating financial and profes- 
sional consequences, 

Whereas recruiting was once considered simply a means 
to an end — the procurement of players in order to field a 
team — it has now become a multimillion-dollar end in 
itself. In some places, particularly in the South, recruiting 
is followed and evaluated with as much intensity as the 
games on the field. And regardless of one’s ability to teach 
football, assistant coaches agree to a man that to “lose” in 
recruiting is the most direct route to the unemployment 
line. 

“A college football coach learns early in his career that 
he isa recruiter first and a coach second,” said Steve Sloan, 
former head coach at a number of schools and now 
athletic director at Alabama. “If he can’t recruit, he simply 
won't last very long.” 

The more one studies the process of recruiting, the more 
it becomes apparent that an analogy with business sales is 
an appropriate one, because the product for sale is the 
university, and the target market is high school seniors 
with exceptional athletic ability. 

“T really see myself as a marketing director in a corpora- 
tion,” said Brad Roper, the recruiting coordinator at 
Georgia Tech. “Most of recruiting is now run on pure 
management principles. It is clearly a business and has to 
be run as such.” 

The analogy between recruiting and business sales holds 
at the bottom line. While the rewards for successful 
recruiting are substantial, the penalties for failure are just 
as great and longlasting. Any shortcoming a coach might 
have on the field can be more than compensated for if he 
can deliver quality players to his school. An outstanding 
recruiter, like an outstanding salesman, can write his ticket 
to virtually any job in the country. Some assistant coaches 
can either make or break their careers by signing one key 
player. 

“At this level, if you have one bad recruiting year and 
your competitors have a good one, it can hurt the entire 
athletic department for three or four years,” said John 
Shafer, a former football recruiter at Alabama and now 
business manager at Georgia. “If you get one step behind, 
it takes five to catch up because the other people are gone.” 

The fear of having that one bad recruiting year, one 
from which a team might never recover, is the energy that 
drives the business of college football recruiting. 


|e 

Anyone who doubts that college football recruiting is 
strictly business should consider these numbers: 

@ A survey of a dozen major football schools shows 
that on the average, each will spend more than $300,000 to 
sign its 1989 recruiting class. Schools can sign as many as 
25 players, thus making each recruit an average invest- 
ment of at least $12,000. 

@ Despite the significant costs of recruiting, almost any 
amount is justified from a business standpoint. Georgia, 
for example, spent more than $450,000 recruiting its 1987 
freshman class. The football team in turn generated more 
than $11 million in revenues, which financed the school’s 
entire athletic program except for men’s basketball. 
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There’s no more costly 
part of college football 
than recruiting — both in 
the direct expense of 
signing the nation’s best 
young stars, and in the 
subsequent losses of 
games and jobs by those 
who fall behind in the 
chase.

“If disaster struck and you had to cut everything out of 
your budget, the last two things you would cut are recruit- 
ing and salaries,” said Vince Dooley, head football coach 
and athletic director at Georgia. “And if you cut those two, 
you have no program. That’s how important recruiting 
money is.” 

Here are just some of the we 
courting the nation’s best players 

@ College football staffs invest an indeterminable 
number of man-hours in pursuit of players. From Dec. | 
to national signing day, each school has a 10-man staff 
(nine assistants, one head coach) on the road almost con- 
stantly. It is not unusual for these coaches to average 
12-to-14-hour days over this two-month period. Because 
of those long hours away from home, those schools sur- 
veyed spent $150,000 on the average for travel alone. 

@ Throughout the recruiting process, high school ath- 
letes are flooded with phone calls, letters and other printed 
material at considerable cost to each school. On the aver- 
age, each school spends $45,000 to $50,000 on printed 
material for football recruiting. This material includes 
slick recruiting brochures (which are designed strictly for 
the prospective athlete), media guides and game ‘pro- 
grams. At one time, schools could send out color posters 
and calendars, since banned by the NCAA. Before the 
ban, some schools were spending thousands sending out a 
poster a week to recruits, 


ys schools can spend it 


There are no restrictions on the number of phone calls 
and letters recruits can receive. When Florida played in the 
Aloha Bowl on Christmas Day last year, a part of the daily 
routine for a: s was to write and call recruits 
back on the ma acommon practice for coaches 
to send postcards to recruits even when the shes are on 
vacation, Clemson’s football program will spend more 
than $70,000 for telephone and electronic mail services for 
this fiscal year. 

@® Inaneffort to cover more ground than the competi- 
tion, most schools either own or lease private planes for 
coaches’ travel, During the height of the recruiting season, 
Georgia will use as many as six private planes owned by 
alumni. The Clemson athletic department owns one plane 
and during recruiting season has the exclusive use of 
another owned by the university. The Auburn athletic 
department owns two planes and has the use of a 
university-owned plane. The Alabama athletic depart- 
ment owns an eight-passenger corporate jet and employs 
four men to fly and maintain it. Georgia Tech, which does 
not owna plane, will spend more than $30,000 this year to 
lease planes for football recruiting. 

“It’s a lot more expensive than commercial travel, but a 
coach might cover four or five towns in a day where he 
would cover only two if he didn’t use a private plane,” said 
Bob Pittard, recruiting coordinator at Georgia. “I don’t 
want to lose a player because somebody else had more 
contact than we did. It’s an expense I feel is worthwhile.” 

@ Schools may invite as many 85 recruits to their 
campus for 48-hour visits, all expenses paid. If the recruit’s 
family wishes to join him, their expenses will be paid if 
they drive their own cars. Each recruit also receives $40 for 
personal entertainment during his visit. 

The school’s entertainment expenses for these weekends 
can be considerable. Georgia once spent $2,500 to stock a 
field with quail so recruits could go hunting during their 
official visits. Depending upon hotel rates and other vari- 
ables, this on-campus recruiting will cost a school about 
$50,000. 

@ Other expenses include photo and film processing. 
Most football programs produce their own recruiting 
films, which are shown to prospects. Schools will typically 
spend about $20,000 in this area. 

Most schools also sponsor statewide coaching clinics, 
which allow the college staff to maintain good relations 
with in-state high school coaches. This is considered a 
recruiting expense and averages about $12,000. 

@ Some recruiting expenses cannot be measured. 
None of the schools surveyed could estimate how much it 
spends on telephone calls and postage for the thousands of 
mailings to recruits each year. 

“Some schools don't know how much they really spend 
on football recruiting,” said one athletic official, who 
asked for anonymity. “Quite frankly, they don’t want to 
know.” ' 

At least one coach said a lot of money spent on recruit- 
ing is wasted simply because coaches will visit a recruit 
even when they are certain they have no chance of signing 
him. 

“I never had to justify making trip to see a kid because 
of the money it would cost,” he said. “What you have to 
worry about is losing a kid because you didn’t make that 
one last trip. You spend a lot of money in this business just 
covering your ass.” 


Recruiting, at best, is an inexact science. What will 
motivate one athlete to sign with a school will have abso- 
lutely no effect on another. Searching for each athlete's 
“hot spot” can be a costly and time-consuming process. 

Mike Cavan, a former assistant at Georgia, knows this. 
Cavan recruited and signed Herschel Walker for the Bull- 
dogs in 1980. Not only did Cavan recruit Walker intensely 
for more than 18 months, he literally lived in Walker's 
hometown of Wrightville, Ga., during the last four. 

It was the classic example of how far a school will go in 
order to sign what it perceives to be a franchise player. 

“When you're recruiting a player you've got to find out 
who the kid listens to and get to know that person,” said 
Cavan. “It may be his mom or his dad or somebody you 
don't even know in the town, But you'd better find out 
before your competition does or you're going to get beat.” 

Sometimes recruiters never find the key to signing a 
player. 

“I remember a kid who had his choices narrowed down 
to Georgia and another Southern school,” said Georgia’s 
Pittard. “Then he visited a school up north, committed to 
them and canceled his remaining visits. Later | asked him 
how he arrived at his decision. He said, ‘I put on their 
helmet.’” 

Bill Dooley, now at Wake Forest, said when he coached 
at North Carolina he lost a recruit to Clemson. The player 
said he picked Clemson because of the soft ice cream 
machine in the school cafeteria. Dooley immediately had 
such a machine installed at North Carolina. 

“That's why you have to cover all the bases,” said 
Pittard. “You never know what's going to turn a kid on.” 


It would be a mistake to assume that all the pressure of 
recruiting rests with the coaches, because the recruiting 
trail is littered with stories of players whose lives have been 
warped by the process. 

The constant attention and pressure tactics of big-time 
recruiting is sometimes simply too much for some teen- 
agers to bear. One of the most vocal critics of the present- 
day process is Alabama Head Coach Bill Curry. 

“With some of these kids you literally have to de-recruit 
them once they get on campus,” said Curry. “They've been 
told how great they are for so long that when they get to 
college, where everybody’s great, they have a very difficult 
time adjusting. Some never adjust. They just withdraw 
into a shell and never come close to their potential. And 
that's very, very sad.” 

The system, which is fueled by attention from fans and 
media, often sets up unrealistic expectations for the play- 
ers. In many cases it is a formula for failure. 

“We've got 17-year-old kids having press conferences to 
announce where they are going to school, for crying out 
loud,” said Curry. “There is something terribly wrong 
about that.” 

The most common psychological problem in recruiting 
is the high school player’s inability to say “no” to a 
recruiter with whom he has developed a strong personal 
relationship. It is the recruiter's job, in fact, to make it 
difficult for the player to tell the recruiter that he’s going to 
another school. 

“Every player likes the recruiting process when it first 
starts because everybody likes attention,” said Georgia’s 
Dooley. “But as the signing date draws closer, the player 

realizes that he’s going to have to make one of the toughest 
decisions of his life and that he is only going to make one 
person happy.” ; 
In far too many cases, it is not the player himself.

Behind every successful head coach stands a great 
recruiting coordinator — and these five are the best. 


successful college football coaches in the past 

decade — Joe Paterno, Jack Bicknell, Johnny 
Majors, Terry Donahue and Bo Schembechler — and 
you'll find the top five recruiters in the game today. 

Even the most frothing fan would likely get soaked ina 
game of word association trying to match John Bove with 
Penn State. Or Barry Gallup and Boston College. Or Bill 
Higdon and Tennessee, Bill Rees and UCLA, or Fritz 
Seyferth and Michigan. 

But those in the know — those in the recruiting game, 
and especially those who've lost at it to these five — know. 

“I can tell when someone hasn't done his homework,” 
said Joe Terranova, who runs a popular scouting service in 
the Midwest and knows most recruiters by their first 
names. “They can't trade a lot of names about junior 
prospects. The good ones know, and their teams usually 
do well.” 

Don Heinrich’s College Football consulted head 
coaches, recruiting coordinators, high schoo! talent scouts 
and writers across the country to formulate a consensus. 
With respect to geographic harmony, these are the best — 
five who could stock Beirut University with a Top 20 team 
on a bet. 

The weeding-out process was a rapid one. Only an 
estimated 40 percent of the nation’s 104 Division I-A 
schools do a truly effective job of recruiting, and at least 
half of those break rules like a cook cracks eggs for an 
omelette. 

“The main thing which jumps out at you about good 
recruiters is their honesty,” said Higdon, Tennessee's 
recruiting coordinator since 1975. “They'll be honest with 
a youngster from beginning to end. This is a business 
which doesn't have a lot of longevity for that reason, It is 
difficult to be honest. 

“When I think of bad recruiting, | think of recruiters 
racing up and down highways for kids, five of them in the 
same home at the same time, alumni coming in with a 
fistful of whatever.” 

So differentiating the good from the bad wasn‘ diffi- 
cult. But to find the very best, Don Heinrich’s College 
Football used these criteria: 


L in the media guide behind five of the most 


Organization: The quality coordinator has his area, or 
the nation, well-coordinated with the assistant coaches. 
There is a limited amount of guesswork in deciding which 
recruits are pursued and which assistant does the pursu- 
ing. The year-round calendar is followed closely so there 
are no gaps in the process. 

The good coordinator will make sure the parameters of 
his school’s recruiting areas are well-defined. He will know 
which areas can be worked successfully and know which 
areas to avoid so time isn’t wasted. 


National awareness: Even if a school essentially limits 
its recruiting to its own neighborhood, the quality coordi- 
nator knows other areas where his school may have some 
successes, and also knows where other schools are going to 
be successful and why. 


Relentlessness: Show us a lazy recruiter and we'll 
show you a losing team. There is probably no assistant on 
acoach’s staff who puts in longer hours than the recruiting 
coordinator. 

Ethics: Every school bends NCAA rules, but the ethical 
recruiting coordinator makes it abundantly clear there will 
be no wholesale trashing of NCAA rules just to sign a 
player. The men who made our Top Five are widely 

respected for their ability to both do good work and do it 
cleanly. 
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JOHN BOVE 

School: Penn State 

Age: 46 

Born: Wilmington, Delaware 

College: West Chester, Pa., B.A. in physical educa- 
tion in 1964; earned his master’s in physical education 
from West Chester (1967) 

Football roots: Was an assistant at West Chester, 
Drexel, East Stroudsburg and Vermont before coming 
to Penn State in 1979. 

Recruiting coordinator since: 1986; was also an 
assistant coach from ‘79 to '84 before becoming staff 
administrative assistant 

Team's record: Penn State has won 10 or more 
games five times since Bove came to the school, topped 
by the 1986 national title, and been to seven bowls. 

Top recruits (since 1979): RB Curt Warner, QB 
Todd Blackledge, WR Kenny Jackson, LB Scott 

Radecic, DB Mark Robinson, DB Harry Hamilton, 
LB Shane Conlan, RB D.J. Dozier, FB Tim Manoa, 
LB Chris Conlin, RB Blair Thomas, LB Trey Bauer, 
LB Pete Giftopoulus. 

Joe Paterno represents everything good about col- 
lege football, so it’s no shock that the Nittany Lions 
follow the rules when it comes to recruiting. And 
because of that, it’s less important who the recruiter is 
because the man who ultimately sells the package is 
Paterno, one of the few super coaches who fall into 
that category. Bo Schembechler, Barry Switzer and 
Jackie Sherrill are the others. 

Nonetheless, Bove makes our list for his work in 
three short years. He has helped spread Penn State’s 
profile nationally so that the school isn’t reliant on just 
Pennsylvania and the Eastern seaboard. 

“There’s no question, Joe is the biggest reason a 
student will select Penn State,” said Bove. “They know 
where he’s coming from before they ever accept a visit, 
and he tells kids he doesn’t want them here unless 
they’re as interested in making something of them- 
selves in the classroom.” 

Players are attracted to Penn State football because 
of its prominence and Paterno, but come knowing the 
academic demands are even stiffer. Paterno wants his 
players to graduate and accept their roles as student- 
athletes. That's why there are nondescript athletic 
dorms for players instead of fancy residence halls. 
That’s why the uniforms are basic and conservative, 
keeping with the solid tradition of the school and the 
coach. Whena prospective player visits Penn State, he 
is treated as a prospective student. 

“There have been a lot of different reports on grad- 
uation rates among colleges, but we've been among the 
best of them on a yearly basis,” said Bove. “The 
department in general has a 90-percent graduation rate 
and the football team is in the mid-80s. 

“In 1986, we came a few credits away from having a 
100-percent graduation rate. It’s easy to be successful 
here because all we deal with is honesty. If a student 
came here looking for something extra, he wouldn't be 
very happy.” 


Tennessee’s Higdon calls recruiting “the fastest-growing 
sport in the world,” a veritable baby. It’s actually more of a 
teen-ager. The first recruiting coordinator — an assistant 
coach whose sole duties revolved around finding the best 
prep stars and luring them to the home school — was 
created in 1971 when Oklahoma coach Chuck Fairbanks 
created the position and hired Jerry Pettibone, now the 
head coach at Northern Illinois. 

Pettibone’s hiring led other schools to create a position 
for recruiting coordinators, and such spontaneous growth 
soon gave the business a system to follow, for better or 
worse. 

Don Heinrich’s Top Five chose better. 

“All we deal with here is honesty,” said Penn State’s 
Bove, “and the clean schools are the same way. When we 
bring kids in, we put them in the dorms, on small beds 
three to a room, because that’s where they'll live when they 

come here. We don't put them in a fancy hotel because 
that’s not where they'll live or eat. 


BARRY GALLUP 


School: Boston College 

Age: 42 

Born: Swampscott, Mass. 

College: Boston College (1969) 

Football roots: Has been at Boston College since 
1969, joining the staff full-time in 1973. 

Recruiting coordinator since: 1982 

Team's record: The Eagles have had four winning 
seasons in the last six and went to a bowl in each 
winning season, 

Top recruits: OL Steve Trapilo, RB Troy Strad- 
ford, DL John Bosa, WR Darren Flutie, LB Bill 
Romanowski, TB Jim Bell, OL Joe Wolf, LB Eric 
Lindstrom. 

There are tougher places to recruit players on the 
Division I-A level, but none with the variety of barriers 
as Boston College. 

The school is not located in a hotbed for major 
college sports. It competes athletically with big-name 

Eastern schools such as Pitt and Penn State, and aca- 
demically with the Ivy League schools. It competes for 
the sports fan with strong pro franchises — the Celtics, 
Red Sox, Bruins and Patriots — and that doesn’t take 
into account other attractions that further split the 
entertainment dollar. 

“It is unique,” said Gallup. “You don’t hear kids say 
they've dreamed of playing at B.C. So we sell other 
things. We rarely talk football. Jack (Bicknell, the head 
coach) likes to tell kids to realize they're not making a 
four-year decision, but a 50-year decision, because 
your degree goes with you everywhere. We like to pull 
outa copy of Barron's (Profiles of American Colleges) 
and ask kids to find out how many of the top 100 
schools academically are in the top 100 in football. 
There aren't that many.” 

B.C. would not make the top 100 in terms of facili- 
ties. Alumni Stadium is 30 years old and seats just 
32,000. The weight room and practice facilities are 
modest and a bit musty. Yet B.C. has had steady 
success and four bowl games in the last six seasons. 

“We sometimes pick kids who come from similar 
backgrounds, small schools that had few facilities,” 
said Gallup. “We also recruit the Catholic schools and 
try to take advantage of our association. Kids like our 
approach. They tell us that visits to other places are all 
the same — same cement campus, same dorms, same 
routine, same pressure. Our visit is unbelievably 
unstructured. They spend most of their time with kids 
in the program and get time to walk around downtown 
and visit Quincy Market. 

“We don't try to hide what we are, and we emphasize 
what makes us unique.” 


“We want the kids to have a sense that we are honest 
and sincere. They are 18, very impressionable, and they 
like to hear things that maybe aren't the important reasons 
they should decide on a school. We have to understand 
that and let them know the right reasons why they should 
pick a school.” 

The clean schools tell prospective players about aca- 
demics, positive lifestyles, career opportunities outside 
football and responsibility to the school and community. 
The “reasons” they are attracted to Cheat U. range from 
“You'll start as a freshman” to “You're the guy who can 
make this program turn the corner.” 

Those phrases can work and are easy. Bove says it’s a 
joy to recruit honestly because the conditions are set. 
There’s no shuck and jive. But there is a tremendous 
amount of hard work and long hours involved. 

“I'd say hard work is the key,” said UCLA’s Rees. “You 
have to work at it. You can’t get sloppy and take risks in 
evaluating kids because it’s a mistake you and the kid are 


stuck with for four or five years.” 

Some schools trade on the personal touch, their ability 
to transcend schedule, status and success and get a kid to 
take an adventure beyond Top 10 perennials. 

“We don't have a mass mailing where student-athletes 
get a form letter every week,” said B.C.’s Gallup. “We send 
out a hand-written postcard. We also don't recruit 250 
kids. We recruit 100 and we do whatever we can to get to 
know these kids and make them comfortable.” 

There is a sense of regret among our Top Five that 
college football's problems have become so widespread. It 
reflects poorly on the game itself and recruiting coordina- 
tors in particular. They man the front lines and are thus 
exposed to all the criticism. 

“We haven't helped ourselves recently,” said Higdon, 
referring to the SMU imbroglio and similar problems at 
other schools. “It’s distressing to pick up the paper each 
day and learn something new. Some of what I've heard, 
like girls for players and students taking tests for players, is 


beyond my comprehension.” ‘ 

But, Higdon says, recruiters are policing their own pro- 
fession against illegal methods and inducements. 

“I've called more than one coach and said, ‘Here’s what 
you're doing; unless you change the pattern, here’s what 
we'll do,’” said Higdon. “If it gets to a point where I can’t 
handle it, then coach Majors can. I’d want an opposing 
coach to call me and do the same thing if we were doing 
something wrong.” 

“Success is measured in wins and losses, and there is 
always going to be someone out there seeking an edge,” 
said Penn State’s Bove. “I’m not sure who's responsible, 
the over-aggressive booster or the recruiter who turns his 
head.” 

What about the kid who puts his hand out palm up? 

“Every year we lose kids because they find out there’s 
nothing extra available here,” said Michigan’s Seyferth. 
“The unfortunate thing is that these kids have been led to 
believe it’s out there. It’s not out there from us.” 


BILL HIGDON 

School: Tennessee 

Age: 43 

Born: Knoxville, Tenn. 

College: Tennessee (1970); master’s degree, West- 
ern Kentucky (1971) 

Football roots: Spent three years at Volunteer 
State CC, then moved to Tennessee in 1975. 

Recruiting coordinator since: 1975 

Team’s record: The Vols have had seven straight 
winning seasons and have gone to a bowl after each of 
them, topped by the victorious trip to the Sugar Bowl 
after the 85 season. 

Top recruits: DB Roland James, WR Anthony 
Hancock, WR Willie Gault, WR Clyde Duncan, LB 
Alvin Toles, WR Tim McGee, OL Bruce Wilkerson, 
DL Reggie White, LB Mike Cofer, WR Anthony 
Miller, QB Jeff Francis, NG Brian Hunt. 

Higdon is one of the best-liked recruiters in the land, 
if not the best. He mixes high integrity with a pleasant 
nature and has won a following among his colleagues 
and high school coaches across the land. 

Unlike most Southern and Southwest schools, 
which stay home to recruit, Higdon and Tennessee 
venture into Big Ten country and the East to pluck 
preps away from the Michigans and Penn States. 

“Kids in Georgia and Alabama aren't transient,” 
said Higdon. “That's the way it is in most of the South, 
except for Florida. So the decision to go to the East 
was because we had to. Getting them here isn’t that 
tough. The recruit knows he'll be seen by a lot of 
people: 92,000 every home game, we've been on televi- 
sion as much as anyone, and we market the ‘Johnny 
Majors Show’ into all of the areas we recruit. 

“It helps a kid to know the home folk in Ohio will see 
some highlights.” 

Higdon does a nice job of establishing Knoxville as a 
respite from big-city or Midwest life, a place to stretch 
out and learn what a community is like. 

“This is a place where people can feel comfortable,” 
said Higdon, a boyhood sports hero in Tennessee. “It’s 
a college town, but the city is large enough to have 
something for everyone. The kid who goes from Pas- 
saic to Knoxville isn't going to feel lonely, either. We 
just introduce them to the staff.” Majors’ assistants hail 
from such diverse states as California, Oklahoma, 
Alabama and Ohio. 

“Take a kid froma large metropolitan area like New 
Jersey or New York and plunk him down in Knoxville, 
and see how fast he comes to enjoy the change of pace. 
And he isn’t missing anything, really, either. Knoxville 
may be in the South, but we think it has the best 
qualities of the entire country.” 


BILL REE: 
School: UCLA ; 
Age: 34 
Born: Wilmette, Ill. 
College: Ohio Wesleyan (1976); master’s degree, 

Northwestern (1978) 

Football roots: Assistant at Northwestern for 
three years before coming to UCLA in 1979. 

Recruiting coordinator since: 1979 

Team's record: The Bruins have a 53-154 record 
the last six years and have ended each year with a win 
in a bowl. 

Top recruits: DB Don Rogers, QB Steve Bono, 
OL Mike Hartmeier, DL Mark Walen, LB Ken Nor- 
ton, NG Terry Tumey, RB Gaston Green, WR Willie 
Anderson, PK John Lee, TE Tim Wrightman, RB Eric 
Ball, C Frank Cornish. 

The decision by UCLA to recruit nationally was 
born out of problems recruiting locally. Los Angeles’ 
colors used to be predominantly Cardinal and Gold, 
and the Bruins, more often than not, ranked a well- 
beaten second to USC in recruiting local talent. 

Rees can be credited with establishing UCLA’s 
name nationally. He went into strongholds of other 
schools and found kids willing to trade their roots for 
an academically rich university that was close to the 
beach. 

The Bruins have kicked a lot of sand in opponents’ 
faces lately. They've gone to six straight bowls and won 
them all, including three Rose Bowls. They are nowan 
established Top 20 team and have eclipsed the Trojans 
in landing the top local prospects in recruiting. 

Rees sells what he feels is the best total package in 
college football. Not only do recruits have a chance to 
play for one of the game’s best teams, but UCLA is 
prestigious academically, has a strong cosmopolitan 
profile and has more attractions in a few square miles 
than all the Big Eight schools combined. 

“We tell the kids to look at all that we have to offer 
and let kids know what the advantages are. When | 
visit a kid, I can sincerely tell him why he should come 
to UCLA. There isn’t any hype. 

“The philosophy has always been to recruit kids we 
think will be comfortable here. There’s no sense going 
after someone who we might get into school, or who 
might succeed academically. There has to be a feeling 
that they'll enjoy the experience. 

“By now, I think the program has established itself 
so that kids know what to expect. And they've come to 
recognize Terry Donahue as the program ideal, much 
as Joe Paterno is at Penn State or Bo Schembechler at 
Michigan. That’s the kind of situation I think every 
school aspires to.” 

“When I first came here, UCLA recruited on a 
semi-national basis. There wasn‘ that total commit- 
ment. Now, all of the coaches spend a considerable 
amount of time out-of-state letting kids know what 
UCLA has to offer.” 


FRITZ SEYFERTH 

School: Michigan 

Age: 39 

Born: Ann Arbor, Michigan 

College: Michigan (1972); master’s degree, Con- 
necticut (1974) 

Football roots: Was in private business after a 
short football career in the Canadian Football League, 
returning to alma mater Michigan in 1979. 

Recruiting coordinator since: 1979 

Team's record: Michigan hasn‘t had a losing sea- 
son since 1967 and has gone to 13 straight bowls. 

Top recruits: QB Jim Harbaugh, LB Andy 
Moeller, DB Brad Cochran, OL Stefan Humphries, 
WR Anthony Carter, RB Jamie Morris, DT Mike 
Hammerstein, RB Butch Woolfolk, OT Bubba Paris, 
OT Ed Muransky, OG Kurt Becker. 

Seyferth feels the hubbub of the business inflates too 
many egos — those of the kids being recruited, the 
scout-service touts, and even some college recruiters — 
and provides too much bad information. “A lot of 
times the newspapers will say a kid is a great prospect 
and all they're going on is the comment from the 
coach's brother-in-law,” said Seyferth, 

“One of our policies and philosophies is to keep a 
very, very low profile. We don't play up our recruiting 
because it’s been overexposed and it puts too much 
pressure on the kids. It’s a business we have to be in, 
but we don't have to promote it.” 

It’s a business Michigan excels in, and the tack is 
consistent with the ideals of the coach behind it, Bo 
Schembechler: conservative, straightforward and un- 
flinchingly honest. The Michigan program is compar- 
able to that of Penn State and Joe Paterno in most 
respects. 

“Our success comes from a combination of things,” 
said Seyferth. “We have a credible program and a long, 
great tradition. People and kids may think it started 
with Bo, and this has been the greatest era of Michigan 
football, but it began long before that. 

“Secondly, there’s no question that Bo is a dynamic 
individual with a magnetic personality. People who get 
to know him realize what a caring, determined person 
he is. Few kids who get to meet him don’t come away 
impressed. 

“And his integrity and morality and code of conduct 
are exemplary and uncompromising, to the point 
where everything is cut and uried. He’s a man who does 
not wonder if something is right or wrong. It’s either 
right or wrong. There’s no in-between.” 

This consistency helps Seyferth in his job. Kids with 
low academic achievements in high school are not 
approached. Kids with questionable character are 
turned aside. Despite this, Michigan recruits the Great 
Lakes region tremendously well and has also pros- 
pered in parts of the East and throughout Florida. 

“We recruit players who have some integrity and are 
looking for academic gains as well as athletic. They fit 
into the program and are team players,” he said. 
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MARCH: “We begin putting together our master list. We formulate 
what we think we'll need down the road — a quarterback, linemen, 
defensive backs — and then begin to zero in on the kids we think can fill 
the needs. 

“We'll contact over 3,000 kids, mainly through letters. At this point, we 
think these kids have a chance of playing at UCLA, but we may not be 
sure they can get into school or are good enough for the program. But 
you wanta large list because you don't want to take a chance of missing 
someone.” 

APRIL: “We contact schools for grades and see if the kids on our list 
can qualify for admission. We also call their coaches and get recom- 
mendations on their ability. The weeding-out process begins and the list 
begins to shrink. 

“We get as much videotape of kids as we can and I'll look at every tape 
once. The position coaches will also look at the tapes, as will the coach 
who recruits the particular area to familiarize himself with the players. 

“You can't do the job without video. Before, you could make a lot of 
personal evaluations, but the NCAA rules change (prohibiting coaches 
from seeing games until November) keeps us from seeing as many 
games as we'd like, so we have to rely on tape. And the problem with 
tape is its lack of quality.” 

MAY: “Coaches can make off-campus personal evaluations in May, 
so you try and evaluate as many Kids as you can, By now, we've trimmed 
the list of prospects down to about 1,000, and each coach will see on film 
or in person approximately 100 kids, more or less depending on their 
areas.” 

JUNE-JULY-AUGUST; “This is the real tough time of the year, 
because you can't leave campus andit's difficult to contact high schools 
and get grades. But whatever work you can do in the summer helps 
narrow your list and puts you further along to the fall.” 

SEPTEMBER-OCTOBER: "We used to spend these months making 
personal evaluations, but now we can't visit the campuses. So we spend 
as much time as possible getting in new, senior film of the kids left on our 
list, which is down to about 400 names. If we had any questions about a 
kid based on what we saw of him as a junior, we'll want to see senior 
films and get those questions answered.” 

NOVEMBER: “Now we can go back out and make final decisions on 
kids in person. This is a tough month, You're still coaching the team for 
the current season, but everyone has to go out and see kids to make that 
personal evaluation. Under the old rules, our list would have been down 
to 100 to 125 by now. But we keep it at 200 or more now. Some schools 
have more than that. 

“You only have a month to get things done, to see as many kids as 
possible, and it creates a real crunch. Since you haven't been able to go 
out the previous two months and see kids in person, you become 
reluctant about scratching akid's name off your list based solely on film. 
You want to see him in person because an in-person evaluation is five 
times better than watching a kid on videotape. 

“The new NCAA rules were designed to keep coaches at home and 
save money. Butit's put more pressure on coaches to make evaluations 
without the luxury of time to see kids two or three times. In reality, we're 
spending more money on evaluation services and videotapes.” 

DECEMBER-JANUARY: "The evaluation process is over and the 
selling begins. By now, we've prioritized our list. Some of the kids aren't 
interested and some aren't qualified, so we move on to other kids. 

“We figure out how many scholarships we have to give and put 
together a list of kids we're going to trip (invite to the school). We had 19 
scholarships to give for the last signing date and brought in 60 guys. The 
maximum number you can bring in is 85, and most schools will bring in 
the maximum. 

“The important thing is to make sure the recruit knows he’s wanted 
and that there's an opportunity for him. We want to make him feel thathe 
will develop once he’s in the program, that he has a chance to better 
himself as a person, and that the program has the chance to be success- 
ful and win a championship. 

“People talk about the academic opportunities for kids, and it cer- 
tainly comes into play. Most of the kids who come to UCLA are aware of 
the academic opportunities and take advantage of them. But they're still 
kids and they want to know where they fitin on the team and if and when 
they'll have a chance to play. 

“Our kids are our best ambassadors. The visiting kid will open up tous 
a little, but he'll ask the difficult questions to the hosts who show him. 
around campus and spend time with him socially. We sell this total 
involvement to the kids when they come here. 

“During this same period, we'll have coaches on the road 
making contact with recruits. Depending on the year, I'll 
spend most of my time out-of-state every week. Communi- 
cation and contact is the key to this period.” 


FEBRUARY: “As signing date nears, you intensify the 
selling. You know what kids have crossed you off their list 
and know what kids are interested. You try and get them to 
commit early but still keep contact once they say they'll 
sign. 

“You never assume anything in this business. And you 
never take a day off.” 


IARY OF A 
RECRUITER 


The calendar calls for a leap 
just once every four years, but 
every year is a leap year for major 
college football recruiters. And 
those who don't stay at least that 
extra day ahead of the competi- 
tion don't get to call themselves 
coordinators for very long. 

While football recruiting has be- 
come a favorite pastime of die- 
hard fans every February, it's a 
misconception to think of the en- 
deavor as seasonal. For the major 
college with designs on confer- 
ence and national championships, 
it's a year-round process. The 
success of a school from Septem- 
ber to January depends tremen- 
dously on its organization, eval- 
uation and salesmanship during 
the recruiting process. 

UCLA's Bill Rees, considered 
one of the best in the business by 
his colleagues, begins his season 
essentially every March 1 and 
doesn't wind down until the sec- 
ond week of February, when the 
nation’s top preps sign their 
letters-of-intent. 

At the request of Don Hein- 
rich's College Football, Rees kept 
track of his daily progress to pro- 
vide a detailed look at the recruit- 
ing process, including a detailed 
itinerary of his travels from No- 
vember to February. All of the 
quotes herein are from Rees. 


Bill Rees' daily travels for the months of December, January and 
February, beginning with his first road trip after Thanksgiving. His time 
in Los Angeles during this period was also well-spent, since he would 
meet with coaches to discuss their own personal recruiting efforts.

The process began while I was still a junior, and it was pretty relaxed. 
The calls began in the early spring (March-April, 1987). Recruiters could 
come by the school but weren'tallowed to talk tome personally, so they 
talked to dad and looked at film. On May 1, the recruiters were able to 
visit me and most came when we had spring practice. We had several 
Division | players on the team and there must have been at least four 
college recruiters there every day. 

1 knew | was interested in USC and UCLA, because they were local 
schools, and Notre Dame. | was trying to figure out what other schools 
to consider. | received letters, postcards, guides and brochures, and I'd 
study them to see what the campus looked like and what the school had 
to offer. By the time my senior year was over, | had about six boxes of 
letters, 100 of them from Notre Dame alone. 

The college season began, and mom (Debbie) and | became couch 
potatoes every Saturday. We watched football games on television from 
early morning to late afternoon. We were educating ourselves. Some- 
times during halftime, television would do a short feature on the campus 
of the colleges that were playing. 

One of the best games was the one between Notre Dame and Penn 
State (on Nov. 21). Itwassooo cold, minus 15 degrees with the wind chill 
factor. Well, during recruiting later that month, both Jim Caldwell of 
Penn State and Jim Strong of Notre Dame were on campus. We had just 
finished talking with Caldwell when Strong came to visit. When both 
coaches met in front of my dad's office, Strong “thanked” Caldwell for 
supplying field heaters to the visiting Irish. Caldwell just kind of snick- 
ered. Penn State didn’t supply field heaters to Notre Dame. So much for 
sportsmanship from the wily Joe Paterno. 

People were already trying to find out where I was going. One recruit- 
ing publication said | was going to UCLA because they saw my mom ata 
game wearing a UCLA sweatshirt. They don't understand my mom. She 
must have a sweatshirt from 40 different colleges. If they had seen her at 
another game, they would have written | was headed to Purdue. She 
could wear a different sweatshirt every day for a month. 

linjured my knee ina Thursday night game in September, the second 
game of the season. The next day, UCLA's Terry Donahue called and 
assured my family that, “If he doesn't play another down of high school 
football, UCLA still wanted Bret Johnson.” That was nice. also received 
atelegram from Lou Holtz and his Notre Dame staff that day wishing me 
aspeedy recovery and assuring me they would keepin touch. USCand 
Penn State also encouraged me during my rehab time. There was one 
school that called two weeks after my injury to find out how I did in the 
previous night's game. They didn’t know I was hurt, and it was a little 
embarrassing. 

By the end of my season, | knew what schools | would visit — UCLA, 
USC, Penn State, Notre Dame and Arizona State. | was interested in 
Tennessee and had my dad contact them to send me more information, 
and also considered lowa, Purdue and Washington. | was interested in 
Michigan, the first school | got a letter from, but they brought in five 
quarterbacks the year before. Some schools that used the run-and- 
shoot thought! was perfect for them, like Colorado, but | wanted to go to 
aschool that used dropback quarterbacks. 

The five | had on my list were the programs | was most interested in by 
then. They all met a basic list of requirements — big-time program, a 
good atmosphere, a quality school, and the opportunity to play. | also 
liked the coaches | was in contact with — Strong, Caldwell, Bob Field 
(UCLA), Jim Colletto (Arizona State) and Chris Allen (USC). 

| decided to start taking my trips in January, after me and my high 
schoo! team played in a basketball tournamentin Hawaii during Christ- 
mas vacation. Right before New Year's, John Cooper left Arizona State 
to become the coach at Ohio State, so | scratched Arizona State off my 
list. 


USC: The Trojans put everyone up at the Sheraton Grand. Coach 
Allen was very nice and easy to talk to, and the person | was with the 
most. He took Cory Wayland (an El Toro teammate) and myselfand our 
parents to the Coliseum, where all of the recruits’ names were on the 
‘scoreboard screen. In giant letters in lights were “Welcome Bret John- 
son, Welcome Cory Wayland.” That was impressive. 

Atno time did | feel pressured to commit. Coach Larry Smith, who did 
most of the talking, was very honest. He said they were going to scholar- 
ship one quarterback. They were tripping four and the first one to 
commit is the one they would take. | believed him, but it concerned me 
they were interested in so many quarterbacks. 

What I remember most about USC is the food — we seemed to eat 
every two or three hours. Coach Allen was always asking recruits if they 
were hungry. | must have ate two or three times that afternoon. 


Penn State: This was my favorite trip. it was no frills. | slepton acotin 
my host's apartment. Really! | had lunch with coach Paterno and Cald- 
well at a cafe in the little town there, but we couldn't sit by a window, 
People would see Joe and knock on the window or come in for an 
autograph. 

That night we had to get dressed up for dinner and 
this California boy forgot dress socks. | was teased 
about that. Everyone also asked where my overcoat 
was. Of course, | had no idea what they were talking 
about. An overcoat? What for? Believe me, | could 
have used an overcoat that night. It was freezing, but 
they assured me that they were having a heat spell 
during the day — about 40 degrees. Most of the guys, 

~ when they met me, would say“Whatthe hell are you (a 
California kid) doing here?” 

Penn State made me feel special because | was the 
only California kid they were recruiting. Believe me, 
most of the players back there know atanearlyage « 
that they want to go to Penn State. Most of the East 
Coast stars make the same five trips — Penn State, 

Pitt, Boston College, Syracuse and West Virginia. And 
while University Park is a small town, it’s very comfor- 
table. The city reminded me of Westwood in some 
ways, and there are ski slopes only 15 minutes away. 

| had a meeting with coach Paterno at his house, 
something not all of the kids have. | also met Mrs. 
Paterno, and she was great. She baked homemade 
chocolate chip cookies for me to take home on the 
plane (she did it for all of the recruits). Unfortunately, 
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IARY OF A 
RECRUIT 


Recruiting usually focuses on 
the back end — which colleges 
sign which prep stars, and how 
they impact the programs. Or, on 
what the life of a recruiter is like. 
This piece looks at the rarely 
seen front end — what it's like for 
one of the preps to be recruited, 
the pace, the pressures, and rou- 
tine. 

To get this perspective, we went 
after one of the most sought-after 
high school stars of 1987, El Toro 
(Calif.) High School quarterback 
Bret Johnson. In his three-year 
varsity career, Bret threw for 6,734 
yards, completed 59 percent of 
his passes, had 63 touchdowns, 
and only 26 interceptions (just 12 
in his final two seasons). As ajun- 
ior, he threw for 2,553 yards, 27 
touchdowns and six thefts. Last 
year, despite missing time with 
injuries, he passed for 2,098 yards, 
22 touchdowns and, again, six 
picks. 

He was a two-time Orange 
County Player of the Year, two- 
time California Interscholastic 
Federation Player of the Year, and 
led his team to two straight sec- 
tional titles. Others may have had 
more gaudy Statistics, but no 
player had the team success of 
Johnson nor the universal admi- 
ration of recruiters. Johnson was 
contacted by virtually every major 
college in the nation in some 
form, either by mail or phone. 

Because he was so widely 
known, and because his father, 
Bob Johnson, was also his prep 
coach, the recruiting of Johnson 
was squeaky-clean. He did not 
get a sniff of the dirty underside of 
recruiting and its all-too-personal 
touch. Still, the pressures and 
time constraints were there, as 
was the knowledge that he was so 
wanted — and was going to let 
down everyone except for one 
fortunate school. Here's his story: 


‘my dog Annie ate all the chocolate chip cookies. She got into my duffle 


bag that was on the floor before | had a chance to empty it. 

From the beginning, I knew Penn State wanted to bring in two quar- 
terbacks. The Friday after my trip to Penn State, Tony Sacca, an All- 
America quarterback from New Jersey, committed to the Lions even 
before he tripped. Coach Caldwell calied to say Penn State still wanted 
me, but | eliminated Penn State because two quarterbacks of our ability 
should probably not commit to the same school. 


Notre Dame: We stayed at the Jamison Hotel and were reminded that 
it's sold out during football season for years to come. Notre Dame was 
the most aggressive of all the schools. I received many personal letters 
from Strong. They were very aggressive and flattering, and always made. 
reference to their National Championships and Heisman Trophy 
winners. Tradition, tradition, tradition. © 

l already had met coach Holtz, a meeting I'll never forget. He came for 
a home visit after a trip to Japan and met me at our team's football 
banquet. | remember the hush of him walking into the banquet a little 
late. A coach of his status at a high schoo! banquet. He signed auto- 
graphs and posed for pictures and impressed everyone. 

Afterwards, | drove him to the house for the visit. Like most high 
school kids, | was driving on “E” and had to pullinto a gas station togeta 
buck of gas. | got out and walked to the booth to pay, and when | turned 
around, coach Holtz, wearing a three-piece suit, was outside washing 
my windows! | walked over and said, “You don’t have to do that, it's 
supposed to rain, anyway” and he just smiled and kept washing, even 
my side windows. 

When | first arrived in South Bend, Strong took me straight to the 
basketball game against Kansas. It's a tradition there that the student 
body stands during the whole game, so | stood, too. [then went to dinner 
at a Mexican restaurant with Holtz, Strong and Vinny Cerrato, their 
recruiting coordinator. There was no pressure at all and we just talked 
football. | pigged out and remembered that there weren't any Mexican 
restaurants near Penn State. 

| then went to Strong's house and met his wife and two-year-old 
daughter Ashley, who proceeded to sing the entire Notre Dame fight 
song. Even as aggressive as Strong was, | still felt no pressure to 
commit. | think the absence of pressure was due to the fact that | had 
picked such classy programs that didn’t feel the need to badger and 
prod their recruits. 

The next day, | had breakfast with Tim Brown, the Heisman Trophy 
winner. | also went to visit coach Holtz at his house, where we played 
pool. It snowed every day | was there, but there was a picture of the 
campus with a clear blue sky on the wall of coach Holtz’ home. He 
pointed at it and said, “That was taken last week.” I'll say one thing, the 
Notre Dame campus is just unbelievable, the best of any I've ever seen, 
The atmosphere is great, too. The players don't live in a football dorm, 
they live in the student dorms with other students. It'sa very comfortable 
feeling. 


UCLA: We stayed at the Holiday Inn on Wilshire Bivd., and my host 
was Scott Spalding, an All-America from El Toro the year before and a 
good friend. We attended a UCLA basketball game versus Washington 
and saw John Wooden there. We had a barbeque on campus that night 
and | sat across the table from Loni Anderson's daughter, who is married 
to UCLA grad assistant Charlie Hoffman. | asked her a dumb question, 
like, “How tall is Burt Reynolds?” | didn’t know he was six feet tall. | 
thought he was one of those little Hollywood types. Oh well. 

! had breakfast with coach Donahue. He kept telling me that UCLA 
was the place for me, that | was a California boy. | guess he must have 
read me right. When | met up with my parents that day, my dad kidded 
me about what | was wearing — faded shorts that doubled as a bathing 
suit. But |am a California kid. On my visit, we went to the beach. | always 
had it in the back of my mind how comfortable it is to live in California, 

Coach Donahue really went out ona limb. He and Field were the first 
to come in for a home visit, back in December, and he said then that he 
was not going to bring another quarterback recruit in until | had visited 
UCLA. Since | tripped there the last weekend in January, it was getting 
down to crunch time for UCLA. | respected his commitment. 

| had said all along to my mom and dad and to all the coaches that | 
would know after my last trip where | wanted to go. Therefore | was very 
quiet and non-committal after the trips. | was very hard to read. Every- 
one thought my parents had some idea as to where | was going, but | 
knew they didn't, because | didn't. 

My parents were bringing me home from my trip to UCLA. We had 
been on the freeway for a while and mom couldn't stand it any longer. 
“Where are you going?” she asked. UCLA. | had made up my mind 
Sunday morning. | felt good there and | liked the atmosphere. | wanted 
to tell my parents first before telling UCLA, They knew | had no reserva- 
tions about UCLA and that the best thing would be to commit soon. 
When we got home, | called up to UCLA. The hardest thing then was to 

tell USC and Notre Dame of my decision, because | 
really liked coach Allen and coach Strong. It was hard, 
but they were nice and | don't think there were any 
hard feelings. 

After it was all done, | think the pressure was tough- 
est on my parents. They were as involved in the deci- 
sion as much as | was, and had to field the constant 
phone calls and visits. | never disliked the phone calls 
or felt pressures, and the people | met were great to 
me. | never had to face any of those stories of extra 
inducements, either, which other kids do. | guess it 
was because | had so much attention. 

My bottom line feeling is the recruiting process 
works. The early contact gives you an idea of what the 
colleges are like, and the trips help you make a deci- 
sion. It's good to see the campuses and meet all of the 
coaches, but most important is to meet the players. 
You'll be playing with them for the next four years. 

1 wouldn't trade the experience for anything. | know 
this has been an opportunity of a lifetime, an honor, 
My parents never took any of the phone calls, home 
visits or school visits as an imposition on their time. 
Heck, their son was getting his college education paid 
for. | hope that's the attitude | projected.

ews item: A University of Cincinnati research 

group conducted a survey of NCAA Division | 

football coaches early this year and reported that 
one out of every three college football programs cheats. 

Reaction: Nice try. 

Seriously, if you conducted a confidential survey of 
married men, do you think all those who cheat on their 
wives would admit to it? If every politician were polled on 
the integrity of his views, would many admit to a bit of 
exaggeration? 

No and no. And there’s no way anyone should believe 
the well-intentioned but trifling survey which says one- 
third of NCAA Division I programs cheat. 

The researchers sent surveys to 192 Division I-A and 
I-AA schools and 122 were returned, Only half of the 122 
came from Division I-A, which means only about 60 I-A 
schools responded — and only 20 of those coaches feel 
schools cheat. 

Ladies and gentlemen, all schools break NCAA rules, 
wittingly or unwittingly, and most of it starts with recruit- 
ing. Some bend rules. A few apply a hacksaw to the 
NCAA rule book. 

@ When Oklahoma got Marcus Dupree’s signature on 
a letter of intent, his uncle’s little grocery store suddenly 
had all of its shelves stocked. 

@ A few days after Eric Dickerson signed with SMU, 
his mother suddenly moved to a much nicer apartment 
and he began driving a much nicer car. 

@ When Colorado became a power in the "70s, its 
roster was flooded with out-of-state recruits. Did that have 
something to do with the presence of a booster who was 
president of a major airline headquartered in Denver? 

@ The NCAA attempted to hammer Nebraska two 
years ago for a ticky-tack ticket violation. After backing 
down, officials admitted it was a case of coming down 
hard for something minor because they couldn't convict 
the school for all its assumed majors. 

@ Running back Kirk Jones surprised everyone by 
signing a letter with Nevada-Las Vegas. To no one’s sur- 
prise, his father suddenly landed a new job a few days later 
— in Las Vegas. 

@ Bo Jackson stopped attending classes in his senior 
year, yet Auburn took no action and the NCAA, because 
of the way its rules are written, was powerless to take any 
of its own. 

And so on. 


Cheating can be broken down into three distinct 
groups: 

1. The schools that out-and-out make an illegal offer to 
a recruit in an effort to induce his signature on the dotted 
line. Estimates say 15-20 percent of all Division I-A 
schools are among this group. 

2. The schools that will assure a student’s social com- 
fort and/or academic success if he signs. About 65 percent 
of all schools fall into this category. 

3. The schools that will occasionally bend a rule but in 
their minds would never make a major breach of NCAA 
rules. Between 15 and 20 percent of schools fall into this 
group. 

Simply put, the first group will buy a kid a car; the 
second will loan him a car; the third will give him a ride. 

“There is so much pressure to compete,” said one 
recruiter. “It comes down to what you feel you can get 
away with and how much ofa risk you want to take. The 
worst of the cheating comes below the Mason-Dixon line, 
where football is king and where the competition in 
recruiting is the greatest.” “ 
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RECRUITING In the old days, recruiters used the 
most efficient method of getting a young man to sign with 
their school: cash. A kid would be wavering between 
signing with South State or East Tech when suddenly the 
South State assistant would walk into his home with a 
suitcase full of money. 

Cars were enticements, too. The NCAA's vigilance, 
though, has made this kind of tactic passe. The NCAA 
targets the top 200 prep athletes each year and maintains 
contact before the recruiting season begins. Recruits are 
harder to corrupt, especially when they know someone is 
watching. 

Recruiters, thus, have had to invoke go-betweens. 
When it comes to recruiting the top-name athlete, they 
seek out that one person who is or can be the most 
influential person in the recruit’s life, be it an uncle or 
grandmother (the top priority), the high school coach 
(good potential) or a parent (last resort). 

This go-between thus becomes the conduit for cheating. 
The uncle suddenly gives his nephew a car. The uncle 
suddenly moves into a new home, with a back bedroom 
for nephew. The high school coach suddenly becomes a 
college assistant. Mom and dad get new jobs in the local 
town, 

In some fashion, the life, income and lifestyle of the 
recruit and his “family” are enhanced, without anything 
being given directly to the recruit. The only NCAA legal 
violation here, in fact, comes under a basic moral guideline 
which might refer to the uncle, by virtue of his deal with a 
booster or a recruit, as a representative of the school’s 
athletic interests. 


EXTRA BENEFITS Ifaschool hasn't made an offer 
to a kid overtly before he decides to attend, chances are it 
has been made clear that some perks will be available once 
he signs his letter and enrolls. 

The categories are broad and differ by area. It can bea 
car, a free apartment, furnishings for the apartment or new 
clothes. It can beasummer job that requires little work, Or 
free airline tickets to go home, or to bring mommy, daddy 
and Peggy Sue to the school — anything which makes the 
student-athlete’s life more comfortable. 

This is where most of the cheating occurs. Schools feel 
once Joey Jock ‘is part of the official family, he is less 
inclined to tell anyone in an official capacity about his 
perks. Most head coaches are clearly aware of what is 
being done and turn their head to the situation. 

The sources of these benefits are boosters. The NCAA 
made some well-intentioned rules eliminating boosters 
from the recruiting phase, but all this did was push all of 
them into this area. The booster arranges all of these little 
bonuses, usually on a one-on-one basis. 

An assistant coach will tell a recruit that he will be 
“taken care of” by a close friend of the football team once 
he arrives. Upon arriving, he will be introduced by an 
assistant to the booster, who will invite the lad to dinner. 
From here on, this booster is this athlete’s sugar daddy. 

One other system has a network of boosters who help 
athletes in a specific area. If a kid needs clothes, he knows 
where to go; if he needs a car, there’s one dealer who will 
arrange a lease with the best deferred payment deal you've 
ever seen; if he needs to fly home, he knows which travel 
agent to call. 

One of the best systems in the land exists at a Big Eight: 
powerhouse. There, the coaches and assistants are shielded 
by a “legacy” formula, where a booster is more or less 
handed down from a senior to a freshman. The student- 
athletes take an active role in the system and the coaches 
can honestly say they play no role in any cheating. 


It works because the student-athlete is actively involved 
and thus less likely to say anything which could be person- 
ally damaging. “No kid is likely to bite the hand that feeds 
him,” said one recruiter. 


ACADEMICS The old system dealt with doctored 
transcripts, bogus grades and the use of correspondence 
courses for credit. The recent NCAA crackdown and 
employment of SAT and ACT scores as a qualifier was 
quite effective — for a while. 

" Schools quickly learned a way to get around it —the old 

switcheroo. A kid with as much chance of earning 700 on 
the SAT as he does of passing advanced calculus gets a 
friend to take the test for him. More often thagrnot, the 
friend has already taken the test once and passed. 

The kid will also arrange to take the test at an out-of- 
the-way place, far away from home. The development of 
this scheme has also led the kid to wait until the last 
possible date to take it, and take it just once. The NCAA 
became suspicious of tests where a kid scored 400 the first 
time and then raised his score to 900 the second. 

The system works because the security at SAT and 
ACT tests is modest at best. A picture ID card is not 
required, and the authenticity of a signature is rarely 
questioned, The monitoring of tests once they are turned 
in is often specious. The ACT is considered more lax than 
the SAT. 

At some high schools, the person conducting the test is 
oftena coach, athletic official or supporter. The top-notch 
recruiter knows where these situations exist and arranges 
for a prospective student-athlete to take the test at that 
site. The official is compensated for his benevolence. 

Recruiters estimated that 25 percent of all recruits who 
earn scholarships in a single recruiting year considered 
having someone take the test for them. 

The academic rule-breaking hardly ends upon admis- 
sion. Many schools have designed four-year programs for 
their athletes, the best example being the remedial educa- 
tion program at Georgia that came under scrutiny during 
the Jan Kemp brouhaha. 

“Some people say it’s the law of the land to educate all of 
the students, a state right,” said a recruiter, “and institu- 
tions certainly have the right to provide whatever pro- 
grams they want. 

“But they essentially are designed to maintain kids in 
lower-level programs, most of whom wouldn't be there if 
they weren't adding something else to the school on the 
field or court.” 

Many universities also have majors (sociology, history, 
physical education) which are A-B-C basic for under- 
classmen and don't become particularly tough until the 
senior year. Student-athletes sign up for these majors fully 
aware they won't be attending classes much as seniors. 

For every senior drafted by the NFL, there are three 
others hoping to be drafted, signed as free agents or pre- 
paring to try out in the Canadian Football League. One 
recruiter estimated that 50 percent of this pool of about 
1,400 athletes will either stop attending classes or drop 
most of their load as seniors. 

NCAA rules stipulate only that a student be enrolled in 
a set number of units. Once a player is eligible for his 
senior year — based on his junior grades — he’s got it 
made. There are no grade checks once his senior fall 
quarter or semester begins. 

As longas he doesn't officially drop out, he’s in the clear 
and so is the school. Mr. Jackson made good use of this 
situation, and it’s terribly prevalent in the Southeast and 
Southwest conferences. 


STEROIDS Itisn’tas dramaticas the other areas, but 
it’s quite notable when you think about it. Steroids 
enhance an athlete’s size and power, and the gap betweena 
team which uses them and one which doesn’t can easily be 
seen in the size and temperament of their respective 
linemen. 

The NCAA thought enough of the problem to institute 
steroid testing in its drug program, and 21 athletes were 
nailed before bowls two years ago. 

But the testing isn’t conducted often enough to be suc- 
cessful. Athletes and trainers have learned how to modify 
or mask steroid use. Previously, steroids were used year 
round, were taken through injections and based in oil. 
Trainers and doctors discovered that the testing was 
sophisticated enough to detect use via injection and oil as 
far back as a year ago. 

Oral doses, however, and those in water-based pills 
move through the system faster and can be washed out of 
the system with diuretics.

Not every college star arrives 
in a limo, and not many 
colleges could survive without 
these dedicated players who 
fell through recruiting nets. 


on Mansfield walked on at the University of Wis- 

consin. Literally. He rode the bus from Milwaukee 

to Madison, but then he hiked 10 miles into the 
rolling hills on the outskirts of town to the Holy Name 
Seminary where the Badger football team sequesters itself 
for fall camp. 

Coaches notice walk-ons like that. Mansfield was a 
starting defensive back for Wisconsin in 1980 and 1981. 

Coaches also notice walk-ons such as Chuck Nelson, 
who showed up at Washington one day in 1979. By the 
time Nelson left the Huskies in 1982, he was a consensus 
All-American placekicker who had set a half dozen 
NCAA records. When Nelson walked out, Jeff Jaeger 
walked in. He also wound up a consensus All-American 
placekicker, and finished his career as the most productive 
field goal kicker in NCAA history. 

Then there was George Dames. 

Dames was a walk-on quarterback at Oregon but he 
was still standing around waiting for his chance when 
Coach Len Casanova, in a fit of pique with his starting 

» guard, put Dames in during a scrimmage. In his first game 
as a nose guard—at Oklahoma—Dames made 23 tackles. 

They say Mike Sherrard waltzed into the UCLA 
coaches’ offices with a girl on each arm. The way Homer 
Smith, the offensive coordinator at the time, described it, 
Sherrard’s advent has become legend. “He wasn't a walk- 
on, he was a stroll-on,” Smith said. “He strolled onto 
campus and into our office ... The kid is skin and bones, 
he’s got girls hanging all over him and he’s telling us he 
thinks he can play football for UCLA.” 

He did play football for UCLA. Set records. Won Rose 
Bowl games. First-round draft pick. 

Every walk-on has a story that starts with why he had to 
take the walk-on route instead of being recruited by the 
school of his dreams. He was too small or too slow. Or his 
high school was too small. Or his high school coach had 
him in the wrong position. Or he-was plagued by injuries. 
Or he was offered a scholarship to a local college but he 
knew he was better than that. 

That's the key. The common thread among walk-ons is 
their confidence. For whatever reason, the big-time college 
recruiters did not fuss and flatter and roll out the red 
carpet. Most important, the recruiters did not offer schol- 
arship money. But the players who enroll at the school and 
volunteer their football skills in the belief that they will 
earna scholarship are the players who did not consider the 
recruiters’ opinion the final judgment. 

Walking on gives the player who was passed over one 
last chance. And it gives football programs a pool of talent 
that supplements the recruits. Some schools use that pool 
of talent only for rare exceptions. For others, it’s an inte- 
gral part of their recruiting system. 

Bilt Rees, UCLA’s recruiting coordinator and the man 
credited with putting together a series of recruiting classes 
packed with top-notch talent, admits that some very good

athletes are overlooked, usually because they aren't big 
enough or fast enough. But, he says, coaches at UCLA and 
most other colleges remain open-minded if a kid wants to 
put in his own time to prove them wrong. It’s worth the 
time and effort because every once in a while, there’s a 
Mike Sherrard or Rick Neuheisel. 

Neuheisel walked on and waited five years before 
becoming the Bruins" starting quarterback, and that sea- 
son, 1983, he was player of the game in a Rose Bowl 
victory over Illinois. 

“Of course we're receptive to walk-ons at UCLA,” Rees 
said. “Our head coach was a walk-on.” 

UCLA Coach Terry Donahue was in the “too small” 
category. But he became a starting defensive tackle at 185 
pounds and played in UCLA’s 1966 Rose Bowl victory 
over Michigan State. 

Rees gets a steady flow of letters and phone calls from 
players, their fathers or their coaches asking if UCLA 
would be interested in them as walk-ons. He follows up on 
those contacts, and, if he can find a “redeeming quality” to 
encourage that young player — such as speed or size 
potential — he makes them welcome. 

It doesn't bother Rees’ ego one bit to have a walk-on 
become just as successful as the players he bet the scholar- 
ships on. “If someone can help us, great. You can never 
have enough good players.” 

UCLA's approach to walk-ons is typical. Other schools, 
most notably the University of Nebraska, have a much 
more extensive walk-on program. 

Dave Gillespie, the Nebraska assistant coach who coor- 
dinates the recruiting effort, very actively recruits walk- 
ons. Nebraska will have 40 to 50 walk-ons on a team at a 
time. 

Gillespie said, “We are very selective. We might have 
150 kids who want to walk on. We get kids that turn down 
scholarships at other places to walk on here. I think one 
reason is that they know we have a commitment to our 
walk-on program. Every year three or four or five of those 
players will end up earning a scholarship. Even if they 
don't get a scholarship the first year, they might the second 
year. At least they know they havea realistic shot at it, that 
there are scholarships that will be going to walk-ons.” 

The schools that rely on help from walk-ons are virtu- 


ally all state schools. Exceptions exist, of course, but most 
walk-ons go to state schools because the cost is prohibitive 
at private schools. And most walk-ons go to their own 
state’s school, because the cost of travel and out-of-state 
tuition can be prohibitive. 

Gillespie estimates that 90 percent of Nebraska’s walk- 
ons are in-state students. They come witha strong desire to 
play for the Cornhuskers, and they believe that after put- 
ting in their time on the sidelines and in the weight room, 
they'll end up playing a big rile. And they often do. 
Nebraska's current 44-man roster (the top two players at 
each position) includes 25 who originally came to the 
Cornhuskers as walk-ons. 

Nebraska coaches invest much time and program 
money keeping this system strong, but Gillespie says it’s 
worth it. “There is no question that the success we have 
had in football we simply would not have achieved with- 
out our walk-ons,” he says. “And it is self-perpetuating. It’s 
a lot easier to keep it going than to start from the ground 
up. The problem in getting it started would not be finan- 
cial so much as philosophical. Walk-ons are not the 
answer fora program looking fora quick fix. You have to 
be willing to commit to developing players to help you 
down the road.” 

But knowing that players like Karl Mecklenburg and 
Frank Minnifield had to walk on and prove themselves 
makes coaches willing to think long-term on some of the 
players who present themselves for consideration. 

Mecklenburg, now starting with the Denver Broncos, 
transferred to the University of Minnesota from tiny 
Augustana College in 1980. He made 52 tackles for the 
Gophers in °81 and 75, tackles in "82, including 54 solo 
tackles and 11 tackles for losses. 

One thing coaches can count on from walk-ons, as they 
wait for them to grow and/or develop better skills, is a 
willingness to work — at any position. 

Ken Whisenhunt, for example, finished his career at 
Georgia Tech and went on to the Atlanta Falcons as a 
tight end. But he grabbed attention for the first time when 
he was called off the bench as a freshman walk-on in 1980 
to fill in for injured quarterback Mike Kelley, and he 
helped the team to a 3-3 tie against then No. I-ranked 
Notre Dame. 

He weighed 185 pounds at the time. Before he settled in 
at tight end for the Yellow Jackets, Whisenhunt played at 
wide receiver, running back, defensive back and line- 
backer. By his fifth year (after the NCAA had given himan 
extra year of eligibility because he played in only two 
games as a freshman in 1980, the only year freshmén could 
not redshirt) he was up to 237 pounds. 

Most players who are not recruited either enroll at the 
college of their choice and present themselves at the foot- 
ball field, or enroll at a nearby junior college and eventu- 
ally present themselves armed with JC stats and honors. 
Others, though, make their way to college fields after 
spending time in military service. 

When James Mosley walked on at Texas Tech, he was 
22 and had spent three years in the Air Force, where he not» 
only played military football in Europe but armed and 
disarmed nuclear bombs and rockets. 

Mel Long, who walked on at the University of Toledo 
and became an All-America defensive tackle, had won the 
Navy Cross as a Marine sergeant in Viet Nam. 

Walk-ons have only one common characteristic. They 
all want to play big-time football. They're all chasing after 
a dream. 

Mansfield, the defensive back who hiked to the Wiscon- 
sin camp, described his trip to local reporters this way: “As 
I approached the seminary that day, it reminded me of the 
movie, “The Wizard of Oz’. Remember how happy 
Dorothy and all the others were when they spotted the 
Land of Oz? Well, as I was walking along some cornfields 
west of Madison, I spotted the seminary sticking out inthe 
distance. After walking all that way, it was like a dream 
come true.”

nation has determined that the trick of winning a 

wishbone pull is judging how much you can bend 

your half of the bone without snapping it off. This 

simple theory, when transferred to the football 
field, has revolutionized college football. Testing the limits 
of flexibility in the wishbone has resulted in the arrival of 
the next great offense at a college stadium near you. 


It is called the flexbone in some playbooks, the ham- . 


bone or fishbone in others. The concept is simple: “We 
place the triple-option halfbacks in positions that they 
become immediate receivers,” said Arizona offensive 
coordinator Ben Griffith. “It’s something entirely impos- 
sible for the wishbone to do.” 

Which is pass, excite and come from behind. The idea to 
marry the wishbone of the 70s with the sprint-pass, “run- 
and-shoot” offense of the '80s has formed the marriage of 
the ‘90s: the flexbone. Georgia Southern has won two 
national titles with it. Air Force has played in five bowl 
games in the last six years with it. It is emerging as the 
offense that can do it all. 


THE OFFENSE OF THE ’90s

The:Darwinian theory of football is that defense will 
always be reactive. Offense evolves. Defense rushes to 
catch up. Some offenses take longer to decode than others, 
and become buzzwords for a generation of the sport. 

The first 70 years of this century saw the Notre Dame 
box, the single-wing, the T-formation and the pro-set 
become revolutionary, entrenched, traditional and, for all 
but the last, outmoded. Out of that primordial muck arose 
the wishbone, with which Texas, Alabama and Oklahoma 
took turns: dominating the nation through the 1970s, and 
in the Sooners’ case, to this date (Miami excluded). 

Oklahoma is the exception, the miniskirt of the ‘80s. If 
you have the body for it, you turn heads. The Sooners win 
with the wishbone because they pick from among the 
finest athletic talent high schools can offer. “With their 
personnel,” says cross-state rival Pat Jones, the coach at 
Oklahoma State, “Oklahoma can line up in anything. 
They're going to be good.” 

The wishbone became popular among football coaches, 
ever the fashion-conscious group, in the 70s. Then they 
Tan up against the limitations which never affected 
Oklahoma. 

It took the defensive minds a little longer with this 
riddle, but they solved it by putting eight and nine men on 
the line, in effect daring the wishbone quarterback to pass. 
But wishbone quarterbacks couldn't pass: a) with three 
running backs, there was never more than one receiver on 
the field at a time; and b) if a quarterback could throw, he 
never would have gone to a wishbone school in the first 
place. 

Only two wishbone quarterbacks had any success in the 
NFL, and both played for Alabama in the 1970s: Richard 
Todd and Jeff Rutledge. “Alabama, under coach (Bear) 
Bryant, had as good a throwing game as anybody we 
played,” says Texas coach David McWilliams, who 
coached the Longhorn defense at that time. From 1974 to 
1979, Alabama went 65-7 and won two national titles. 
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But comparing Bryant to other coaches never provided 
much insight. For the rest of the world, the inability to 
throw meant wishbone teams didn't dare fall behind. The 
offense’s engines took too long to fire. “It shortens the 
game,” Syracuse coach Dick MacPherson said. “If you 
don't make first downs, you keep the clock running.” Not 
an attractive feature when you're a touchdown low. As 
more teams realized the wishbone wasn't a magic potion, 
that it depended upon players just like any other scheme, 
the offense was relegated to the football boneyard. 

Oklahoma solved this problem by not falling behind 
—again, Miami excluded. 

Yet the basic concept of the offense, to force each 
defensive player to be responsible for a man instead of an 
area, to stretch out the defense and poke holes in it, 
remained sound. “Most people are going away from the 
pure wishbone and trying to improve their passing game, 
using wishbone principles,” says Oregon coach Rich 
Brooks. 

If only someone could figure out a way to merge the 
concepts of a wishbone with a passing offense. If only... 

There are two strains of the flexbone offense. Each 
invention had the same mother, though necessity seems 
less accurate than desperation. The first appeared at the 
Air Force Academy about a decade ago. Playing in the 
Western Athletic Conference, where points come as cheap 
as bubble gum, coach Ken Hatfield knew he had to throw 
the ball. His players, as at Army and Navy, were going to 
be a step slower, an inch shorter. His linemen would give 
away tonnage. 

So Hatfield installed the wishbone, with a twist. First, 
he understood that a "bone didn't have to be as big as the 
other team to be effective. “The flexbone does not require 
big, strong offensive linemen,” said Arkansas Athletic 
Director Frank Broyles. “The linemen on the side away 
from the ball only had to shield block. Ken’s philosophy 
was, with less material, finesse block rather than power

block the linemen away from the ball. Whoever thought 
you could run outside without blocking?” . 

Second, Hatfield moved his running backs out to the 
slot position. If they chose to call the triple option, the 
slotback went into motion and returned to the full-house 
backfield. If they chose to pass, the slotback stayed 
outside. 

Either way, the defense, already at a disadvantage 
because of the wishbone’s demand that players, not an 
area, receive coverage, couldn't get set. There was no 
telling where the offensive players would be. 

Air Force suddenly re-emerged at the top of the WAC. 
The Falcons went !0-2 in 1983, and Hatfield was named 
national coach of the year. It was then that Hatfield went 
home to Arkansas to work for Broyles, his coach on the 
undefeated 1964 Razorback team. Air Force hired Hat- 
field’s assistant, Fisher DeBerry, to take over. Now the 
offense is dubbed the fishbone. 

Well across the country, in the sleepy south Georgia 
town of Statesboro, Erk Russell had begun the attempt to 
put a football team together at Georgia Southern College. 
Russell, the defensive coordinator at Georgia ever since 
Vince Dooley arrived in 1964, left Athens in 1981 to start a 
team from scratch. 

In 1983, the first season the Eagles played a real sched- 
ule, they “discovered” the flexbone. “We were in the I and 
didn’t have a tailback,” said Arizona’s Griffith, then an 
offensive assistant at Georgia Southern. “We took our tail 
and made hima slot. We were running the option already. 
That gave us.a pretty good way to get to the wishbone, 
which employs the lead blocker and forces the defense to 
balance up. Of course, we had Tracy Ham.” 

Ham, a second-team all-county quarterback in high 
school, transformed into a Division I-AA All-America at 
Georgia Southern. His ability to run the option and throw 
the ball forced Griffith to come up with ways of throwing 
the ball. With backs already in the slot, Griffith looked to 


the run-and-shoot, the sprint-out passing offense used by 
Mouse Davis at Portland State in the late 70s and early 
"80s. 

“People can’t give you a nine-man front. They have to 
loosen up the secondary and think pass first,” Griffith said. 
“If they lined up with nine up front, we might not run the 
option for two quarters, We're going to make them play 
the pass first.” 

The results in Statesboro were incendiary. The offense, 
dubbed the hambone, proved unstoppable. In 1986, 
Ham’s senior season, Georgia Southern (13-2) averaged 
41.3 points and 501.8 yards of total offense per game. 
Running plays averaged 6.2 yards; passing attempts, 10.1 
yards. In the I-AA playoffs, the Eagles scored more than 
50 points per game, including a 48-21 championship romp 
over Arkansas State. Ham threw for 2,495 yards and ran 
for 1,709 more. 

“Now they recruit to that system,” says Griffith, who left 
after the 1984 season. “Last year, with a freshman quar- 
terback, Georgia Southern won nine games.” 


The heart of any offense is the quarterback. But the 
flexbone puts greater demands on him than any other 
scheme. Not only must he be able to read the defensive 
reaction as the triple option develops, the flexbone quar- 
terback must be able to throw the ball well enough to give 
the offense its flexibility. Otherwise, it’s just a wishbone. 
Inflexibility is what made the wishbone obsolete. It’s also 
what prevented the run-and-shoot from catching on, from 
exactly the opposite vantage point. 

“That offense is not a great running threat,” says Louisi- 
ana State coach Mike Archer, “You better have a fullback 
who's a streak, because nobody will be blocking for him.” 

Archer’s Tigers took apart South Carolina’s run-and- 
shoot last year in the Gator Bowl, 30-13. The dropback 
potential of junior Todd Ellis persuaded coach Joe Morri- 
son to ditch the offense this season for the conventional 
pro-set: Ellis’ talent makes him a special case. Elsewhere, 
however, the run-and-shoot ran into the same problems 
the wishbone suffered. 

“If you run it, and run it well, it’s very hard to stop,” says 
Brooks of Oregon. “Throwing in that offense is taking 
what the defense gives you. But you have to score a lot, 
because your defense is on the field a lot. You're not eating 
up the clock if you throw incompletions. You're going to 
throw interceptions, too.” 

The flexbone combines the ball-control aspects of the 
wishbone with the throwing possibilities of the run-and- 
shoot. Therefore, the quarterback is the hub. At Arizona, 
Griffith says, “We just try to get a guy who can run the 
option, but throw the hell out of the football. Wishbone 
teams recruit kids who can really run. If you're going to 
adapt the flexbone philosophy, you back off a little on the 
quarterback’s running ability, so you don't have to have a 
guy who is your best running back running the offense.” 


Those quarterbacks don’t come by the bushel. On the 
West Coast, high school quarterbacks throw. For that 
matter, so do colleges. The wishbone style never caught on 
in the Pacific-10 Conference. “Both Jim Owens at Wash- 
ington and Pepper Rodgers at UCLA tried to run the 
wishbone,” Brooks said. “Pepper ran it fairly successfully 
but he didn’t beat USC. People didn’t warm up to it. 
Maybe the fans here are more sophisticated from being 
used to watching the 49ers and the Rams, before John 
Robinson. That has influenced coaching. Most everybody 
throws it well out here.” 

In the South and Southwest, kids grow up learning the 
option and little else. “In our part of the world,” says 
Jones, who uses the pro-set at- Oklahoma State, “there 
hasn't been a lot of big, tall throwers. Joe Ferguson, 
Tommy Kramer; who was the last first-round draft

choice? They’re more prone to smaller, option-type 
quarterbacks,” 

“It takes three or four years to develop a great passing 
quarterback,” Broyles says with a chuckle, “and (Jamelle) 
Holieway comes in and wins a (1985) national champion- 
ship.” Holieway is different, as are the rest of the Sooners. 
The passer Holieway replaced, Troy Aikman, from Hen- 
ryetta, Okla., recovered from the broken ankle he suffered 
in 1985 and transferred to UCLA, where he may pick up 
the Heisman Trophy this fall. But the point remains that 
passing presents a problem for the flexboners in the 
Southwest. It’s what caused Hatfield to back away from 
his creation at Arkansas this fall. 

The Razorbacks began the 1987 season as national 
championship contenders. But in the first game of the 
season, quarterback Greg Thomas suffered injuries to his » 
sternum and shoulder which inhibited his throwing for the 
Test of the season. 

“By the time the defense lines up, it doesn’t know if you 
are going to run the option or throw, and it won't know 
until the snap,” Griffith says. “The opposition can’t play a 
conventional wishbone defense. They can, however, if 
you're not good enough to throw. If you can’t throw it, 
you're right back at the wishbone.” 

Arkansas, its passing having disappeared, lost 51-7 to 
eventual national champion Miami. Against Texas, the 
Razorbacks attempted only one pass after the first quar- 
ter, and lost to the underdog Longhorns 16-14 on the last 
play of the game. 

Hatfield finished the season 9-3, and pressure from the 
fans and from Broyles forced Hatfield to install some set 
passing plays in the offensive rotation. “There will bea lot 
more designed plays this year,” Broyles said. 

“There wasn't much flexibility to the flexbone in 1987,” 
Hatfield told the Dallas Morning News after last season. 
“It seemed like calcium hit it. I do like to throw the 
football. 1 always have.” 


That Arkansas will moderate its flexbone in 1988 is 
good ‘news to McWilliams, who became a believer in the 
Razorback flexbone the past several years. “Arkansas just 
gets your run support mixed up,” says McWilliams, whose 
own Longhorns use a more traditional multiple attack. 
“They have so many things they can do.” 

Down in Tucson, Arizona has the quarterback it likes in 
senior Bobby Watters, the transfer from Southern Meth- 
odist. Watters got hurt early in the year, leaving the Wild- 
cats with a freshman, Ronald Veal. With his experience, 
now they have two passers they like. “We didn’t have time 
to train him, so we went almost exclusively wishbone,” 
Griffith says. “We didn’t win, but we didn’t lose, either.” In 
fact, Arizona tied three times, the most by any major 
college team in the last quarter-century, and split its other 
eight games.

Griffith understands the pressure to win, and the pres- 
sure to entertain. “It’s tough to recruit an option quarter- 
back who can throw,” he says. “I think football is going to 
more wide-open, please-the-fans philosophy than getting 
back to grinding out three yards. You got to win and be 
spectacular.” 

But Griffith also understands how devastating the flex- 
bone can be whenall cylinders hit. “This offense is new 
enough that not everybody understands it. It’s new enough 
that I’m not sure I understand it. You can’t get too sophis- 
ticated. What you got to do is split up your practice time 
between your option and your passing game.” 

“It depends on the philosophy of the staff,” says Jones 
of Oklahoma State. “It all comes back to what do you 
really know? What were you brought up with through the 
years? Do you go out and hire an entire staff? It comes out 
to what you know, are comfortable with and what fits 
your personnel.” 

As the players who grew up in the wishbone of the 1970s 
invade the coaching ranks, the flexbone will spread to 
more schools. Colorado is going to the flex this season, 
and the staffs at Army and Navy visited Arizona last 
spring looking to stretch their bones to new angles. It’s 
proving more and more flexible every year. 
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There’s at least one obvious aspect of college football in 
the late '80s: It has a marvelous sense of continuity. 

In 1984, BYU finished the season ranked No. 1, 
although a lot of people thought Oklahoma deserved the 
rank prior to the bowl games. The Sooners’ Orange Bowl 
loss to Washington silenced the “Who's in first” debate. In 
°85, Oklahoma rebounded to go I I-] and beat Penn State 
in the Orange Bowl for the national title. A year later, it 
was Penn State reviving itself from that defeat to go 
unbeaten and nail Miami in the Fiesta Bowl for No. 1. 
And it was Miami’s turn in 1987, The Hurricanes over- 
came the bitter loss to Penn State, ended the regular 
season No. 2, then once again hammered their patsy, 
Oklahoma, in the Orange Bowl to win the title. 

To follow this logic, one might automatically tab 
OU as the heir to the throne in 1988. But wait. Miami's 
toughest foe in 87 wasn't Oklahoma — it was Florida 
State, a team Miami beat by one point in September. 
Given the decision by Seminoles’ coach Bobby Bow- 
den to play for a win instead ofa tie, he was as integral 
to Miami's national title as Jimmy Johnson or Steve 
Walsh. 

Florida State starts '88 as our No. | pick ina field of 
two. The Seminoles and Nebraska have a clear edge on 
the rest of the nation’s top teams and, if they can 
endure tough September schedules, it’s likely they'll 
meet in a rematch of January's Fiesta Bowl, a 
three-point Florida State win and the most exciting 
of all the bowl games. s 

If they don't, then °88 could duplicate 1981, when 
Clemson parlayed a good team and an easy schedule to 
finish No. 1. And if Clemson falters, it could be one of 
the wildest, most unpredictable seasons ever. Once one 
gets past the Seminoles and Cornhuskers, there are at least 
a dozen good teams with compelling reasons to look into 
the camera and shout, “We're number one!” 

That said, here’s our preseason Top 20 for 1988. 
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1. FLORIDA STATE SEMINOLES 
1987 Ranking: 2 AP; 2 UPI 


Bowden loses two great players in QB Danny McManus 
and LB Paul McGowan, but the nucleus remaining is 
superb. At least four players — RB Sammie Smith, DB 
Deion Sanders, OT Pat Tomberlin, NG Odell Haggins — 
are candidates for post-season awards, new QB Chip Fer- 
guson has thrown for more than 2,000 yards in his career 
as a sub/starter, and the depth is exceptional. Florida 
State's biggest problem is a brutal September schedule 
that includes Miami, Clemson and Michigan State. After 
that, only South Carolina, Florida and a bowl date stand 
in its way. 
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2. NEBRASKA 
CORNHUSKERS 

1987 Ranking: 6 AP; 6 UPI 
Picking Nebraska to win a national 
title is risky business since Tom 
Osborne has yet to find a way to 
close strong. His teams in Lincoln 
have lost one of their last two games 
(including bowls) in 13 of his 15 years, 
and those two exceptions featured 
regular season finales against Hawaii. 
Still, Nebraska’s a contender. QB Steve 
Taylor leads an offense with an experienced 
line and a fleet of backs and Broderick Tho- 
mas a defense that can be oppressive. Like 
FSU, the Cornhuskers have to overcome two 
tough early dates, against UCLA and Texas A&M. 


3. CLEMSON TIGERS 
1987 Ranking: 12 AP; 10 UPI 
The year Clemson won the title, it opened with Wof- 
ford and closed against a Nebraska team that was 
without its starting quarterback and lounged around 
the pool on game day. Clemson expects those type of 
breaks, of course. The Tigers, assuming they can 
breeze through a weak-looking ACC, only have to 
worry about Florida State and South Carolina. 
Breaks aside, Danny Ford’s ’88 team is very tal- 
ented, with RBs Terry Allenand Wesley McFad- 
den, QB Rodney Williams and CB Donnell 
Woolford. 


4. AUBURN TIGERS 
1987 Ranking: 7 AP; 7 UPI 
It'd be fitting to have Auburn tied with someone, 


ay wouldn't it? Anyway, Pat Dye’s program is so 


established that talent like Bo, Brent, Jeff and Aun- 
dray can come and go without much dropoff. The 
defense looks ferocious with Tracy Rocker and the sched- 
ule has a definite home-grown look: Eight of 11 games at 
home, and a date with Alabama in neutral Birmingham. 
It’s also a well-balanced schedule, with no tough streaks. 


5. NOTRE DAME FIGHTING IRISH 
1987 Ranking: 17 AP; Unranked UPI 

The Irish play seven bowl teams, but also play seven of 11 
games at home. Lou Holtz essentially has his own team 
now and it’s a much faster, better prepared unit than any 
Irish squad in this decade. Mark Green, Ricky Watters 
and Tony Rice give the offense some zip and Ned Bolcar 
leads a stingy, very large defense. If the Irish win and the 
teams ahead of them lose, the same bandwagon that car- 
ried Tim Brown to the Heisman could be back this year to 
carry Notre Dame to No. 1. 


6. UCLA BRUINS 


1987 Ranking: 9 AP; 11 UPI 

Things have progressed so far under Terry Donahue’s 
stewardship that last year’s 10-2 season was something ofa 
disappointment.

WR—Hart Lee Dykes, 6-4, 210, Sr., Oklahoma 
State 

Dykes, perhaps the best receiver to ever play in the Big 
Eight, set school single season records last year with 64 
catches and 1,050 yards and needs just 458 yards to break 
the Big Eight career record for receiving yards held by a 
rather notable performer — 1972 Heisman winner Johnny 
Rodgers of Nebraska. 

OT—Tony Mandarich, 6-7, 295, Sr., Michigan 
State 

Mandarich has the complete arsenal — smarts, quickness, 
overpowering strength (he benches 500) and great speed 
(4.7) for his size. The Spartans averaged 238.1 yards rush- 
ing in °87, with Mandarich usually showing the way. 
Coach George Perles, a Pittsburgh Steelers’ assistant dur- 
ing their glory years, calls Tony the best tackle he’s ever 
seen. 

OG—Steve Wisniewski, 6-4, 260, Sr., Penn 
State 

Wisniewski was only 5-10 and 175 pounds when he arrived 
at University Park, but Joe Paterno knew he had the 
breeding to be a good one — his brother Leo played for the 
Nittany Lions before moving on to the NFL (Lions and 
Colts). Wisniewski’s the first Penn State All-America 
lineman since Sean Farrell in 1981. 

C—Bob Latham, 6-5, 265, Sr., Oklahoma 

If not for an emergency situation, Latham might be a 
nominee on defense. He was a reserve defensive lineman in 
1985 when the Sooners suddenly found themselves down 
three linemen in their opener against Minnesota. Latham 
volunteered for line duty and has been an over-achieving 
starter ever since. He’s' played every spot on the line and 
Barry Switzer says he’s the best center he’s ever had. 
OG—Joe Wolf, 6-6, 284, Sr., Boston College 
Wolf might have beenan All-America last year if not fora 
season-ending broken ankle suffered against Penn State in 
September. He’s another in a long list of quality linemen 
from B.C., including pros Karl Swanke, Mark MacDon- 
ald and Gary Kowalski in the past decade. Wolf made life 
easier for Troy. Stradford two seasons ago; he should do 
the same for Jim Bell in 88. 

OT—Pat Tomberiin, 6-4, 305, Sr., Florida 
State 

Tomberlin, a four-year starter, was a big reason why the 
Seminoles finished second nationally in scoring (40.9) and 
third in total offense (487 yards/game) in 87. He was 
equally adept opening holes for Sammie Smith and Co. 
or pass-blocking for the quarterbacks, who were sacked 
only six times all season. 

TE—Marv Cook, 6-4, 243, Sr., lowa 

Can Cook do it all? In 86, he was one of the Hawkeyes’ top 
special teams players.-Last year, he moved into the TE 
spot and became one of the most dangerous players at his 
position, catching 49 passes for a dynamic 803 yards, 33 of

He caught a 
44-yard pass to set up Auburn’s only TD in the SEC 
championship game against Alabama, and he made two 
catches for 75 yards in the Tigers’ lone TD drive against 
Syracuse in the Sugar Bowl. He's averaged a touchdown 
every six catches in his three years at Auburn. Size, speed, 
great hands and tremendous leaping ability make Tillman 
the genuine article. 

QB—Troy Aikman, 6-3, 217, Sr., UCLA 

The mild-mannered Aikman transferred from Oklahoma 
to lead the Bruins to their third 10-win season ever. Second 
nationally in passing efficiency, he threw for 2,527 yards 
and 17 touchdowns with only eight interceptions. The 
NEL scouts rate him so high that he would have been a 
first-round pick if he had come out last year. Now, he may 
be the No. | pick overall. 


Bobby Humphrey, Alabama 
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RB—Bobby Humphrey, 6-1, 187, Sr., 
Alabama 

Humphrey led the Tide in rushing, receiving and kickoff 
returns last year, and he also completed a 57 yard pass 
against Penn State. Seventh in the nation in all-purpose 
yardage, Humphrey is in line to break all of Johnny 
Musso’s remaining school rushing and scoring records. 
There have been six 200-plus-yard rushing performan- 
ces in Alabama’s storied history; Humphrey has four 

of them. 

RB—Emmitt Smith, 5-10, 205, So., 
Florida 

Smith ran his way into the Heisman race as a 
freshman with 1,341 yards — the third best total 
in collegiate history for a freshman, behind 
Herschel Walker and Tony Dorsett.

NON-CONFERENCE TEAMS 


Il hail the Sunshine State! 

Certain regions of the country have come 
close before. Whoever won the TCU-Texas 
A&M game in 1938 and 1939 became national 
champion. Clemson and Georgia, separated by only 75 
miles across a state border, determined the eventual 
national title in their yearly clashes of 1980 and 1981. But 
for good old provincial predominance, it’s hard to beat 

what's going on in opposite ends of the state of Florida. 

For the first time since the Associated Press started 
ranking teams in 1936, two schools from the same state sat 
atop America. Miami and Florida State finished Nos. | 
and 2 in the country last year. “Says quite a bit about the 
brand of football down here, doesn‘ it?” said Seminoles’ 
coach Bobby Bowden proudly. 

Given what's left over this fall, the table is set for the 
same thing to happen again. And not necessarily in the 
same order. 

At Florida State, 32 of the first 44 players return froma 
team that went I1-1 and came within one batted conver- 
sion pass of winning the national championship. Some 
critical remodeling must be done. Gone is pudgy Danny 
McManus, who always looked more like a Tallahassee 
bartender than a scholarship player but became the 
school’s most productive quarterback in 15 years. Senior 
Chip Ferguson, his replacement, has already thrown for 
over 2,100 career yards in spot duty and is — ahem — a 
better athlete. 

At Miami, where the Hurricanes have lost one game in 
two years, the losses are a little more substantial with 13 
starters gone. But recruiting has been so strong the past 
three years, coach Jimmy Johnson has drained Greater 
Miami of its top talent and is replacing seniors with better 
players. Heaviest losses were in the secondary and at 
receiver. The last time Johnson had to restock those posi- 
tions, he found some underclassmen like Michael Irvin 
and the Blades brothers, Bennie and Brian. 

This year's game has already become the focal point of 
the season — if just for revenge. Last Oct. 3, Florida State 
failed to defend a 19-3 lead with 16 minutes left. After 
Miami took the lead, the Seminoles closed within one. But 
Ferguson's two-point conversion pass was batted away in 
the last minute and the Canes held on to a 26-25 win. 

“The °87 team didn’t have a lot of room for improve- 
ment,” says Bowden, “but it did leavea little. And if the 88 
team can improve as much as last year’s team did, maybe 
we can be back celebrating something greater.” 

The wait won't be long. The game, originally set for 
Nov. 29, has been moved up to Sept. 3 to accommodate 
national television. 

Florida State’s Bowden earned the respect of the nation 
long ago, but it’s been slow to come for Johnson. Until his 
Orange Bowl win over Oklahoma, he was calling himself 
“The Other Guy.” 

“Sometimes I feel like a pro wrestler,” said Johnson 
before the Orange Bowl. “I’m not talking about one of the 
stars, like the Sheik or Hulk Hogan. I'm talking about the 
guy who is always introduced as the Other Guy. He goes 
from town to town and nobody knows his record or much 
about him. 

“Last season, we went to the Fiesta Bowl and I read on 
my flight that (Penn State's) Joe Paterno is Sports Illus- 
trated’s ‘Sportsman of the Year.’ So when we get to play, I 
was treated like the Other Guy. 

“I was looking forward to playing in the Orange Bowl 
but didn't realize I'd be the Other Guy again (this time to 
the Sooners’ Barry Switzer).” 

The Other Guy finally won one, so maybe the respect 
will follow. 


ISITCOLUMBIA, OR COLOMBIA? 
The University of South Carolina cannot go through life 
without a small nuclear explosion in its athletic depart- 
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ment every few years. Last winter’s bang was multi- 
megaton, even by the Gamecocks’ high-capacity scandal 
meter. 

Plainly, it was the biggest college drug scandal going. 
First, wide receiver Ryan Bethea was charged with cocaine 
possession and distribution. It was later discovered he had 
faced grand larceny charges two years before and had 
reportedly offered to serve as a drug informant for county 
authorities. Police say he never came through on that 
pledge. 

Before the ruckus quieted, Rico Marshall, who the day 
before signed a scholarship with the Gamecocks, died 
from a cocaine overdose near his home in Cheverly, Md. 
Marshall, who had served as a youth counselor while in 
high school, swallowed six rocks of “crack” when he 
feared he would be arrested by police. He died four hours 
later. 

With no little indignation, Athletic Director Bob Mar- 
cum called the cases unrepresentative, isolated incidents, 
insisting that USC monitors its athletes with one of the 
strongest drug-testing programs in the country. No sooner 
had those words hit the street than several players replied 
they hadnt been tested with any regularity. An ensuing 
university inquiry found that testing was spotty at best and 
that when positive cases were discovered, the players were 
often not counseled or disciplined, as the university's pol- 
icy had mandated. 

Marcum was promptly fired, as was team physician 
Paul Akers, who managed the testing program.

© Legendary Frank McGuire was squeezed out of his 
job in 1980 after he brought the school its brightest bas- 
ketball moments. 

© Football coach Jim Carlen got involved in an 
extramarital affair with an athletic department secre- 
tary before he was fired in 1981. 

e Women’s basketball coach Pam Parsons sued 
Sports Illustrated for $75 million when the maga- 
zine alleged in 1981 she was a lesbian, only to lose 
the case after some shocking testimony by a 
surprise witness named Babs De Lay. 

e Basketball coach Bill Foster resigned in 
1986 at the same time that Gamecock players 
said they sold their complimentary tickets. 
The program is just finished serving NCAA 
probation over that one. : 

But this is far more serious. Football 
coach Joe Morrison has quickly become a 
local favorite in his four years with USC and 
last year’s 8-4 season substantiated that the program, at 
least on the field, is rooted in firm ground. University 
officials say proper steps have been taken to ensure future 
integrity. Drug scandals are nasty, though, and require 
special measures to eliminate the taint. Just ask Lefty 
Driesell. Morrison had better win this game first. 


THE COACH WHO CAME IN FROM 
THE COLD Despite their school’s first bowl 
appearance in seven years, Tulane fans were up in arms 
after last December's 24-12 Independence Bowl loss to 
Washington. The reason: Mack Brown, the Green Wave 
coach and athletic director, had bailed out after just three 
years with the school, taking his innovative offense — and 
five assistants — to a new job at the University of North 
Carolina. 

For the 36-year-old Brown, the move was a logical step 
up the coaching ladder. But long-suffering Tulane fans, 
who had seen Brown take the Green Wave from I-10 toa 
bowl game in his short tenure, felt betrayed. So Brown was 
booed lustily at the Independence Bowl, and denounced as 
a traitor. . 


Todd Ellis, South Carolina 


If there is a rallying point at Tulane now, it can be found 
in the vicinity of new Head Coach Greg Davis and return- 
ing quarterback Terrence Jones. Davis, Brown's old 
offensive coordinator, has retained the same multiple 
offense that made Jones a feared presence last season, 
when the 6-1, 207-pound quarterback threw for 2,551 
yards, 20 touchdowns and was No. 5 nationally in total 
offense.

leigh, crazed Pirate fans poured over an end zone fence, 
crushed a hedge and over-ran the field, halting the final 10 
seconds of the game. 

Police cleared the line of scrimmage for the final snap 
and then ran for their lives, But after the goal posts were 
bent to the ground, the authorities returned and arrested 
20 people. One cop was hurt. North Carolina State asked 
for a one-year moratorium on the series but then very 
quietly later informed East Carolina there wouldn't be any 
more trips to Raleigh in the foreseeable future. 

This is the second year the Pirates have made the wrong 
kind of headlines. Two seasons ago, an irate fan blind- 
sided a referee as he was leaving the field after a two-point 
loss to Southern Mississippi and put him in’a choke hold 
before the police intervened. Later, the Southern Inde- 
pendent Collegiate Officials group agreed ECU got a bad 
call but wouldn't reverse it. This sort of thing could give 
Sen. Jesse Helms a bad name. 


HOWARD, YOU CARD Ore of these 
days, Louisville is going to start winning football games. 
At least, that’s the mantra they've been muttering by the 
Ohio River these last three years. Howard Schnellen- 
berger, the hottest coach in America throughout the early 
80s, is exactly 8-24-1 in three autumns at Louisville, Which 
doesn’t exactly put him in the same class as Denny Crum. 

Last year, the Cardinals won just one more game (three) 
than they did in Schnellenberger’s first season. After three 
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years in Miami (1979-61), the same coach had taken a 
soggy program to 9-2 and then bounced it two years later 
into a national title. To look at Louisville right now is to 
see none of that. 

So what gives? Slow-term project, friends of the pro- 
gram say. Last year, the roster included 58 freshmen, 
redshirt or otherwise. The top 10 offensive linemen were 
all sophomores and freshmen. This, in turn, made life 
difficult for quarterback Jay Gruden, who may have the 
necessary talent but shouldn't be made to feel the next 
snap might be his last on earth. Now, they are all a year 
older. 

Gruden is upbeat. “People are probably going to say we 
didn’t get any better. But I honestly feel we did. You can’t 
expect freshmen and sophomores to perform every week 
and not make mistakes.

“Our goal next year,” said Schnellenberger as '87 closed, 
“will be at least to have a winning season and hopefully 
start talking about a bowl.”

| The fact is a matter of circumstance.Sammie 
, carries the ball at Florida State, a school with 
a very respected program and coach, but one 
that’s dwarfed in-state by Miami and Florida 
and around the South by the Southeastern 
Conference. 

Ellis has passed for beaucoup yardage at 
South Carolina, a tweener school stuck 
between ACC and SEC country. Both 
FSU and USC are independents and do 
not enjoy the sort of unified coverage of a 
. conference. Tallahasste and Columbia 
aren't big media cities, either. So they toil 

y ina bit of obscurity. 
Smith was hardly obscure coming into 

Florida State. The 6-2, 221-pound junior was 

one ofthe most sought after prep stars of 1984 
and played in the Seminoles’ first three games of 
1985 before suffering a season-ending injury. He 
was granted that year back ona medical hardship. 
The next season he ran for 611 yards, not including 
a 205-yard All-America Bowl effort, then blos- 
somed last year, running for 1,230 yards and seven 
touchdowns on just 172 tries, a startling 7.1 per carry 
average. If the Seminoles had emphasized the one- 
back rushing game — as Florida will with Emmitt 
Smith, or as UCLA did with Gaston Green — then 
Smith would have jumped to the front of the Heis- 
man race. 

With two seasons to go, he has time to make that 
kind of impact. He’s been compared to Herschel 
Walker; in this case, a late-blooming Walker. 

“He has great running ability,” said New England 
Patriots’ Director of Player Personnel Dick Stein- 
berg. “He isn’t a blazer, he’s more of a power runner, 
but that doesn't lower his stock, I think the key is that 
he’s run up some very good numbers in an offense 
that hasn't featured him. I think the pro scouts would 
like to see what he can do when he gets the ball 25 
times a game.” 

Ellis, a 6-3, 203-pound junior, doesn’t have that 
problem. He's averaged 33 pass attempts a game in 
two seasons, and attempted 41 or more four times 
last season. He’s already set Gamecocks game, 
single-season and career records in passing yardage 
(6,226) and total offense, and set an NCAA freshman 
record with 3,020 yards in 1986, He’s ona pace that 
would net him the NCAA all-time record now held 
by San Diego State’s Todd Santos. 

He's thrown 30 touchdown passes, but has also 
tossed 46 interceptions. Part of that can be fraced to 
the vast number of attempts and the risky run-and- 
shoot offense recently employed by South Carolina. 
This season, Gamecocks coach Joe Morrison has 
decided to switch to a more conventional pro offense 
to take advantage of Ellis’ height and arm. 

“He has a big strong arm and seems to throw the 
ball 50 times a game,” said Steinberg. “The run-and- 
shoot emphasizes a lot of short passes, but South 
Carolina has had some flyers. I want to see him go 
deep more often just to see how big and strong that 
arm is.” 

The chances of either Smith or Ellis making a 
strong run at the Heisman will depend on how well 
they do in national arenas. Smith has a date with 
Miami on national television Sept. 3, and a good 
outing there would help establish him. South Caro- 
lina isn't as fortunate, but Ellis’ stats should be com- 
parable, if not superior, to those of other Heisman 
quarterback candidates, like UCLA’s Troy Aikman 
and LSU’s Tom Hodson. 

If these two do develop, then circle Nov. Sas a key 
date. That's when the Gamecocks host the Semi- 
noles. And if you don't consider these two players 
linked by that game or their non-conference status, 
consider the fact that they were both born on May 
16, 1967.

BIG WEST CONFERENCE 


ew Pacific Coast Athletic Association Com- 
missioner Jim Haney wasted little time tack- 
ling the conference’s most serious problem — 
an acute identity cr 

With more PCAA teams reaching last season’s NCAA 
basketball tournament (three) than neighboring giant the 
Pac-10 sent (two), the PCAA is well known for its exper- 
tise on the hardwoods, Nonethe! hoops pay the bills at 
only two of 10 conference schools. Football must pay its 
own way at the others — a heavy burden in the shadow of 
the Pac-10. Recognition and exposure for the conference 
are Haney’s chief targets. 

His immediate background as head man of the 
Missouri Valley Conference, and, prior to that, 
ant commissioner of the Metro, means he’s 
ked this path before. 

As of July 2, the conference resolved half of its 
identity dilemma by coming up with a new 
name. Bay Area journalist Sam Skinner’s sug- 
gestion of “Big West,” in deference to the Big 
East, Was the entry chosen in a five-month sur- 
vey of conference employees, media and fans. 
“Quite frankly,” Haney said before the name 
change, “there are not a lot of choices. However, 
changing the name itself is not going to change 
the problem. Our name denotes teams on the 
Pacific Coast, yet where does that leave Nevada- 
Las Vegas, Utah State and New Mexico State? 
There is doubt as to who is in our conference. 
We are confused with the Pac-I0 by some peo- 
ple, with the WAC (Western Athletic Confer- 
ence) by others.” 

Haney was no stranger to the PCAA when his 
selection was announced on March 10 or when he 
settled behind his desk for the first time on April 18. He 
had watched the league from afar, first as an assistant and 
then head basketball coach at Oregon. “I have always been 
aware of its athletic and academic acceptance. This con- 
ference certainly has fallen under the shadow of the Pac-10 
and the Rose Bowl, and, asa result, football has struggled, 
even in this day with our television and basketball expo- 
sure. I've always seen the league in a different light than 
some others, one with a tremendous amount of potential 
and not devoid of good teams and good players. It’s just 
that the Pac-10 has always been such a focal point. We're 
scratching for our niche.” 

There are those who advocate dropping football en- 
tirely, becoming another Big East, if you will. When 
Haney took control of the Missouri Valley, football was 
already on its way out. Of eight schools in six states, only 
Tulsa, Illinois State, Southern Illinois and Indiana State 
retain the fall sport. The Metro encompasses seven schools 
in seven states, but all play independent football schedules. 

“When you deal with institutions that have sports 
beyond what you may offer, the topic of football always 
comes up, be it concern or joy,” says Haney. “Success or 
failure has a way of impacting other sports your confer- 
ence does have championships in.” 

Next July, the conference will celebrate its 20th anniver- 
sary. Yet as late as three years ago, the PCAA was as 
unknown in the television market as the Home Shopping 
Network. Last football season the PCAA received a com- 
bined 40 regional/ national exposures. ESPN came to the 
rescue with Thursday night football, but left the confer- 
ence with a Listerine complex — loving the result but 
hating the aftertaste. 

“When ABC went with Monday Night Football, it had 
to make it a glamour event to gain acceptance,” says 
Haney. “Some of our games being on Thursdays hurt 
traditional football Saturdays. The television exposure 
was nice, but we suffered in getting people out to watch 
those games in person.” 

Haney is calling for innovation in creating a good 
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atmosphere for those faithful followers of Big West foot- 
ball as well as trying to influence newcomers into the 
stands. “What it comes down to is educating people with 
acceptable knowledge about our schools, coaches and 
players. We have to take the initiative and not wait for 
others to come to us. We struggle for attendance. We have 
quality teams, but partially filled stands: It’s time to 
address that with a broad base of support. It will be 
difficult to make that happen ina week, a month ora year, 
but we're going to start the process.” 

The league’s tieup with the Mid-American Conference 
in the California Bowl has been a shot of adrenaline. After 
having been dispatched by an average margin of more 
than 30 points in three straight games, the MAC resur- 
rected respectability with Eastern Michigan’s 30-27 upset 
of San Jose State in Cal Bow! VII last December. 

“For us to consider another alternative is not an issue,” 
says Haney of reports the MAC’s contract was in jeop- 
ardy. What is an area of immediate concern is title spon- 
sorship to increase payoffs to participating teams, Last 
year the payout was $170,000 per team, compared with 
$500,000 at the Independence, Aloha and Blue- 

bonnet Bowls. The Pac-10 shadow grows even 

larger, considering it divvied up $6 million for 

USC’s Rose Bowl appearance. To date, the 

sponsoring Greater San Joaquin Valley Sports 
Assn. has made no overtures toward signing the 
dancing California Raisins to a long-term personal 
services and promotion contract. 

Outside of football, the Big West has few 
sports that can’t realistically challenge for a na- 
tional championship. At one point this spring, three teams 
ranked in the Top 20 in baseball, six in softball. “If you 
look at the breadth of college athletics today and judge 
each sport on equal weight, the Big West is on top,” Haney 
continues. “Unfortunately, the sport of football is the 

cornerstone of a lot of people’s opinion. With some of the 
problems, we're a victim. 

“I'm positive about the league and I’m positive about 

football. It’s so easy to get overwhelmed by circumstan- 

ces. We need to accentuate and maximize the good 
things because there’s no sense in looking backward. 

We can't expect others to feel good about us, if we 

don't feel good about ourselves. Everything in life is 

related to people’s perspective. With wisdom and 
understanding, we'll accomplish our goals.” 


THE REAL HOGS Tre Washington 
Redskins’ offensive line gained notoriety as the 
“Hogs” while blocking for John Riggins several sea- 
sons back. However, they were more than a decade 

late in coining the term. Credit must go to Cal State 

Fullerton offensive line coach Larry Manfull, who 

became known as “The Hogmaster” while head 
coach at Hollister High School in central Califor-, 
nia in 1969.

once more. He rammed the side of the truck, quivered and 
fell dead. 

“The boar was truly dead this time, but I started to think 
about what he was made of. I pulled the hog by the tusks 
away from the dent he had put in the rear fender. I saw that 
my first shot had grazed his back. My second shot was in 
his right shoulder and the third was directly in the middle 
of his chest. I am sure he was virtually dead when he got up 
and charged the truck. 

“That boar was the ultimate in all the things I think a 
football player should be on the field. He was the toughest 
animal or person I had ever seen. He never quit, even after 
he was hurt or, in my opinion, even dead. He had the killer 
instinct, he was strong and aggressive and he had character 
and pride. My linemen are charged with the responsibility 
to uphold the reputation of the ‘Hogs’ that played in 1969 
and since then.”

LIKE FATHER LIKE ... Just over 25 
years ago, Johnny Johnson established San Jose State's 
career rushing record with 1,700 yards in three seasons. He 
was a quick, slashing runner in the mold of the typical 
halfback of the 1960's. His record stood for nearly 15 
seasons. 

This season, the Spartans will spring Johnny Johnson, 
Jr., loose upon Big West defenses. A Proposition 48 cas- 
ualty in 1986, Johnny was too good an athlete to play 
backup to running backs Kenny Jackson and James 
Saxon last season, so Claude Gilbert used him at wide 
receiver, where the 6-3, 21 1-pounder latched onto 31 balls 
for 482 yards (15.5 average) and five touchdowns. 

Cal State Long Beach got a taste of Johnson's running 
ability when Gilbert inserted him at tailback in the season 
finale. Result: 59 yards on eight carries and one TD. He 
might not have a shot at Gerald Willhite’s school record 
(2,403 yards), but he'll give his dad a run forthe household 


standard. 


TONY THUNDERFOOT Tony Rhynes 
wants to be the first punter in NCAA history to average 50 
yards over the course of a season. The Nevada-Las Vegas 
junior has made coach Wayne Nunnely a semi-believer. 
Arizona State coaches may never be convinced. The Sun 
Devils signed Rhynes out of Las Vegas’ Eldorado High, 
but Tony was overweight, out of shape and possessed a 
seemingly terminal case of the “shanks.” He left the ASU 
program without ever competing and went home. 

“He transferred from Arizona State when he realized he 
wasn't going to play there,” says UNLV kicking coach 
Brad Hoffman. “He came here and some of our coaches 
said then that he wasn't good enough to play here. He had 
a strong leg, but was not a very good punter, and [ even 
agreed. He has lost 35 pounds, runs daily, and has totally 
changed his form. Tony Rhynes is a new man.” 

Last season he ranked No. 8 nationally witha 43.7-yard 
average for 56 kicks. He had three boots over 60 yards and 
16 over 50. He out-kicked the opposing punter in 10 of 12 
games, earning All-PCAA first-team honors and honora- 
ble mention All-America. He begins 1988 as the second- 
highest-ranked returning kicker, behind Texas Christian 
senior Chris Becker (44.0). 

“I kind of wanted to stay at Arizona State, but I've 
become a better punter here than I would have if I stayed 
there,” he says of his decision.

lot of conferences talk about parity, but the 
Mid-American Conference lives with it. The 
MAC can't ride the success of a single team to 
major-conference status, because so many of its 

teams are competitive from year to year. 

In fact, the MAC has not had a repeat champion since 
1979-80, when Central Michigan became the first team to 
accomplish the feat since Miami had a run of three straight 
titles in 1973-74-75. Moreover, in the last seven seasons, 
the defending champion has finished as high as second 
only once. That was this past season when Miami's Red- 
skins shared the runner-up spot with Kent State and 
Bowling Green. 

Despite the closeness of the races, the MAC has had an 
outright champion for 20 consecutive years. The last time 
there were co-champions was in 1967 when Toledo and 
Ohio University tied. Yet in the last eight years, only 
Bowling Green and Toledo have each won the conference 
crown twice. Bowling Green won in 1982 and again in 
1985, while Toledo took the big prize in 1981 and 1984. 

At the 1987 preview meeting, no less than seven teams 
received first place votes from media representatives who 
cover the league. “There'll be at least seven teams that can 
win it this year, too,” points out Allan Chamberlin, Mid- 
American assistant commissioner. 

“It will be an interesting race,” promises Central Michi- 
gan coach Herb Deromedi. “We have had some great 
teams in the Mid-American Conference in the past. That’s 
not the case now, but we have more good teams.” 

The conference’s competitiveness suits defending cham- 
pion Eastern Michigan coach Jim Harkema. “My whole 
contention is that I want us and the conference to close the 
gap on the Big Ten. 

“People around here say we're from the Mid-American 
and can't compete. But San Jose is from the PCAA (now 
the Big West) and they went 4-3 against Pac-10 teams. 
There’s no reason why we can't do the’same thing.” 

Even with parity? “I like the parity,” said Harkema, 
“most of the time, anyway. It'd be great if we had four easy 
wins each season, but the competition is good for all of us. 

“We recruit the same areas, so we all get the same kind 
of football players, The winner depends usually on which 
group of kids come together better. Usually, it helps to 
have a quarterback to build around. The league champ 
has had the first-team quarterback the last five years. 

“I think we're getting closer [to the Big Ten]. Miami beat 
LSU two years ago and Kent State beat Kansas. We 
consider the win over San Jose to be a big win. It comes 
down to us winning some of those [Big Ten] games so we'll 
get the recognition.” 


ROAD WARRIORS Nowhere is the 
league’s parity more evident than at Eastern Michigan, 
last year’s champ but a chump not too long ago. Four 
years ago, conference officials were considering bumping 
the Hurons out of the league for not being competitive. 
Coach Jim Harkema, who led Grand Valley (68-29-1), a 
NCAA Division II school in Michigan, to three Great 
Lakes championships, took over a program in 1983 that 
had managed just two victories in its previous 31 games 
and just seven in the previous five years. 

Eastern won its first game under Harkema in 1983, but 
the’Hurons didn’t win again until late 1984. Each year, 
however, the program progressed. Eastern won one game 
in 1983, two in 1984, four in 1985, six in 1986. 

Eastern Michigan was considered a contender in 1987, 
but the Hurons faced five conference road games. And in 
1986, the road was not a friendly place for MAC teams. 
Conference teams were 36-11 overall in home games in 
1986 and 10-41 on the road. In 36 league games, the home 
team won 30 games and lost just six. 

Harkema wasn‘t about to let his team use the road as an 
excuse. Dubbed “the Road Warriors,” the Hurons re- 
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sponded by winning the MAC with a 7-1 record (9-2 
overall) and then surprising favored San Jose State in the 
California Bowl. 

Repeating won't be easy for Eastern Michigan. The 
Hurons have some big holes to fill. Gone is tailback Gary 
Patton, who rushed for 3,367 yards in his career, the 
sixth-best effort in MAC annals. But Patton will be easier 
to replace than quarterback Ron Adams. Adams was the 
league’s passing efficiency leader and was fourth in total 
offense. 

Harkema feels he has capable replacements in the 
wings, but the crucial challenge for the Hurons will come 
in Adams’ successor attempting to gain experience on the 
firing line. Tom Sullivan attempted just four passes in the 
four games he played and Ron Banaitis threw just one. 

One positive note is that Eastern will have only three 
league road games this season and five at home. 


A CENTURY-OLD CRADLE Miami 
celebrates its 100th year of football this season. The first 
game the Redskins played was against the University of 
Cincinnati in 1888. It ended in a scoreless tie and Miami’s 
first president got so involved he played in the game during 
the second half. 

The official celebration day will be Sept. 24, when the 
University of Cincinnati plays at Miami’s Yager Sta- 
dium. All the former Miami players who ever played in a 
Miami-UC game will be invited back for the celebration, 
“We're going to try to recreate a lot of things and make a 
big thing out of this,” points out Miami sports information 
director Dave Young. He doubts the current school presi- 
dent will play in the game, however. 

Miami could have a big party just inviting back the 
coaches who make up the legendary “Cradle” at Miami- 
Ohio. More name coaches have come out of the Redskins’ 
program than any other in football. 

The Cradle refers specifically to those former Miami- 
Ohio coaches who went on to greatness, but one can also 
include the coaches who performed elsewhere after grad- 
uating from Miami-Ohio, or those who went on to good 
careers after being assistants for Cradle coaches. 

The official Cradle includes (with years at Miami): Sid 
Gillman (1944-47), who is still active in the NFL; George 
Blackburn (1948), who went on to Illinois; Woody Hayes 
(1949-50), the late, great Ohio State coach; Ara Parse- 
ghian (1951-55), the 47 grad who went on to Notre Dame 
fame; John Pont (1956-62), the ’51 grad who coached at 
Indiana, Northwestern and Yale; Bo Schembechler (1963- 
68), also a 51 grad who has made history at Michigan and 
whose staff included USC’s Larry Smith and Army’s Jim 
Young before they moved on; ’57 grad Bill Mallory (1969- 
73), who has found success at Indiana, and Dick Crum 
(1974-77), who is back at Kent State after reviving the 
North Carolina program. 

Even before the Cradle evolved, greats like Red Blaik 
(class of 17), Paul Brown (’30) and Weeb Ewbank ('27) 
earned football letters at Miami. Other Miami grads who 
went on to success include John McVay (’53), now general 
manager of the NFL’s 49ers; Bill Arnsparger (’50), the 
former LSU coach; Paul Dietzel (’46); Yale coach Carm 
Cozza (52) and Ball State coach Paul Schudel (66). 


RERUN tt was a feast-or-famine kind of season 
for Bowling Green tailback Mike McGee during 1987. 

Among his highlights, McGee set and reset the record 
for the Falcons’ longest run from scrimmage. In the third 
game of the year, McGee went 89 yards against Ball State 
to erase the old record of 85 yards that had been estab- 
lished in 1984. In the final game of the year, McGee 
sprinted 93 yards to shatter his own standard. 

However, those two runs were good for 182 of the 302 
scrimmage yards McGee gained during the entire season. 
Coach Moe Ankney is welcoming McGee’s explosiveness

and long-distance scoring potential back, but hopes his 
tailback can learn to hang onto the football a lot better. A 
tendency to fumble kept McGee out of the No. | spot 
during the 1987 campaign.

Hood, Stevenson and Donnie 
Riley (8.4 average carry) give coach Herb Deromedi a 
three-pronged ground attack.

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IVY LEAGUE 


f you don’t count the Cornell Big Red, there are no 
red shirts in the Ivy League. 
Other terms common to big-time college football 
— letter of intent, spring practice, bowl game, scholar- 
ships — also don’t come into play in this league, which is 
more likely to send players toan MBA than the NFL. 

The Ivy League may not fall under the “big-time” classi- 
fication, but don't get the idea that the league doesn’t take 
its football seriously. It’s just an entirely different per- 
spective, 

The perspective is that football is a game. Ivy League 
football players compete for the love of the game. None of 
the players feel that they ‘have’ to play. And there are no 
athletic scholarships to keep them on the field if they are 
unhappy. 

It also is not uncommon fora player to take a year off. 
Not to redshirt, but to hit the books. 

Where else in the world of college athletics would a team 
have to replace a cornerback because he was spending 
some time studying in the Soviet Union? That was the 
predicament that Harvard coach Joe Restic faced last fall 
when he learned that defensive back Richard Butcher 
would be a bit late in getting back from Russia. “Only at 
Harvard,” was Restic’s comment. 

The perspective also comes into play in Ivy League 
recruiting. When a coach goes after a prospect, he knows 
that, save fora few plays ina Saturday morning freshman 
game, he won't see much of that boy again until his 
sophomore year. Like in the old days of college football, 
freshmen don't play varsity in the Ivy League. 

One area where the league has made tremendous strides 
over the past few years, though, has been in weight train- 
ing. As Penn swept its way to five consecutive Ivy League 
titles with bigger, stronger players than the rest of the 
league, coaches around the league realized that if their 
players didn't get in the weightroom, they could continue 
to take their lumps from the Quakers, 

The late Ron Rogerson, Princeton's former coach, 
learned his lesson as a rookie coach in the fall of 1985. As 
the Tigers took the field for the second half of a 17-0 loss to 
Brown, Rogerson took notice of the size of the Bruin 
players. He was amazed. 

“That was (Rogerson’s) first year in the league,” says 
Head Coach Steve Tosches, a former assistant under Rog- 
erson, “and he didn’t know what to expect. But, that day 
we swore that in years to come, we would never allow one 
of our football teams to lose a game because it was physi- 
cally inferior.” 

While players at Division I-A schools are required to lift 
both in and out of season, Ivy League players basically do 
it on their own. Technically, coaches are not even allowed 
to check up on them in the off-season because spring 
practice is a no-no within the league. But they can tell who 
has been doing his work. 

While Jerry Berndt, the man responsible for the turna- 
round at Penn, has moved on, the Quakers remain the 
league’s most innovative team when it comes to weight 
training. A lot of that credit goes to strength coach Charlie 
Packman. 

As unconventional as it sounds, Packman trains Penn 
athletes without the use of free-weights. He admits that 
not all of the Quaker football players have bought his 
belief in Nautilus equipment and manual-resistance exer- 
cises, but estimates that about 70 percent have. 

“The purpose of our program,” Packman says, “is to 
work as hard as you can, not as long as you can. College 
athletes have other things to do. We don't think it’s neces- 
sary to have them hanging around the weightroom for two 
or three hours a day.” 

Packman’s “gauntlet,” as he calls it, has players working 
in pairs, each working for 30 minutes and assisting their 
partner through 30 minutes of exercises. When done right, 
the athlete is out of the weightroom in an hour. 
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“The reason it only lasts 30 minutes is because it is 
physically impossible for the athlete to continue after that. 
If he’s worked as hard as he can, he will have nothing left,” 
Packman says. 

Now that the Ivy League title rests at Harvard, Pack- 
man’s gauntlet is certain to come under some scrutiny. 
Harvard, a team of devoted free-weight lifters, walked 
away with the title last year by physically dominating the 
opposition in the trenches, The Crimson doesn't employ a 
full-time strength coach. The players usually work out a 
program with their positional coach based on their needs. 
But, it seems to be universally understood among players 
that lifting is now part of the game. : 

“I think with my class you're looking at the people who 
grew up with weights,” says Harvard's All-Ivy center Tony 
Consigli. “We all know what's expected of us.” 

Over at Dartmouth, second-year coach Buddy Teevens 
is attempting to rebuild a program that has fallen upon 
some tough times. Last summer he put his staff of assist- 
ants to work as carpenters and painters, building a new 
weightroom. Now the Big Green will try to bulk up in an 
effort to lift itself in the standings. 

Nobody understands the perspective better than the 
members of the Columbia football team. While the Lions’ 
varsity failed to win a game last fall, the freshman team 
rolled to an undefeated season. And by the looks of the 
Lions’ muscle-bound sophomore class, Columbia is 
headed in the right direction. 


TAKING THE BAD WITH THE 
BAD Noonecould blame John Chirico, a former 
Columbia fullback, for wanting to play for the New 
York Jets replacement squad last fall. After suffer- 
ing through a 0-29 career at Columbia, he had to 
be hungry to pick up a win. 

Well, Chirico picked up a win while with the 
Jets. That's the good news. Like nearly all of the 
scabs, Chirico was released when the regulars 
crossed the picket line. At least he had a 
Columbia education to fall back on. Chirico 
resumed his job as a broker on Wall Street, 
only to be greeted by the big October goose 
egg. 


SPANNING THE GLOBE 
It's doubtful that any football team in 
the country has the international flavor 
of the Dartmouth Big Green. 

This year’s Dartmouth squad has a 
junior linebacker, Patrick Nutor, from 
Ghana, and a senior defensive lineman, 
Toby O’Connor, from Great Britain. 

O'Connor lists at 6-5 and 215, so it’s not difficult to see 
how he discovered the American game. Nutor, who is 
fairly large himself at 6-2 and 197, claims to have seen 
some football on television while in Ghana, thus spurring 
his curiosity. Between the two, they had competed in 
rugby, soccer, cricket, field hockey and volleyball before 
their arrival at Dartmouth. 

Incidentally, the Big Green also has a Lichtenstein on its 
roster. That’s junior kicker Jason Lichtenstein from 
Trumbull, Conn. 


PAPER BRUIN Last season, Mike Stanton, 
a sportswriter for the Providence Journal, stole a chapter 
from George Plimpton when he decided to try his hand at 
participatory journalism by going through two-a-day 
workouts with Brown during the preseason. 

The 5-11, 180-pound Stanton listed himself as a running 
back and went about his workouts as if he were a sopho- 
more vying for playing time.

Yohe will 
certainly head into the year as the favorite to walk away 


with those awards. 


ONE DOWN TWO TO GO Princeton 
made a semi-run at the Ivy League title a year ago with a 
team that resembled one of the old family acts out of a 
circus. The Garrett brothers, John, Jason and Judd, car- 
ried the bulk of the Tigers’ offensive load. 

This year, Jason, a senior, returns as Princeton’s start- 
ing quarterback while Judd, a junior, is an all-purpose 
back with exceptional speed and durability. It’s not diffi- 
cult to tell that the brothers spent a great deal of time

play, Jason nearly always looks for Judd. John has 
graduated. 


ANOTHER GORDIE? Cornell has a legit- 
imate two-way player in junior Mitch Lee. A running back 
and linebacker in high school, Lee turned down a full ride 
to Syracuse to join the Big Red and led Cornell's freshman 
team in scoring with three touchdowns that year —allasa 
linebacker. 

Last year, he played as a backup at middle linebacker 
and at fullback, Against Dartmouth, Lee scored his first 
career touchdown and made 10 tackles. 


AN END TO THE DOG DAYS AT 
DARTMOUTH when Buddy Teevens came in 


to take over the head coaching position at Dartmouth, he 
immediately made a few changes. First, he did away with 
the Big Green’s annual helmet ritual which glorified the 
addition of the big “D” to the white helmet. Last s¢ason, 
the Big Green went to a more everyday look with “Dart- 
mouth” scribed across the helmet’s side rather than the old 
“D” on the helmet’s front. 

Another change made by Teevens was the banishment 
of Clint the Dog, a longtime mascot of the Big Green’s 
football squad, to the sidelines.

NCAA's Division I-AA shouldn't have 
any problem identifying its finest football 
team each year. But last year, it didn't work 
so well. Or maybe it worked too well. The 1987 season 
produced a national champion and a team that was unde- 
feated and untied. Problem was, they weren't the same 
outfit. 

Like their big brothers in Division I-A often do, I-AA 
schools ended with more than one team claiming first. 
Holy Cross occupied the top spot in the final rankings with 
a perfect 11-0 record, but skipped the playoffs because of a 
conference rule. 

Northeast Louisiana, meantime, claimed the national 
playoffs championship with a 43-42 victory over Marshall, 
capping a 13-2 campaign. “There were a lot of teams down 
here,” said an official at one Southern school, “who were 
itching to play Holy Cross. | know there were a lot out 
West who would have liked a shot, too.” 

But questions over who was best didn't end with the two 
No; I’s. Indeed, the questions didn’t even start with them. 

Howard University, at 9-1, was denied an at-large berth 
bya four-man selection committee. The same four vote in 
the weekly I-AA poll that had Holy Cross first at the end 
of the year. So the I-AA playoffs got off to a jerking start 
when the Bison sought an injunction to halt the 16-team 
affair. The injunction was denied. A suit against the 
NCAA was still pending this spring. 

Howard pointed out that the selectors had tied the 
Bison for 20th in the next-to-last poll with North Texas 
State. On the final weekend, North Texas beat a I-AA 
team with a losing record and Howard upset 14th-ranked 
Delaware. But North Texas jumped ahead of Howard in 
the final rankings and, at 7-4, got a playoff bid. The 
NCAA responded that the Bison’s overall schedule wasn't 
strong enough. It included one NAIA opponent and four 
from the Division II ranks. 

Howard’s schedule has been upgraded to include just a 
pair of Division II teams for 1988. But the Holy Cross 
Crusaders won't change their non-postseason. The Colon- 
ial League doesn’t allow its members to enter a playoff 
system school presidents say lasts too long. Last year’s 
controversy may be repeated. “A lot of people have tried 
to make an issue of it,” says Holy Cross quarterback Jeff 
Wiley, “but we haven’ let it bother us. Personally, I think 
it's good to be in a league and be able to shoot for a 
championship. We used to be an Independent, so that’s a 
good goal to have going in.” 

“It’s a commandment, so we don’t worry about it,” says 
coach Mark Duffner, 21-1 entering his third season. “The 
idea of the playoffs is good, but it just makes the season a 
little too long. Heck, 11 games is long. You add four more, 
and you get too much conflict with exams. 

“The difference between a playoff and a bowl game is 
that with a bowl game, you get time off to heal up, prepare, 
and there’s no real imposition on recruiting. If our playoff 
[in I-AA] were more of a one-game type situation, our 
administration would be more interested, I’m sure. But 15 
consecutive weeks is tough — the pros do that. These are 
college students.” So last year, with I-AA’s most publi- 
cized player leading the way, the Crusaders polished off a 
perfect season with a No. | rankirig, then let 16 other teams 
fight it out for the national championship. 

Did staying home adversely affect the Heisman Trophy 
chances of Gordie Lockbaum, Holy Cross’s one-platoon 
miracle worker? “I don’t think so,” says Crusader spokes- 
man Jeff Nelson. “Going in, we knew it was going to be 
difficult for him to win it. We were hoping he’d finish 
third, which he did.” 

“Really,” says Wiley, who may pick up a few Heisman 
ballots himself this year, “by the time the playoffs come 
around most people have decided who they're voting for. I 
think it has little to do with the playoffs.” 


His coach disagrees, “With 
A four more games, obviously 
wit could enhance your op- 
portunities,” Duffner says. 
“You get more exposure, 
there’s more statistical 
opportunity.” 

“It’s out of our hands,” 
Wiley says. “There’s no 
reason to wish for 
something that’s 
not there, so we 
dont worry 
about it.

He completed 265 of 
400 passes for a .662 percentage, a I-AA 
season record. There is much work to be 
done: Lockbaum is one (or is he 
two?) of 11 starters who must be 
replaced. But the Crusaders 
may be the best team that 
never gets a chance to 
prove they're No. | in 
~ the playoffs. Or never 


x, has to prove it, depend- 
P - ing on your point of 
view. 


2. Appalachian 
State (11-3): Mountaineer 
special teams get booed —when they don't 
block kicks. That’s because they block so many 
(29 in the last three years) that folks have come to 

expect it. Opponents have asked for advice in how to do 
it. Appalachian blocked two against Marshall during a 
regular-season win, shared information with the rival, and 
then lost to Marshall in the I-AA semifinals last season. 
Against Western Carolina, the Mountaineers blocked 
kick¢ on Carolina’s first three possessions, recovered a 
fumble on the fourth, and were up 18-0 with virtually no 
offense. Offense has been a problem. There wasn’t a 
touchdown pass until the eighth game of ’87. And this is 
not a come-from-behind team. But despite losing four 
all-conference players, Appalachian has nine offensive 
starters back and a defense that shut out defending 
national champion Georgia Southern 19-0 in the LAA 
quarterfinals last year. 

3. Idaho (9-3): The best I-AA quarterback may be 
Holy Cross’ Wiley. Then again, John Friesz may have a 
thing or two (or 3,677) to say about that. Friesz threw for 
3,677 yards last year, a Big Sky Conference record and the 
sixth-highest total in I-AA history. He was the league's

MVP and a second-team All-America. Friesz is one of 17 
starters back for the Vandals. The lineup includes offen- 
sive tackle Greg Hale (6-3, 280 pounds), guard Todd Neu 
(6-1, 263) and defensive tackle Kord Smith. Smith’s 11 
quarterback sacks last year helped the Vandals to their 
third straight trip, and fourth in the last seven years, to the 
playoffs. 

4. Marshall (10-5): When opponents see the Doctor 
coming, sometimes they have to see the doctor later. Tight 
end Sean Doctor, a first-team All-America, leads the list 
of returnees for the team that lost last year’s national 
championship by a point. Those returnees include eight 
offensive starters and six on defense. Doctor’s 1987 stats 
read 96 catches for 1,372 yards. He’s a punishing runner 
after he catches the ball. Running back Ron Darby (313 
carries, 1,506 yards, 16 touchdowns) is also a key. But the 
Thundering Herd must replace quarterback Tony Peter- 
son, who threw for 4,902 yards and 35 touchdowns. John 
Gregory, a 25-year-old who two years ago started Mar- 
shall’s first four games then went down witha knee injury, 
will step in if he recovers from broken bones suffered in a 
spring motorcycle accident. 

5. Northern lowa (10-4): The Panthers’ biggest loss 
wasn't a player. Coach Darrell Mudra, who made eight 
stops in a 26-year coaching career, decided to retire this 
spring, and by midsummer a replacement hadn't been 
named. There are enough returning players, though, to 
warrant this high rank. Thirty-six of 51 lettermen come 
back from last year’s team, which lost in overtime to the 
eventual national champions in the semifinals. WR Wes 
Anderson (71 catches, 791 yards, five TDs) leads the 
returnees. 

6. Georgia Southern (9-4): The Eagles run 75 per- 
cent of their plays on the ground, picking up 70 percent of 
their yardage that way. It works forcoach Erk Russell. He 
is 56-19-1, owns national titles from 1985 and °86 and 
made it to last year’s quarterfinals. Senior center Dennis 
Franklin and sophomores Raymond Gross, the quarter- 

back, and Joe Ross, a running back, and six other return- 
ing offensive starters should lead Georgia Southern back 
to the playoffs again. The defense, however, faces a 
rebuilding job. 

7. Northeast Louisiana (13-2): Here's a team that 
last year won a game by going 86 yards in the last 14 
seconds with no time outs left. These latter-day Kardiac 
Kids beat Eastern Kentucky 33-32 on a 48-yard field goal 
with 18 seconds left in the quarterfinals. They beat North- 
ern lowa 44-41 in overtime in the semis. They beat Mar- 
shall 43-42 in the championship game. A lot of good 
players are gone from that team — the quarterback, the 
kicker, a couple of tackles and wide receivers — but coach

Pat Collins (52-29) has some good ones back, too. There’s 
a big-play tight end in Jackie Harris, who averages 19.2 
yards a catch, and a strong fullback in Tommy Minvielle. 

8. Northern Arizona (7-4): Idaho's Friesz may 
battle Wiley of Holy Cross for national honors. Then 
again, the Lumberjacks’ Greg Wyatt could battle Friesz 
for kudos in the Big Sky Conference. Wyatt is the first 
passer ever to complete 500 or more passes in his freshman 
and sophomore years. He went 268 of 412 for 3,002 yards 
and 24 touchdowns last season. The junior has several of 
his top receivers back, led by senior tight end Shawn 
Collins (61 catches, 653 yards). Larry Huff (28-504), Chris 
Baniszewski (21-237) and Sandy Sledge (19-391) round 
out the group. There are 17 starters returning. 

9. Furman (7-4): There’s a strong backfield in Green- 
ville. TB John Bagwell was first-team all-conference. 
Dwight Sterling was the only player to rush for more than 
100 yards against Florida State — not even Lorenzo 
White made it — with 135. Sterling broke nine tackles on 
one play against the Seminoles. The Paladins must replace 
their defensive line. 

10. Maine (8-4): The Black Bears lost in the first 
round of the playoffs last year, in overtime. They have 18 
evenly distributed starters back. Linebacker Nick Penna 
led the Yankee Conference with 130 tackles. Quarterback 
Mike Buck was the league's offensive player of the year, 
hitting 232 of 419 passes for 2,987 yards and 23 touch- 
downs. 

11. Howard (9-1): The Bison may be able to play 
their way into the playoffs, rather than sue their way in. 
Quarterback Lee DeBose gives Howard plenty of reason 
to hope. He rushed for 346 yards and three touchdowns, 
and threw for 898 yards and 10 touchdowns, going 53-108- 
4 last year. Howard has won 16 of its last 17 games. 

12. Eastern Kentucky (10-3): A quarter of a cen- 
tury, all at Eastern, has given coach Roy Kidd a 189-71-8 
career record. He also gets almost automatic entry into 
any preseason poll — even though the Colonels face a 
rebuilding season after losing several key players. They did 
retain running back Elroy Harris, who rushed for more 
than 1,000 yards last season. And a number of people 
come off redshirt status. 

13. Arkansas State (8-4-1): The defense was hit 
hard by graduation. It will be rebuilt around 6-4, 240- 


pound linebacker Cinteel “Foot” Daley (so named be- 
cause he played without shoes in junior high school). Wide 
receiver Fred Barnett is the top offensive returnee. He 
caught 34 passes for 660 yards last year, when Arkansas 
State lost in the quarterfinals. The Indians are gunning for 
a fifth straight trip to the post-season dance. 

14, Nevada-Reno (5-6): It was a shocking season 
forthe Wolf Patk. At onetime the top-ranked team in the 
nation, they suffered coach Chris Ault’s first losing season 
in 12 years. Reno may not return to the top of the Big Sky, 
but may get back over .500. Running batk Chavez Foger 
is back, witha chance to become the first four-time All-Big 
Sky selection. Also back is the league’s leading receiver, 
Tony Logan, who had more than 1,000 yards last year. 
And quarterback Jim Zaccheo, who took much heat 
because of untimely interceptions. The defensive line fal- 
tered last year with injuries and defections, and is a con- 
cern again. 

15. North Texas State (7-5): Northeast Louisiana 
hammered the Mean Green 30-9 to open the playoffs. But 
the national champs had a much tougher time during the 
regular season, North Texas State lost 24-23 when, witha 
minute left, an NTSU PAT hit the crossbar and bounced 
back. The Mean Green has 15 starters back, Theyinclude 
conference newcomer of the year Scott Davis, who passed 
for 1,023 yards and ran for 316 more last season, His 
favorite target, Marcus Camper, is also1a dangerous return 
man. 

16. Richmond (7-5): The Spiders lose only five 
seniors off a post-season qualifier. They hope to improve 
with the likes of senior tailback Erwin Matthews, their 
leading rusher (4.9 average), and defensive back Brian 
Jordan, an all-ECAC first-team selection. 

17. Jackson State (8-3-1): Meet Lewis Tillman... 
it’s worth your while. Tillman broke Walter Payton’s 
single-season school rushing record last year with 1,474 
yards. The Tigers like to point out they've made the 
playoffs six times, but aren’t fond of their 0-6 record there. 
They're coming closer, though. Last year, Arkansas State 
edged them 35-32 in the opening round. 

18. Grambling (5-6): Five-and-six, you say? At 
Grambling? A typo? Nope. It was Grambling’s first losing 
season since 1959, But Eddie Robinson, the winningest 
coach in college football (341-119-15) has 16 starters back. 
They include offensive tackle Ricky Warren (6-3, 288) and 
linebacker Sygmond Holland (6-2, 225). 

19. Weber State (10-3): The NCAA granted an- 
other year of eligibility to running back Fine Unga, who 
missed a year of JC ball for family reasons. That alone 
makes the Wildcats a threat. Unga was Weber’s first 1,000- 
yard rusher in 20 years. The school made the I-AA 
playoffs for the first time, beating Idaho 59-30 in the first 
round before bowing to Marshall. 

20. Sam Houston State (8-3): Runner-up to na- 
tional champ Northeast Louisiana in the Southland Con- 
ference, the Bearkats return 15 starters. They are led by 
linebacker Lish Adams, free safety Billy Anderson and 
tight end Ricky Eggleston, all of them first-team all-league 
selections last year. But they lost quarterback Reggie 
Lewis, who put up the best numbers in Texas, Division 
I-A or I-AA. 

21. Montana (6-5): The Grizzlies have lost to their 
alumni team in the spring game two straight years, leading 
coach Don Read to suggest that the grads be ranked. 
Montana’s come on strong in the last half of the season 
both years to post winning records. With an easier early 
schedule, they might boost the number of wins to make a 
playoff run. 

22. Eastern Illinois (5-6): The best record in the 
state in the last decade belongs to the Panthers, even with 
last year’s 5-6 mark. It was their first losing record in 10 
years. Eastern has 17 starters back, a whopping 11 of them 
on defense. Two returnees are redshirts who started in 86. 

23. Middle Tennessee State (6-5): The Blue 
Raiders will rely on defense early while the offense fills 
some holes. Defensive end Kenny Tippins is a key. Middle 
Tennessee does have quarterback Marvin Collier back. 
Offensive Player of the Year in the league his freshman 
season, senior Collier's numbers weren't astounding last 
year. But the Blue Raiders are happy to have his expe- 
Tience on a rebuilding offense. 

24. Harvard (8-2): The defending Ivy League cham- 
pions have some questions on defense, but some exclama- 
tion marks on offense. Quarterback Tom Yohe is already 
the school’s all-time leading passer. Tony Hinz was the 
Ivy’s top rusher last year, with 789 yards in league games. 

25. James Madison (9-3): With only five seniors 
among the 44 players on the two-deep, James Madison 
may bea year away. A schedule that features Division I-A 
Virginia Tech and Navy, plus I-AA toughies Georgia 
Southern, Appalachian State and Richmond, won't help 
either.

he record shows that Columbia University has 
lost its last 41 football games, an all-time colle- 
giate record. The record shows that the Lions 
are 0-42-2 since their last victory back on Oct. 
15, 1983, against Yale. The record shows that nobody at 
Columbia has any idea of what it’s like to win. 

Don't believe it. 

Columbia’s football team and its followers felt the thrill 

of victory — if only for a fleeting moment — twice last 
year. 
John Zimmer and his classmates know the feeling. They 
were lounging around the stereo in Zimmer’s room in 
Wallach Dorm on the Columbia campus last Nov. 21. 
They were listening to the call of the Columbia-Brown 
game on WKCR. There was plenty of beer and pretzels. 
When the announcer said that Brown quarterback Danny 
Clark had fumbled — and Columbia had recovered — 
they shouted Ivy League style, jumped from their seats and 
high-fived each other. 

“Everyone,” Zimmer recalled, “was just going crazy.” 

Only 52 seconds remained. And Columbia led, 16-12. 

Coach Larry McElreavy and his team know the feeling. 
“We were definitely celebrating a win,” he said. “We 
thought we had it.” 

But no: The ball squirts loose again, the call is over- 
ruled, and Brown retains possession. Fourth-and-2 at the 
Columbia 11. Forty-five seconds remaining.

Two weeks previously, Columbia knew that winning 
feeling too. 

Columbia trailed Dartmouth by a point late in the 
game. Kurt Dasbach, who hadn't missed a field goal all 
year, lined up the kick from 30 yards. “I would have bet my 
paycheck he’d make the field goal,” McElreavy said. 

The ball headed toward the goalposts. From the student 
section, the kick looked good. “We were jumping up and 
down,” Zimmer said. “It was extremely insane.” 

But it happened again. Dasbach’s kick was wide left, by 
about a foot. 

“We dominated Brown,” McElreavy said. “We had 
eight minutes more possession time. We did everything by 


the textbook that says you should win. Against Dart- 
mouth we didn't do that. But we still could have won it.” 

Columbia’s current sophomores and juniors know well 
a winning feeling. They were members of Columbia’s 
freshman team which won nine successive games. The 
freshmen were 6-0 last year. Their victories are in the 
books. Six games against fellow Ivy League freshmen. Six 
victories. Nothing overruled, no wide placekicks. 

They had players like Solomon Johnson, a running 
back from East Orange, N.J., who scored 12 touchdowns. 
They are the ones who are expected to change Columbia 
attitudes,’ They justify McElreavy’s optimism. 

“] don't think you'll see any of those 35-7 losses,” McE]- 
reavy said, “We kept it close at the end of the season. And 
once you get competitive it’s realistic to think about win- 
ning. We just need to get the first win.” 

Columbia has been trying to get that first win for more 
than four years. Miami won more games (12) last season 
than Columbia has won (eight) in the last 10 years. 

“It’s kind of sad,” said Zimmer, a senior biochemistry 
major from New Jersey, “especially for the seniors who left 
without winning once. It’s not constantly on our minds, 
but whenever I get together with my other college friends it 
always comes up. ra 

“Maybe by not having great teams and huge student 
support we're missing out on something that would make 
the college experience better. I’d love to see them win, but I 
don't want them to lower recruiting standards. I don't 
want us to be at the same level as Nebraska.”

There is little chance of Columbia ever competing on 
that level; or on.one it attained during the 1930s, when 
the Lions played in the Rose Bowl and defeated teams like 
Stanford, Syracuse and Penn State; or even in 1947, when 
they upset Army and Red Blaik, 21-20, snapping the 
Cadets’ 32-game win streak, That is hardly the school’s 
raison d'etre. There are, however, grounds for optimism 
—a nice stadium, a better atmosphere for recruiting and a 
break in academic requirements. 

There’s always been optimism, of course. Columbia has 
had plenty of positive-thinking coaches. Bill Campbell, 
who played for Columbia's last Ivy League championship 
team in 1961, knew of Lou Little’s Rose Bowl legacy at 
Columbia. He knew all about Sid Luckman, Paul Gover- 
nali, Bill Swiacki, Archie Roberts, Marty Domres and 
George Starke. Campbell (1974-79) coached the Lions toa 
3-1-1 start in 1978, but they won only once more in the 
decade and he eft in frustration. He went on to become an 
effective assistant at Boston College and is now CEO of 
Apple Corporation’s software division (Cloris) in Moun- 
tain View, Calif. 

Frank Navarro (1968-73) coached Columbia to its last 
winning season, 6-3, in 1971. He left after seven successive 
defeats in 1973 and is now selling, real estate in Rhode 
Island. Bob Naso (1980-84) opened up the Columbia 
offense with John Witkowski at quarterback and coached 
the last Columbia win. Naso left after five years and a 
4-43-2 record and is selling real estate in New Jersey. 

Then there was James W. Garrett (1985). He had the 
Lions prepared for Harvard on opening day — they led 
17-0 in the first quarter — but that was the high point of his 
one-season tenure. By the end of the day, Columbia had 
lost again, 49-17, and Garrett told The New York Times 
the team was nothing but a bunch of “drug-addicted 
losers.” 

Garrett's verbiage was harsh and misleading, But he had 
struck a nerve. 

“The sky turned black that day,” said Bob Boland, a 
Class of '87 offensive tackle, “That was like a bad dream. 
But it was also an education in the way of the world. You 
can't look at things with rose-colored glasses. 

“It was a very difficult thing. But we've turned a negative 
into something positive. We have a great deal of pride.” 

Garrett now resides in New Jersey and reportedly scouts 
for the NFL. He wasn't missed when he left Columbia 
after that season, but his sons, Jason, John Jr., and Judd, 
were, They led Princeton to a successful 1987 season. 

McElreavy insists that recruiting to Columbia is not 
difficult, but there are inherent drawbacks. You must 
explain that just because the campus is surrounded by 
Harlem doesn’t mean the campus is dangerous. You must 
explain that football players don’t have to take the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority’s No. 1 subway train to 218th 
Street for practice every day — unless, of course, they-miss 
the bus. 

You must explain that the subway also goes to Lincoln 
Center, Madison Square Garden, Rockefeller Plaza, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, Wall Street and Yankee 
Stadium. You must explain that a Columbia education 
leads directly to Avenue of the Americas, Rockefeller 
Plaza and Wall Street. 

“You choose the school not just for the opportunity to 
play footbali,” Boland said, “but for a great education and 
for the chance to be in New York. There are unique 
Opportunities when you can jump on the subway and be 
downtown in two minutes. 

“Being in the city makes you mature. Like they say, ‘If 
you can make it there ...’” 

Recruiting is McElreavy’s forte. He helped rebuild the 
Penn program, which was headed Columbia’s way a 
decade ago. “There are better Xs and Os people,” said 
McElreavy, who balances his frustration with heavy doses 
of Mylanta. “My strength is my ability to judge talent. 
Plus I’m the first coach with the luxury of a commitment 
to winning. 

“We can transcend what Penn did. For the first time in 
10 years we were competitive at the end of games. We've 
turned the corner. We can play the game with the intensity 
that Walter Camp intended.” 

The corner has been turned thanks in part to Lawrence 
Wein (Class of '25), who decided to share his wealth, and 
to the Ivy League, which gave Columbia an academic 
break. 

Wein, chairman of Wein, Malkin and Better real estate, 
donated $6 million to fix up the football and soccer fields. 
Now there are two-football practice fields, four light tow- 
ers, an all-weather eight-lane track, modern spectator seat- 
ingand press box, a glass-enclosed lounge overlooking the 
field, a $100,000 scoreboard, new locker rooms, a modern 
weight room and Chrystie Field House. 

There remains a spectacular view of the confluence of 
the Harlem and Hudson rivers — the Spuyten Duyvil 
—and the New Jersey Palisades.

When McElreavy was a recruiter for Yale, he’d ask Yale 
recruits deciding between New Haven and New York if 
they had seen Columbia’s stadium. Often, the answer was 
negative. “Let me tell you why,” McElreavy would say. 

Then he would point out that the place had been con- 
demned by the City of New York. “I’m not exactly 
Twiggy,” McElreavy said, “but I fell through the steps of 
the press box and almost killed myself.” 

Now McElreavy can recruit Ilinois and California with 
pictures of nice facilities. He has a product to sell, and 
young menare buying. There are players from 22 states on 
the Columbia roster, 

Columbia’s chances have also been enhanced by the Ivy 
League's decision to let Columbia admit players who don’t 
meet the usual school and league guidelines. Eleven play- 
ers were allowed in that fashion the last two seasons (86 
and °87). It isn't an academic sellout. These players still 
meet standards that would qualify them for most major 
colleges; they just fall a bit under the high Ivy League 
standard, 

Roger Lehecka, Columbia’s dean of students, said the 
difference between the special admits and those of stu- 
dents who qualify normally is “less than 5 percent,” and 
that the school applies the same special procedures to 
admit students in other disciplines, like music. 

“The last time I was there I looked at their depth chart,” 
said Pete Carmichael, a Columbia assistant in the 70s who 
is now at Boston College. “They were five deep. When we 
were there we had three tackles. Total.” 

“They were only a few players away from winning a few 
games,” said Brown coach John Rosenberg, “What if they 
had had the Garrett brothers? Things happen in cycles. 
They weren't doing things while others in the league were 
forging ahead. It’s a competitive league; recruiting compe- 
tition is getting keener. Now they are trying to catch up.” 

That Columbia’s football program had fallen to such a 
low point should have been expected. 


= 


“For many years,” said Frank Dyer (Class of ’61), a 
newspaper editor in Boston, “I thought they were going to 
drop football. Just drop it. It wasn’t getting any support at 
all. Nobody ever asked if there were any prospects in New 
England. It just wasn't important.” 

For the first time in many years there is optimism. The 
seasons of 0-10 and even 1-9 could be over. Even in losiiig, 
the Lions ended games on positive notes last November. 
They were kicking to win against Dartmouth; they were 
driving to win at Brown. 

This from a team that hasn't won a game in November 
in 12 years. Before last season, the Lions hadnt come 
within two touchdowns of a November win since 1983. 

“You know they worked hard since August,” Rosen- 

berg said. “Just like the rest of us. Their players and 
coaches put in long hours, You want to see them be 
rewarded. It’s not fair that they’re carrying around the 
baggage of previous years. These aren't the people who 
lost those games.” 
_ Faith and hope have been restored because of Wein’s 
Aollars and the university’s sense. If you're going to com- 
pete you might as well do it right — like the Lion fencing 
team, which won the 1987 NCAA championship and 
produced world-class competitor Katy Bilodeaux. 

And confidence is being restored by McElreavy. “Coach 
McElreavy will say privately that we're going 10-0,” 
Boland said. “I’m not about to doubt him.” 

But without all those defeats there might not have come 
this rebirth. There certainly wouldn't have been the 
extraordinary media attention. Columbia games attract 
more reporters than many NFL games. 

“And that won't change if we win,” Columbia Sports 
Information Director Bill Steinman said. “They'll come 
back the next week to see if we can win two ina row.” 

And that is exactly what McElreavy plans to do. 

“I won't settle for just two wins,” McElreavy said, 
“although my alumni would settle for one.”

very possible joke has been made about Joe 

Paterno’s plexi-eyewear, his thick white socks 

and those uninhibited whaler pants. But when 

the man opens his mouth, E.F. Hutton shuts up. 

In 22 years at Penn State, Paterno has become the 
leading reformer among coaches. He has pushed for 
stronger academic standards, the demolition of football 
dormitories and a college football playoff. We got hold of 


him at his office at 8 a.m., and Paterno began making , 


sense right away: 

“I think the agent thing’s got to be resolved. We need 
something that’s a little more equitable right now. It’s all 
one way toward the colleges, There’s no appreciation 
toward the fact that a kid ought to have the right to sign a 
big contract, regardless of whether he’s a sophomore, 
junior or senior. We've got to realize he has no obligation 
to the university to continue if it’s not in his best interest... 
and we've got to get the agent thing out of the closet. 

“I think basketball has developed into a sensible [hard- 
ship] situation. Some kids go, some stay. Most kids get 
pretty good advice. There’s an open discussion between 
coach and player, whether it’s[J.R.] Reid at North Carol- 
ina and Dean Smith, There’s an honest concern about 
what's best for the kid. 

“Some things have to happen with the NCAA. Right 
now, the NCAA gives a one-year grant. The NCAA 
doesn't give them a legitimate grant in aid. ... He doesn't 
have spending money. We don't allow them to talk to 
somebody who may be reputable. Whether it’s Bob Woolf 
up in Boston or somebody else, if | had a kid who was 
thinking about going pro, I could not send him up there to 
talk to him. 

“It's got to be addressed. This ranting and raving about 
kids who sign early doesn’t make much sense. I'd like to 
hear it from some parents, ranting and raving about their 
kid who signed against the rules for a million bucks, you 
know what I mean? It’s a rule we can’t enforce the way we 
have it now.” 

On academics: “I think we've done a lot better in aca- 
demics. I’m talking about football now. I think we've 
taken care ofa lot of the cheating in football. Though | still 
hear some wild stories about basketball, | don't know how 
true they are.” 

On the Heisman Trophy: “It’s gotten to be where the 
networks dictate it and the media is picking the Heisman, 
and the kids aren't winning it on the field. I thought CBS 
went way out of line when they went ona campaign for the 
kid from Notre Dame [Tim Brown]. It was unfair. Not 
that he didn’t deserve it, but I think the kid up there in 
Syracuse [Don McPherson] had just as much right. I think 
CBS got carried away with it.” 

On the proliferation of televised games: “You have 
people putting on a game for $20,000, $25,000, and they 
end up losing 10,000, 15,000 seats in the stadium. People 
talk about exposure, but I don’t know whether you get 
much good out of a second-rate TV production. I don’t 
know whether that’s beneficial. I think we'd better be 
awful careful. 

“It's like everything else. It may not show up in the first 
year, but in the second year, there’s four or five thousand 
fewer people in the stadium. The next year, it’s eight 
thousand or 10,000: Even the NFL went through that with 
the no-shows.” 

On freshmen: “I don't participate in [publicizing] the 
freshmen signing. It’s not fair to the kids comingin, it’s got 
nothing to do with the outcome of the football game on 
Saturday. Same thing with freshmen [on campus]. I per- 
sonally feel that freshmen should not be eligible, so I’m 
trying to even symbolically make them understand that 
they are freshmen. I don’t put them in the program, I don't 
make a big deal out of them.” 

Ona post-season playoff: “I’ve shot my mouth off about 
it for so long, I think you pick four teams after the bowl 
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games, have a semifinal and a final. Or else you do what 
Vince Dooley wants to do and take two teams after the 
bowls and play a one-game championship. You base it on 
computer strength of schedule, physical strength, what- 
ever. I've fought that battle so long, I think you have to 
look for the younger coaches to handle it.” Paterno doubts 
a playoff will be instituted while he is coaching: “If I live a 
dozen years, I'll see it.” 

On his coaching plans: “I've made a commitment. I 
want to go five more years anyway, That would put me at 
65. My last son would be established at college. If the good 
Lord keeps me healthy, I'd like to go five years.” 

On the difficulty for assistants to become head codches: 
“I definitely feel it’s that way. I've got a guy here, Jerry 
Sandusky, and because I’m going to be going five more 
years, I'm getting concerned that Jerry isn't going to get a 
job. I think he would have made a great coach for North 
Carolina, but don’t think North Carolina gave hima fair 
shake at it. I think too many athletic directors want a 
built-in product, but | suppose that’s the way society is.” 

On coaches and universities honoring coaching con- 
tracts: “If the President’s Commission said, ‘We want to 
make the coaching job more stable,’ and then sat down 
with the officers of the American Football Coaches Asso- 
ciation — they would sit down and say you-give-us-this 
and we'll-guarantee-this kind of thing. Our coaches will 
not jump contracts if they're confident they’re going to 
have security. I think that’s like the Middle East problem 
right now. We have to sit down and talk about it.” 


THE PITT OF HIS STOMACH injust 
two years, Pitt’s Mike Gottfried has joined Paterno as one 
of the most outspoken coaches in the game. This, how- 
ever, might not have been by Gottfried’s choice. Though 
the Panthers went to a bowl game last year, they’ve 
become more renowned for their problems with discipline, 
academics and agents. 

Pitt’s best running backs have had losing fights with 
every type of problem. High school All-American Brian 
Davis was lost after his freshman year to academics; he 
returned to school and practiced this spring, but his status 
was uncertain for this fall. Charles Gladman signed with 
an agent, turned pro early and didn’t make it. And 285- 
pound Craig Heyward, whose three-year college career 
included appearances in court, ina leg cast and last year at 
the Heisman Trophy dinner, announced last winter his 
intention to turn pro before his senior season. 

“In any situation where there’s a change of coaches, 
you're going to have an adjustment period,” says Gott- 
fried, but he admits that nothing he saw in Kansas “could 
have prepared me for what I've seen happen here.” 

Though Gottfried believes a new system should be insti- 
tuted, he is against a hardship draft. In the meantime, he 
can’t help but think of the team he might have had with a 
backfield of Heyward and Davis this year. “Now,” he says, 
“we've got to pretty well replace all of the key parts on both 
sides of the ball.” 


BEATING THE BIG C About midseason 
last year, during the week Army backup quarterback 
Bryan Babb was to get a start against Boston College, a 
testicle swelled to twice its normal size. “I didn't want to 
say anything,” Babb says, but he spent the following week 
in the hospital. He went to class two days, practiced with 
the team in the afternoon and spent his nights at the 
hospital. 

No one on the team — not even coach Jim Young 
—knew that Babb was ill. He started that week against 
Colgate. “But 1 was pretty worried,” he says. He played 
knowing that he would check into Walter Reed Hospital 
the following day for exploratory surgery. He was knocked 
out of the game with a dislocated jaw. 

On Sunday, doctors removed his testicle and found it to 
be cancerous. Suspecting the cancer had spread, they

ordered further abdominal surgery. Then teammate Ed 
Shultz heard of Babb’s prognosis. “The first thing I 
wanted to do was get in touch with him down at the 
hospital,” says Shultz, an offensive tackle. “He was going 
to have the same operation I'd had.” 

Shultz had undergone abdominal surgery, for Hodg- 
kin’s disease, the year before. His neck had swelled the 
night before a game in 1986. He underwent radiation 
treatments that reduced his lung capacity by 25 percent, 
and the surgery cut through his stomach muscles. 

“I knew Bryan could use the help from me because the 
year before I got sick, a guy on the team named Rich 
Baxter got the same thing that Brian had,” Shultz says. 
“Rich had a really long fight with chemotherapy, and he 
came back fine. I saw that, and when | was in the hospital, 
he kept in touch with me. I felt so much better knowing a 
guy who had done the exact same thing as me and made it 
back.” 

Babb’s surgery revealed no further signs of cancer, and 
he was in the running to start for Army this year. Shultz 
has since been moved to tight end. “The other day I saw 
him in the weight room doing stomach exercises, and you 
could tell his stomach was giving him a bit of trouble,”

HOW ABOUT A PICTURE OF 
BRUCE? Recruiting analyst Max Emfinger rates 
New Jersey’s high school talent ona par with that of Texas 
and Florida. So how is it that Rutgers — which operates 
the only Division I-A’ program in the state — has been to 
only one bowl game in its history? 

Rutgers has problems with identification. Once, Van- 
derbilt coach Watson Brown asked why Rutgers had “NJ” 
on its helmets. He had to be told that Rutgers was the state 
school of New Jersey — and Brown was preparing to play 
Rutgers that week. Other state schools are named after 
their state. The odds are that the majority of college 
football fans know that Rutgers is in the East, but can’t tell 
you its location or level of play. Rutgers sounds like an Ivy 
League school. Indeed, Rutgers graduated to Division I-A 
standards only 16 years ago. 

Fourth-year coach Dick Anderson (20-21-2) has ele- 
vated Rutgers’ level of play, and the school’s facilities 
include an indoor practice bubble, an amazing weight 
room and rights to play in Giants Stadium. But the best 
players still get away. Emfinger rated New Jersey high 
school quarterback Matt Nardolillo as one of the two best 
players in the country, and predicts he will lead Penn State 
into national championship contention within three years. 

Penn State has been the greatest raider of New Jersey 
talent, but Mike Rozier and Irving Fryar added to 
Nebraska’s fame, defensive end Dan Stubbs was a star at 
Miami and Tennessee has recruited the state well. “If they 
could keep six, seven or eight of the very best players in 
their state, they would start winning ball games,” Emfinger 
says. “But of the top 50 players in the state this year, 
Rutgers signed four.” 

Anderson places little stock in the recruiting experts, 
and argues that his in-state recruiting is ever-improving. 
“We're getting some good players, and we'll keep getting 
them,” Anderson says. But history is tough. Anderson 
himself left New Jersey to play at Penn State in the ’60s, 
and the son of the Rutgers athletic director left to play 
quarterback at the University of Virginia. 


BROTHERLY LOVE Talkabout yourtwo- 
sport stars. Last year, Michael Owens was Syracuse’s 
breakaway halfback in football, and its top recruiter in 
basketball. His brother, 6-foot-9 Billy Owens of Carlisle, 
Penn., was arguably the top high school basketball player 
in the country, and Syracuse wanted him. 

Michael Owens said the Syracuse basketball coaches 
would stop him each day and ask about Billy. “I used to 
always tell them, ‘Don't worry, I've got it, I'll take care of 
it’,” Michael says. “We used to go out to the gym, and I'd 
be sitting with the fellas, and we'd watch coach [Jim] 
Boeheim walk in. I used to say to the fellas, ‘Watch, a 
dollar says coach Boeheim sees me and comes over’, It’s all 
part of it. If you want someone, you've got to do what 
you've got to do. Hey, I’m his brother.” 

Billy Owens signed with Syracuse last winter. “I asked 
him, ‘Are you coming here because of me and Mom and 
Dad?’ and he said no,” Michael says. “But he wouldn’t 
come here unless we could room together. I think it made 
him more secure coming here.”

FATHERLY LOVE when Jack Bicknell 
became head coach at Boston College in 1981, he already 
had at least one recruit headed his way. His son, Jack Jr., 
had already decided he wanted to attend BC. Jackie devel- 
oped into BC’s center and snapped the Heisman Trophy to 
Doug Flutie in 1984, when BC finished No, 4 in the nation. 

Last winter, Bicknell reran that scenario when his son 
Bob, a linebacker recruited by several of the nation’s top 
programs, decided he would play for his father at BC. But 
was his father going to stay? Bicknell interviewed for the 
opening at Ohio State and was contacted about the open- 
ing at Illinois. 

“I think Bobby would have come here even if | hadn't 
been here,” Bicknell said. “He idolized his brother, and I 
think he saw it wasn’t a big deal for Jackie and our 
relationship.” 

Others might want to avoid coaching their sons, but 
Bicknell is looking forward to it. “Probably the greatest 
thrill of my life was coaching my son,” Bicknell said. “Of 
all the things that have happened, that was the nicest, 
never having seen him play in high school. He’d come by 
the office and poke his head in and say, ‘Dad, you got five 
dollars?’ And I’d say, ‘The NCAA does not allow me to 
give money to players. Get out of here’. After he was done 
playing, he was here as a graduate assistant. | really 
enjoyed it.” 

Bicknell has had only one rule for his playing sons: “I 
told Jackie I'll never ask you for anything, I'll never ask 
you about anyone, and don't you volunteer. I don’t need 
you to stand up for me. I fight my own battles.” 


NOW LOOK WHO’S BOSS Tiree 
years ago, Jim Dennison had coached Akron to a Top 10 
ranking in Division I-AA. After the playoffs, he walked 
into the university president’s office expecting to discuss 
pay raises for his coaches. He was told instead that he was 
being relieved of his job. He could either accept a position 
as associate athletic director or he could resign. In either 
case, he would be replaced by a well-known, controversial 
coach who, could bring publicity to Akron — that man 
being Gerry Faust, who had recently been forced out of 
Notre Dame. 

“Maybe it was time for me to get out of coaching,” 
Dennison says. “My only problem with it was that I was 
successful and didn’t get to choose.” 

Dennison spent a miserable year working out of his tiny 
athletic department office. He watched Faust coach his 
team to a 7-4 record, a disappointing finish since most of 
the team remained from Dennison’s final year, including 
his son Greg, a senior receiver. 
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Dennison turned down a couple of lower-division 
coaching opportunities. Then, with department morale 
low and the budget out of control, AD Dave Adams was 
fired and Dennison was elevated to replace him. Some- 
how, Dennison had been replaced by Faust one year, only 
to become his boss the next. Would it be uncomfortable if 
Dennison had to fire Faust, who was 4-7 last year? “I hope 
it never happens,” Dennison says, “but it won't be awk- 
ward, It’s a business. When | was a coach, I understood 
that.” 

At 50, Dennison believes he can still coach. With one 
more year, he will have qualified for his 30-year pension 
and might then search for a coaching job elsewhere. Then 
again, there is also the possibility of the ultimate irony, of 
Dennison naming himself to replace Faust should Akron 
not improve. “I can coach, but at Akron I would not 
coach,” said Dennison, who has been forced to cut foot- 
ball spending by $160,000. “My days of coaching at Akron 
are over. This is a key year for us, as far as record and 
attendance. I think we have a good schedule that we can 
win with, and I think we will have an excellent team.”

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TAKE CONTROL WITH 
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hen the NCAA convention delegates 
voted last January to appease lowa State 
Coach Jim Walden and move the scholar- 
ship limit from 25 back to 30, Walden 
smiled. And then he laughed. 

The Division I-A schools had actually voted to move it 
back for just one year, thus returning the limit to 25 for the 
1989 recruiting year. For Walden, it was like being thrown 
a crumb. Next year, he and his program will be starving 
again. 

lowa State is not alone. Even in their own conference, 
the bread line is crowded. The Big Eight may have two of 
the top programs in the country in Oklahoma and 
Nebraska, but it also has three of the poorest paupers in 
lowa State, Kansas and Kansas State. Now that Missouri 
is on the road to recovery, the Bermuda Triangle of college 
football may be rerouted up Interstate 35 to Ames. 

Dont look for them to find their way out this year. 

Kansas State went 0-10-1 last year, thanks to a tie with 
Kansas, and the Wildcats may not win a game this year. 
Kansas’ new coach, Glen Mason, inherits a schedule that 
begins with Auburn and Baylor. His only victory could be 
— surprise — Kansas State. 

Meanwhile, Walden’s frightening arithmetic indicates 
the Bermuda Triangle will be intact for years to come. He 
has 76 players on scholarship for the 1988 season and, 
using a conservative attrition rate of five per year for the 
down-and-out, comes up with 78 players two years from 
now — even with the five-scholarship increase for this 


year. 
Walden’s not-so-radical solution: Lift the ceiling on the 
annual scholarship limit — like it is in basketball — so 


teams could sign as many as it took each year to fill their 95 
limit and give lowa State at least one thing in common 
with Oklahoma. 

“They threw me a bone,” Walden said. “Doesn't that 
sound like it’s just a little unnecessary? It defeats the whole 
purpose. It falls right into my plan of saying ‘Why any 
number?’ If I have to play Baylor and Grant Teaff with 76 
guys and he’s got 95, what gives him the right? What 
makes him the organizationally stronger member than 
me?” 

The answer is that Walden, Mason and K-State Coach 
Stan Parrish all are paying for the mistakes of others 
before them. One of them is lack of continuity. Since 
Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne and Oklahoma’s Barry 
Switzer took over their programs in 1973 — keeping 
several assistants for that long as well — the other six 
schools have had 24 head coaches. Continuity is allowing 
Oklahoma State and Colorado to catch up. The Buffs 
followed up coach Bill McCartney’s last-minute decision 
to turn down an SMU offer with a top-10 recruiting class. 
The Cowboys could threaten the top two this year and 
having coach Pat Jones around 10 years in the program 
(five as an assistant) is a reason why. 

The only problem is that Nebraska, which just finished 
a brand new indoor football facility, and Oklahoma, 
which is fine-tuning the wishbone after running into a 
Miami brick wall Jan. 1, aren't standing still. 

“Ohio State and Michigan slipped,” said Parrish, who 
grew up in Big Ten country in Ohio and coached at 
Purdue in 1983. “A lot of other teams tried to be the best 
they can be and the other two slipped. Why do empires 
fall? They get a little fat and sassy. You have to hope that 
happens here. 

~ “Our job is to get a lot better. Whether they maintain 
their status quo or get a lot better is in their hands. You've 
got to be the best you can be and, by God, we've got more 
room for improvement than anybody in the United 
States.” 

Walden said the Big Eight won't change its current 
imbalanced structure until more fans — and administra-

tors — hear those words. 

“The people in Kansas need to hear that,” 
Walden said. “Mason better tell those peo- 
ple at Kansas, ‘I’m in this game to do two 
things for you; to try to beat Kansas State 
and get Kansas in the Top 20.’ And stop 
asking me about Oklahoma and Nebraska. 

I don’t want to be compared with them. I 
don’t want to be asked, ‘When do you think 
you can get to the Orange Bowl?’ What a 
stupid question.” 


CHARITY STARTS AT 
HOME Walden vocally pushed for extra 
scholarships last fall for the forlorn programs 
around the country, but he’s hardly one to have 
his hand out for charity. Just check out his office 
in Ames, Iowa. 

On the wall behind his desk, Walden has pho- 
tos of 16 African children that the coach spon- 
sors each year. Walden feeds “his kids” with 
$600 per year, a project that appealed to his 
emotions when he saw a TV ad one night a 
few years ago. 

“Whenever my players tell me how tough 
they've had it — Detroit’s tough, south side 
of Chicago’s tough — I say ‘Hey, how about 
Mozambique?’” Walden said. “How about 
not knowing if you're going to have a 
meal, period. 

“There’s a lot of poverty in the United 
States but you can't support it all. You 
have to support what makes you feel 
good. I investigated it. I didn’t 
think that was too much F 
to give to keep a kid 


from starving to death.” 
That doesn’t mean Walden, 
whose team isn’t being picked 
- higher than sixth in the Big Eight, 
needs the reminders to keep him 
humble. 
“I don’t need much more humbling, 
Walden said. “I spent the last 10 years at 
Washington State. Athletically, it’s my turn 
to be into arrogance and sarcasm. I could be 
into arrogance and obnoxiousness for the next six years 
before it catches up with me.” 


PATTON FOR SUCCESS Missouri 
Coach Woody Widenhofer knew he was getting a quar- 
terback when John Stollenwerck transferred from SMU a 
year ago. He didn't know he was also gettinga World War 
II general. , 

That’s Stollenwerck, a heady junior quarterback who 
religiously watches the movie “Patton,” reads about his 
hero and listens to the movie soundtrack, which includes 
two Patton speeches. 

“At the end of his last speech, he says, ‘Over 1,000 years 
ago, Roman conquerors returned from the war,’” says 
Stollenwerck, trying to imitate George C. Scott’s scratchy 
Patton voice, “*enjoying a triumphant tumultuous parade.” 
He goes on to talk about the parade. They ride in on a 
chariot, their children are in the chariot with them. They 
always hada slave standing behind them, holdinga golden 
crown and whispering in their ear, ‘Warning: all glory is 
fleeting.”

Jones’ secret? 

The recruiting ties in Texas help keep him ahead of the 
rest of the league.

In four years his only losses 
other than to OU or Nebraska have been to Colorado 
twice. Jones is content — though not all his fans may be

Osborne’s problems are two-fold: He does not work ina 
television market conducive to big bucks. Also, he doesn't 
help his cause any.

The Daily Nebraskan student newspaper ran an 
editorial after the Huskers finished a 10-2 season with 
losses to Oklahoma and Florida State, saying future pay 
increases for Osborne should hinge upon an incentive plan 
based on more money for winning big games.

Taylor runs the option at Ne- 
braska and is as dangerousion the ground as 
he is in the air. Unlike other option quarter- 
backs, though, he is a capable passer. Last 
season he improved his completion percentage 
to 46 (up from 42 percent in'86) and threw for 902 
yards and 13 touchdowns, including a Big Eight 
record-tying five in the ‘Huskers 42-33 pasting of 
UCLA. He also ran for a school record (for a QB) 
659 yards, averaging 5.1 a try and scoring eight times. 

Taylor is very confident of his ability, With the 
Nebraska emphasis moving off the pure running 
power, Taylor will be given a chance to show more of 
his athletic ability and arm this season. 

“I don't think there’s any comparison,” said Taylor 
last season when compared to Holieway. “I'm bigger, 
faster, quicker, and throw better.

inside. You've got to believe in yourself, and I do.” 

So does Holieway, the L.A. product who took 
oyer the Oklahoma offense in 1985 as a freshman and 
led them to an 11-1 season, to an I 1-1 season and 
national title in 1986, and had them unbeaten last 
season when he suffered a devastating injury to his 
left knee late in the season. He’s lost just once as a 
starter. 

The 5-9, 180-pound senior, a two-time All-Big 
Eight choice, ran for 860 yards and 10 touchdowns 
last year (6.1 a try) before the injury and passed for 
another 548 yards and seven scores. He’s about as 
prolific a passer as Francis the Mule was a talker; it 
isn'ta natural talent, but he gets the job done. He was 
just 21-of-62 passing (34 percent), but a third of those 
completions went for touchdowns. 

The 34-hour operation on his knee repaired both 
cartilage and ligament damage. Doctors considered 
it severe, he didn’t participate in spring drills and he’s 
questionable for the fall. If he recovers, he'll first have 
to duel Charles Thompson for the OU starting job 
before he gets to renew his rivalry with Taylor or 
combat for the Heisman. 

Holieway was optimistic. “I think I’ll be back,” he 
said. “But if the knee isn’t to the point where I think I 
can play in the fall, then I’d have to consider making 
a decision on whether to sit out for a year.” 

“Taylor is a great athlete,” said Dick Steinberg, the 
New England Patriots’ player personnel! director. 
“He moves exceptionally well. Holieway is real 
quick, essentially a wishbone quarterback, But if he 
has speed, he has the ability to move to another 
position.” 

The Heisman race will likely lose a few contenders 
in September. That’s when Nebraska and Taylor face 
UCLA and Troy Aikman, and when Oklahoma and 
— hopefully — Holieway meet USC and Rodney 
Peete. If the two Big Eighters can leave Los Angeles 
with wins, they'll have a leg — uhh, arm — up in the 
Heisman race.

BIG TEN CONFERENGE 


n liberty, there is strength. In parity, there is ... 
parity? 
Does that mean mediocrity? 
These are fast-changing times in Big Ten football, 
and not everybody is favorably impressed. For the first 
time in 20 years, neither Ohio State nor Michigan finished 
in the top three, and Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch columnist 
Dick Fenlon seemed to have tongue only a little in cheek 
when he wrote: 

“I liked it a lot better when it was the Big Two. If you 
could be pretty sure that Ohio State or Michigan was 
going to the Rose Bowl, and lose, you could also be pretty 
sure that both of them would conduct their regular-season 
out-of-league affairs with a certain amount of profession- 
alism, Let Indiana get beaten 72-6 by Nebraska in Bloom- 
ington. Ohio State might, on the same day, be pounding 
Oklahoma in Norman. 

“That's the problem with mediocrity masking as parity. 
While they have done well within the walls, neither Indi- 
ana nor Michigan State — nor anyone else other than 
Ohio State — has done much outside. What the Big Ten 
has managed to do to itself — raise up the lowly, pull down 
the mighty — is precisely what the Big Eight has avoided.” 

Indiana went ahead and played Michigan State for the 
Big Ten Championship and Rose Bowl bid anyway, and 
Michigan State went, and the Big Ten won at Pasadena. 

And the whole darned league didn’t know how to act. It 
has been a while since that kind of thing was customary, 
roughly 20 years. 

In the decade of the ’60s, every Big Ten team but 
Northwestern and Iowa went to the Rose Bowl, and lowa 
had gone twice in the late ‘50s. Then in the decade of the 
70s, only Ohio State or Michigan went. One or the other 
contended fora national championship almost every year. 
One or the other was No, | in the weekly polls or close. 
And one or the other regularly contributed to the Big Ten’s 
sudden renown for losing in the Rose Bowl. 

Right up through 1967, the last year of the pass-it- 
around era in the Big Ten Rose Bowling, the Big Ten had a 
16-6 lead over the then Pac-8 in the years following their 
decision to link up. The Ohio State-Michigan dominance 
began with Ohio State’s unbeaten national champions of 
°68. The Big Ten won the Rose Bowl that year (Ohio State 
27, Southern Cal and O.J. Simpson 16) but still wound up 
3-10 in the 13-year period in which ‘only Ohio State or 
Michigan went to Pasadena. 

lowa cracked through first in ‘81, then Illinois in °83, 
then Lowa again in ‘85, but those three got pounded worse 
at Pasadena than Ohio State and Michigan had been, and 
to get there each of those teams had to figure out a way to 
squeeze past a Wolverine or Buckeye threat. 

Not until last year were both Ohio State and Michigan 
shouldered all the way out of the championship picture. 
And not until New Year’s Day '88 did the Big Ten end its 


- latest six-game losing streak at Pasadena, a stretch of 12 


Pac-10 victories in 13 years that perfectly mirrored the first 
years of the linkup: 12 Big Ten victories in 13 years, two 
six-game streaks separated by a Southern Cal victory over 
Wisconsin, from New Year's Day ‘47 through °59. 

Even a year ago, lowa coach Hayden Fry was challeng- 
ing the idea of a Big Two in'the league. “We create an 
awful lot of doubt in Celumbus and Ann Arbor now,” Fry 
said. “I think we have laid the foundation every year to 
compete with Michigan and Ohio State. We're already 
there. The last six years, only two teams in the conference 
have gone to the Rose Bowl twice.” The two weren't Ohio 
State and Michigan; rather, Michigan and Iowa. And in 
the past seven seasons, the Hawkeyes have won more 
games (62) than any other Big Ten school. 

If Fry was brazen with his claim, he seemed less so at 
season’s end when his was the only team from his “Big 
Three” in the top echelon of the league. Iowa came on 
from early-season confusion stemming from a too-long- 
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unsettled quarterback race to finish in a second-place tie 
with Indiana, a game and a half back of runaway cham- 
pion Michigan State. 

For the first time since 1966, the league had two teams 
that defeated both Ohio State and Michigan — Indiana 
(for the first time in history) and Michigan State. And for 
the first time since well before the “Big Two” era, the 
coach of one of the two was fired for losing too many 
games, an exercise Ohio State botched badly in dismiss- 
ing Earle Bruce, evidence perhaps of its unfamiliarity 
with an activity that had become a common practice 
among the other eight conference schools. 

Nowit's a new Big Ten, with John Cooper in to succeed 
Bruce at Ohio State, and John Mackovic in at Illinois for 
Mike White. No one expects Ohio State or Michigan to 
sink slowly in the Midwest, but neither is there evidence 
that Michigan State looks upon its return as a one-year 
thing, or that lowa has lost any steam, or that Indiana’s 
year of prominence was the illusion that the Hoosiers’ 
1967 championship proved to be. 

What Michigan State and Indiana did ignited flames of 
hope in the dungeons for Northwestern and Wisconsin. 
Illinois is starting over with Mackovic, without ever really 
bottoming out, and Minnesota has hovered in the fre- 
quent-bowl region for several years now hoping for one bit 
of boost into the championship race. 

There is, for at least one season, the look of a Big Ten 
again, not a Big Two or Big Three. Outside of Columbus 
and Ann Arbor —and perhaps east of California — that's 
considered an improvement. 


RELATIVE-LY SPEAKING iowa lost 
quite a bit in the transfer (to San Diego State) of quarter- 
back Dan McGwire, brother of baseball slugger Mark 
McGwire. However, the Hawkeyes still have: 

e Two-time all-Big Ten nose guard Dave Haight, 
whose brother, Mike, starred at lowa before moving on to 
the NFL; 

e Linebacker Brad Quast, whose father, Dick, was a 
Baltimore Colt; 

e Linebacker Jim Reilly, whose dad, Mike, was a Bear 
and Viking; 

© Quarterback Tom Poholsky, whose dad, Tom, was a 
St. Louis Cardinals pitcher; 

© Quarterback Matt Rodgers, whose dad, Jimmy, was 
an Iowa basketball star and now is the Boston Celtics 
head coach; - 

e Kick return specialist Peter Marciano, nephew of the 
biggest name in that whole Hawkeye pantheon: the late, 
great heavyweight champion, Rocky Marciano. 

Considering the lineage of Poholsky, Rodgers, and the 
departed McGwire, it’s notable that the man who ulti- 
mately won the battle for the quarterback spot last year, 
Chuck Hartlieb, had no such family links at lowa. 

Since then, Hartlieb has supplied his own. Brother Jim 
joins the team this fall as a freshman quarterback. And 
their older brother, Andy, is a linebacker at Wisconsin. 


THE HALTERTHEORY Nowthatform- 
er Arizona State boss John Cooper has joined the Big Ten 
and is in position, as Ohio State’s coach, to make a trip or 
two to the Rose Bowl, it might be good to recall The 
Cooper Theory on West Coast Rose Bowl Superiority. 

As relayed to Big Ten Skywriters last year by Cooper's 
buddy, Wisconsin coach Don Morton, the man who was 
fresh from a Rose Bowl conquest of Michigan felt the big 
edge Western teams possessed had to do with halters.

SHUT MY MOUTH in August, when his 
Ohio State team was favored to win the Big Ten cham- 
pionship, Buckeye Coach Earle Bruce said: 

“I don’t mind being picked No. 1. The day Ohio State 
isn't considered a threat for the Big Ten championship is 
the day I'll probably be looking for a job.” 

Well, two days after the Buckeyes formally were buried 
as Big Ten threats via 2 29-27 loss to Wisconsin, Bruce was 
looking for a job. His firing was one of two sudden and 
tawdry coaching departures, the other being Mike White’s 
resignation at Illinois. 

Bruce was fired before the Michigan game, a move 
orchestrated by the school administration. Bruce, who 
roamed the sidelines of the’87 Cotton Bowl in a suit and 
fedora, was criticized often for his appearance, demeanor 
and habits. He wore knit shirts, polyester pants, and hada 
prominent spare tire. He wasn't surly, just outspoken, 
abrupt and very Midwestern. He liked to frequent race 
tracks, 

Athletic Director Rick Bay was given orders to fire 
Bruce but refused and resigned himself, finding the rea- 
sons specious. The school never admitted its basic reasons 
for the decision and even dredged up old allegations that 
Bruce had tolerated and hidden Art Schlichter’s gambling 
problems as the underlying reasons. 

Bruce filed suit-immediately. Rather than test their 
reasons in court, Ohio State settled for slightly less than $I 
million. 

White left Illinois in the wake of an NCAA inquiry into 
alleged recruiting violations which, if true, could result ina 
major penalty akin to SMU’s Death Penalty. The Illini 
were hit with a penalty four years ago and the terms of the 
new NCAA rules make them a candidate for the ultimate 
sentence. 

White reportedly had grown disenchanted with the pro- 
gram after the 1986 season and was pursuing pro coaching 
opportunities. His team did not recruit well in 1987 and, 
his public comments to the contrary, he was concerned 
about his team’s chances heading in 1987, Three wins 
indicate his fears were warranted. 
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Illinois assistant Pete Hoener said White resigned to 
save face for the university. Some of his players anony- 
mously said White won't be missed. Whatever the past, the 
future will be different: The NCAA probe adds a cloud, 
and new coach John Mackovic is a taskmaster who wore 
out his welcome with the K.C. Chiefs — after a 10-6 
season, no less — with his demands. 


BO WILL BE BO Le got angry with doctors 
when they said he couldn’t attend the Hall of Fame Bowl.

I jumped off the couch 
a couple of times. 1 worked hard that game.” 

On being AD: “I'm a football coach first, and since the 
job did not include football after 1988, I declined. I want to 
be able to decide when I give up coaching and when I 
won't.” (The terms were changed and he eventually took 
the job.) 

On staying coach: “I’d be foolish to think I'd be happy 
picking up golf clubs and chasing around Florida in the 
winter. I'll be coaching.”

PACIFIC-10 CONFERENCE 


ife in the Pacific -10 Conference is the fast lane if 

you've got money to spend. There are trips to the 

sun-kissed desert, the bright lights of Hollywood, 

the City by the Bay, the spectacular Puget Sound 

and, once the weather turns, there are all those bowls. And 

the Pac-10 prides itself on being America’s premier bowl 
conference. 

It’s becoming obvious that the oh-so-tough Pac-10 
rarely will play for the national championship because it’s 
not a two-team league like the Big Eight, and because its 
members play a full eight-game conference schedule, 
unlike the SEC. But when the Pac-10 gets into post-season 
play, it dominates. 

Last year it won three of four — finally bowing to a Big 
Ten team in the Rose Bow! — and since the league voted 
to compete in any and all bowls in 1975, the premier bow! 
conference is a solid 27-14-2, a .628 winning percentage. 

Yes, life in the fast lane is good. 

But there’s also life in the slow lane, and it’s becoming 
harder and harder for those traveling there to gather up 
enough speed to move out. So some are being left further 
and further behind, which doesn’t settle well with folks in 
either lane. The reason is money. 

When the Pac-10 decided to jump its minimum visitors’ 
guarantee for league home football games from $75,000 to 
$125,000 two years ago, it was sending a message to the 
guys in the slow lane who had been tightly clutching the 
steering wheel for years just trying to stay on the road. 

The message was simple: Get up to speed or go park 
somewhere. 

No longer was it satisfactory for sparse crowds of 20,000 
to 29,000 to gather in Pullman, Corvallis and Eugene to 
watch the Pac-10 heavyweights. Gate receipts became 
more important numbers than touchdowns. The Pac-10 
will never break up because of a vote, but it could change 
its face when someone finally goes bankrupt. 

No one will pull over without a fight. Ever since the 
guarantee soared, the creative juices have been flowing in 
athletic departments at Oregon, Oregon State and Wash- 
ington State. 

First, Oregon proposed a dome to cover Autzen Sta- 
dium for those rainy Saturdays that presumably keep 
crowds away. Then Oregon State talked about a roof over 
part of Parker Stadium for the same reason. The roof, it 
appears, will come first, while the more expensive dome is 
still on someone's drawing board. 

Next came a cry for state aid in Oregon. Nota penny of 
state tax money goes to either of the Oregon athletic 
‘departments, while millions of tax dollars subsidize tui- 
tions and salaries for their competitors in Arizona. 

The Oregon Legislature has made it clear this should 
not change. The Oregon State Board of Higher Education 
made a, neat end run and approved $200,000 worth of 
tuition waivers at both Oregon schools last summer to 
help relieve the financial pressure, but the politicos subse- 
quently went on a public tirade. 

By Christmas, the State Board was backing down. The 
money was supposed to come from a normal, expected 
increase in enrollment, but the number of students went 
down. There was no extra money and no tuitions were 
waived. Bud Davis, the former Colorado football coach 
and chancellor of Oregon’s higher education system, was 
told to resign by Oregon Gov. Neil Goldschmidt. One of 
the reasons was the tuition waivers. 

The creative juices are still working, though. Signatures 
are being gathered for an initiative petition which would 
place a penny tax on beer and cigarettes — an old- 
fashioned sin tax — to set up a fund for intercollegiate 
athletics in Oregon. The state’s citizens are expected to 
vote on the matter in November. But this isn’t coming 
easy, either. The tax could gather nearly $3 million annu- 
ally for the Ducks and Beavers — that’s fast lane money, 
folks — and the long, hot summer was spent in war. The 
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opponent this time? Beer companies and distributors. 

Washington State has a strange story of its own. When 
Jim Livengood accepted the athletic director’s chair last 
fall, he boarded a ship that couldn't sink much further. 
The Cougs had lost their athletic director, football coach 
and basketball coach in a matter of months. They were 
spending more than they were making. Even with Jim 
Walden’s innovative attack and Will Rogers’ banter, the 
football team had not been attracting much ofa following. 

“A logical, clear-thinking, rational person would look 
at this and probably say, ‘no way’,” Livengood admitted 
shortly after taking the job. But Livengood is ready 
to make a last stand. “We can’t take two to three 
years,” he says. “We have to do it almost imme- 
diately. It’s not a matter of if we can do it — we 
have to do it.” 

Attendance didn't skyrocket during Dennis ¥ 
Erickson’s first year. Livengood says the Cougs 
generated just enough revenue on home football 
games to pay off the guarantee. “We broke even, but 
there weren't moneymakers,” he says. It was even 
worse at Oregon State, where the Beavers averaged just 
20,861 for their home games. Every time OSU played a 
league game, it cost the Beavers money. 

Life in the slow lane describes more schools than just a 
few in the Pacific Northwest. “At the NCAA convention 
in Nashville, we heard a report from.a professor of eco- 
nomics at Bradley University, who had been studying the 
NCAA for 20 years,” Livengood says. “According to his 
numbers, 35 percent of Division I programs have an aver- 
age deficit of $700,000 to $800,000.” 

Obviously those kind of numbers can’t continue very 
long, and delegates talked about two solutions, according 
to Livengood. One centered around more revenue shar- 
ing. The other was more harsh: breaking up the conferen- 
ces, “That option is so unpalatable to me,” says Liven- 
good, “I don’t even think about it.” 

But that’s exactly what athletic directors and presidents 
at schools in the fast lane are doing — thinking about it, 
and wondering if it isn’t the ultimate answer. 


IS ANYONE WATCHING? Football 
fans had to be rubbing their eyes in disbelief early last fall. 
First came a 10-7 Oregon win at Colorado. Then a 29-22 
thriller over Washington. Then a stunning 34-27 victory 
over USC. How about them Ducks? 

Suddenly Oregon and UCLA were the only unbeaten 
teams left in the Pac-10 and they were going head-to-head 
in Los Angeles. Made for television, right? Nope. This is 
the age of major markets and tradition, not who's hot. So 
what game did the fans get from ABC? USC and 
Washington, teams the Ducks had toppled in the previous 
two weeks. 

There were cries of fast-lane arm-twisting and advertiser 
power plays. Whatever the reason, the Ducks dodged TV 
and its lucrative appearance payouts all season. 

Next came an adventure with the bowl people. Same 
song, next verse. “The hardest part is to convince televi- 
sion,” one rep said about inviting Oregon. “Television 
wants attractive people. We don't let the network get their 
nose completely in our selection, but we know what they 
want to sell. If they can’t see our teams, they won't renew 
our contract.” 

The bowl representative reiterated thoughts about need- 
ing to come from a major market or having a strong 
national football tradition to pacify the networks. Which 
brings up a Catch-22 worthy of Joseph Heller: How do 
you develop a national tradition if you can’t get on televi- 
sion or go to a bowl? '

ODDSMAKER TRENDS 


Arizona is a solid road dog, going 20-5 over the last 10 
seasons. The Wildcats boast a strong spread edge over 
Oregon State (7-3) and Arizona State (11-4), but are |-4 
as a home favorite against lowly Cal... Arizona State is 
10-4 as a home dog in its last 14 tries, and 6-1 in its last 
seven versus USC and Oregon ... Cal can boast of 
success against Arizona, but not against UCLA or 
Oregon State. The Bears are 5-10 against the Bruins, 
including 1-6 as a home dog, and I-4 as a road favorite 
versus the Beavers ... Oregon State doesn’t win much, 
but has beaten the spread three straight against San Jose 
State and is 5-2 as a road dog versus Washington State 
... USC is 10-5 in its last 15 against Stanford, including 
a 6-1 record in Palo Alto ... Stanford has trouble 
against San Jose State at home, too, going 4-8 in the last 
12, The Cardinal is 5-2, though, as a road dog at UCLA 
... Washington is 5-2 in its last seven at Pullman ... 
Washington State is I-6 in its last seven as a home 
favorite, and 4-10-1 as a road dog the last three years.

The hangover came a 
couple of days later. Milburn, it turned out, still was a 
minor, needed a co-signer on his letter and didn’t have one. 

By the time he got a letter co-signed, it belonged to 
Oklahoma, not Stanford. Sometimes things work in 
strange ways. 


AROLLER COASTER TO SHREVE- 


PORT Don James goes to a bow! about as often as 
Easter comes around. True, he hasn't been to the Rose 
Bowl for six seasons (when his current freshmen were 12 
— has it been that long?), but James still gets around. Last 
November, the Huskies did indeed get around. Follow, if 
you can. 

When they lost to UCLA on Nov. 14, which left them 
6-4-1, the Dawgs resigned themselves to the horrid 
thought that their program’s treasured streak of bowl 
games would end at eight. But when Husky Athletic 
Director Mike Lude got home, he had a call waiting from 
the Aloha Bowl. The Hawaiians wanted UCLA, but since 
everyone knew the Bruins were going to the Rose Bowl, 
Washington was their second choice — win or lose to 
Washington State in their season finale. There would bea 
bowl after all. 

Hawaii is a neat place to spend December, and when 
Washington players came off the field after beating the 
Cougs the next Saturday, some were wearing leis in antici- 
pation of beaches and bikinis. But once they reached their 
locker room, there was silence. A lone television set was 
showing USC’s conquest of UCLA. The Trojans were 
going to the Rose Bowl, the Bruins were going to Hawaii. 
And Washington? 

The Huskies took a vote. It wasn’t unanimous, but they 
agreed to accept anyone’s bowl should anyone want them, 
and headed home to await their fate. 

There was a bowl, the Independence, but it didn’t 
exactly want Washington either. Rather, it would have 
preferred Texas Tech against Tulane, schools that were 
within driving distance of Shreveport, La. Texas Tech was 
playing against lowly Houston and Tulane was facing 
mighty LSU and neither game had started by the time the 

Huskies left the locker room. Tech had to lose or Tulane 
had to be blown out for Washington to get a bid. 

Tulane stayed alive with a wild 41-36 loss to LSU and 
earned one berth. Texas Tech jumped in front of Houston, 
10-0, but when the Cougars rallied for a tie, Tech was out 
and Washington, by the strangest of routes, had its ninth 
straight bowl invitation. 


SPEAKING OF TIES Arizonacoach Dick 
Tomey hopes he never hears of another one. When he 
moved from Hawaii to Tucson last year, he expected to 
either win or lose football games. But in the fifth week the 
Wildcats tied California 23-23, an improbable enough 
score for a tie. Four weeks later, it was 21-21 against 
Washington. Then in the season closer it was 24-24 against 
archrival Arizona State. 

One tie was enough and two were too many — but 
three? Tomey said he would spend the offseason trying to 
convince his peers to put in a tiebreaker. Perhaps one like

CAN WE DO THIS OVER? = Everyone 
has a moment or two he would like to relive and straighten 
out. Here are a few from last year’s Pac-10: 

e Arizona State rookie quarterback Paul Justin was 
given his first start in the Sun Devils’ league-opener at 
Washington. When Justin arrived at Husky Stadium fora 
Friday workout, writers asked about the Dawgs. “There 
ain't nothin’ we can’t do against their defense,” he said. 
The next day, Washington linebacker Bo Yates picked off 
Justin’s first pass and ran it in fora touchdown. The Dawg 
defense held -ASU to just 14 yards rushing, its worst 
performance since 1966. The Sun Devils managed just 
seven first downs and 42 offensive plays... 

e Cal coach Bruce Snyder won everyone's respect for 
his first-year job, but there was this horrifying moment in 
his second game against San Jose State. The Bears had 
just gone in front 25-24 with 27 seconds left. As Snyder 
huddled with his kickoff team, many of his exuberant 
players rushed into the end zone to celebrate the apparent 
win. Oblivious to what was going on in the end zone, 
Snyder called for a squib kick that would theoretically 
hold the Spartans and Mike Perez, their dangerous quar- 
terback, deep in their own territory. 

But the Bears were penalized 15 yards for leaving the 
bench. By the time Snyder realized what had happened, 
the special team was on the field. Out of timeouts, Snyder 
watched in horror as the ball made it only to midfield and 
was returned to the Cal 39. Two plays later Perez passed 
for the winning touchdown. 

“It was my fault. But we don't have a way to communi- 
cate to kick deep,” Snyder said later. “How often does that 
happen? No place I've been has a symbol for that.” Cal has 
one now... 

e Washington kicker Brandy Brownlee had a season of 
such moments. The SMU transfer once punted into the 
back of his blocker, missed chip shot field goals and had 
both punts and field goals blocked. After averaging just 29 
yards on six punts against Arizona, Brownlee was made a 
fulltime place kicker. Asked if there was anything left that 
possibly could happen to the luckless Brownlee, holder 
Tarn Sublett replied, “Sure. Have you ever seen those 
Charlie Brown cartoons?”

SAVED BY A MILLIMETER 4 foot- 
ball season produces countless heroics, but none last year 
was as important as the effort by Arizona State’s medical 
staff during a game with UTEP. 

Sun Devil safety Bernard Jones had come up to makea 
tackle and hit the UTEP ballcarrier headgear to headgear. 
At the same time, Jones’ head was hit from the side by two 
of his teammates, also trying to get in on the stop. While 
Jones lay limp on the field, the medical staff was in 
motion. 

“He had no movement, no feeling,” said ASU trainer 
Troy Young. “The only thing that was moving was his 
eyes.” At that time, the difference between paralysis and 
continuing a normal life without football was “less than a 
millimeter,” according to Young. 

It was a moment of crisis. Had a concerned teammate 
tried to help with even as little movement as trying to

unstrap Jones’ chinstrap “he could easily have lost his life,” 
Young said. “It’s something we teach our players, never try 
to comfort an injured athlete.” Because the Sun Devil 
players stayed away, because trainers and physicians had 
gone through preseason drills simulating such an injury 
and because they took the proper care not to move Jones’ 
head even a millimeter, he has survived without any 
paralysis.

HEISMAN WATCH 


Los Angeles has always prided itself on its rare 
collegiate novelty: Two major universities within a 
freeway of each other. USC and UCLA are so close 
that bloodlines have been crossed. It isn’t rare for 
lifelong friends and high school teammates to find 
themselves torn apart by maroon and blue. 

And in 1967, the city was in absolute ecstasy: The 
two schools were fighting fora national titleand each 
had a Heisman candidate, UCLA’s Gary Beban and 
USC’s O.J. Simpson. USC won the title and Beban 
got the Heisman. 

Twenty-one years later, the situation is repeating 
itself. UCLA and USC are both preseason top ten 
teams and could find themselves battling for the No. 
I ranking, the Pac-10 title and a Rose Bowl berth 
when they meet in Pasadena Nov. 19. That could also 
be the day Troy Aikman and Rodney Peete decide 
the Heisman battle. 

Certainly, L.A. hasn't had a pair of Heisman can- 
didates like this since 67. Aikman was the coaches” 
first team quarterback last year in balloting which 
took place before the USC game. In that game, Peete 
threw for 304 yards and two TDs and made a key 
defensive play, running down Marcus Turner on a 
long interception return to end the first half. 

Aikman and Peete enter 88 as two of the strongest 
Heisman candidates. Aikman completed 65 percent 
of his passes for 2,354 yards last year, with 16 touch- 
downs and just six interceptions, to finish second in 
the nation to Syracuse’s Don McPherson in passing 
efficiency. His 163.6 rating is the 10th-best in NCAA 
history. x 

Peete, with a dozen school records, enters ‘88 the 
most prolific passer in USC history. That may not 
sound like much for Tailback U., but the Trojans 
have produced Pat Haden, Paul McDonald and 
Sean Salisbury in the last two decades. Last season, 
he completed 60 percent of his passes for 2,460 yards, 
19 touchdowns and nine interceptions. He has pro- 
duced 43 TDs in less than three seasons, 36 passing 
and seven rushing, 

Both coaches are understandably overwhelmed by 
the abilities of their respective stars. 

Says UCLA’s Terry Donahue of Aikman: “His

talent is phenomenal, and/he has the kind of arm that 
comes along only once in a while. And the thing 
which is so impressive is that he’s so much better now 
than he was when he came to UCLA [from Okla- 
homa]. 

“He has a total grasp of the offense now and is 
seasoned. He knows the checks to make, knows what 
to do when he’s blitzed. The game experience has 
helped him tremendously. He’sa legitimate Heisman 
candidate and for the first round of the NFL draft.” 

Says USC's Larry Smith of Peete; “I've never had 
a quarterback like Rodney. He’s the most versatile 


. quarterback I’ve ever been around — he can throw 


from the pocket, throw on the sprint-out, run the 
option. And he’s so intelligent. It may be a cliche, but 
he’s like having a coach on the field. 

“That play he made in the UCLA game (running 
down Turner) typifies what kind of player Rodney is. 
I don’t know many other quarterbacks, pro or col- 
lege, who could have or would have made that play.” 

This spring, Aikman ventured over to USC's Heri- 
tage Hall for a Heisman promotional picture-taking 
session. Afterwards, he and Peete walked into the 
USC lockerroom, and the hush from the Trojans, at 
the sight of Aikman in full Bruin uniform, was a sign 
of utmost respect. UCLA’s respect for Peete was 
afforded on the field. “He’s the most dangerous 
player I faced in my four years at UCLA,” said 
graduating nose guard Terry Tumey. 

The pros, meanwhile, are slobbering over Aikman 
and pondering Peete’s possibilities. 

“Ohhh,” said New England Patriots Director of 
Player Personnel Dick Steinberg when asked about 
Aikman. “He’s a great big physical specimen. He 
reminds me of Jim Kelly. He has a great arm and 
playing a little wishbone (at Oklahoma) has helped 
his mobility. There’s no better quarterback in the 
country.” 

Peete? “Great athlete. Strong arm. Great wheels. 
He doesn’t have the size of Aikman, but heisnt going 
to be compared to Aikman or Don McPherson or 
anyone. A lot of quarterbacks like Peete are moved 
to other positions, but i don’t think he'll be one of 
them.” 

Come December, Heisman voters may be moved 
to vote for Aikman or Peete.

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SOUTHEASTERN CONFERENCE 


he Southeastern Conference standings will sport 
anew look this season, but that’s not to suggest 
Vanderbilt and Mississippi State will finally 
move from the bottom to the top. 

The change will come in the number of league games 
played. For the past decade, the ten SEC teams have been 
limited to six conference contests. While this format 
allowed attractive intersectional matchups for television 
as well as plenty of Toledos and Richmonds for sure wins, 
it spawned criticism that the league lacked a true cham- 
pion. 

Finally, in the spring of 1987, conference officials cast 
the die (or is that tied the Dye?) and the number came up 
seven — not a drastic increase, but enough to placate 
critics and still accommodate traditional rivals. Whether 
that number is a lucky seven depends on perspective. 
Georgia picks up Mississippi State. Ole Miss adds Florida. 

“I wasn't really pleased with going to a seventh confer- 
ence game,” says Ole Miss Head Coach Billy Brewer, 
whose team finished a surprising 3-8 last year. “Ole Miss 
has a number of rival games each year, maybe more than 
any other team in the SEC. | think we're going to see us 
start eliminating each other. It could hurt our bowl partic- 
ipation. I also like the idea of having that extra non- 
conference date so our teams can play cross-section games 
which tend to give our league more exposure nationwide.” 

The schools are being forced into creative scheduling. 
Few non-conference rivalries are as intense as Georgia- 
Clemson, yet the Bulldogs had to begin rotating Clemson 
and South Carolina (another traditional opponent) on a 
two-year basis because of the new conference format. 

But Georgia head coach Vince Dooley, who also plays a 
heated non-conference game with Georgia Tech every 
year, favors the additional conference contest. “I think it 
would make the conference champion more representa- 
tive,” he said. “That’s been one of the shortfalls. I never 
thought we played enough conference games when we 
played six. Any more than seven, though, would hurt us.” 

Oddly, Georgia is one reason the conference eventually 
changed its schedule. In 1979, the Bulldogs were on the 
verge of winning the league title with what would have 
been a 7-4 overall record. They began the season with three 
straight non-conference losses but were 5-0 in the SEC 
going into the Auburn game. A victory would have sent 
them to New Orleans. Auburn won 33-13 and the confer- 
ence breathed a sigh of relief. Georgia finished at 6-5 witha 
schedule that did not include Alabama or Tennessee. 

Auburn, however, won last year’s crown with Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia and Tennessee on its slate. 

Some coaches believe the extra game this season will 
have serious implications when it comes to the polls. The 
league already is tough enough, they say. The last 
unbeaten and untied team to win the SEC title was 
Auburn in 1983. 

“What has been done with the schedule is good for 
validating the conference champion,” said Alabama coach 
Bill Curry. “But it’s probably going to make it more 
difficult for a team to win the national championship. 
Everybody in this league is tough.” 

LSU coach Mike Archer agrees: “Adding a seventh 
game will make it very difficult fora member of the SEC to 
win a national championship. We'll be beating each other 
up.” 

The coaches have a point. Despite a proliferation of 
league teams in the polls and bowls, the last national 
champion from the SEC was Georgia in 1980. 

Another intent of the new format is to ensure that each 
team meets the other nine at least once every four years. 
The basic schedule already allows for five “traditional 
opponenis.” Until now, one of the remaining teams 
rotated on the schedule every two years. Now two teams 
will rotate. The league likely will remain with this system at 
least through one four-year cycle. If the damage is too 
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great, a change can be made.

Commissioner Harvey 
Schiller, a former faculty rep to 
the NCAA at the Air Force 
Academy, abruptly quit his post 
after two years to become exec- 
utive director of the United 
States Olympic Committee. 
Then, two months after taking 
the job, he quit again to return to 
the SEC, leaving officials of both 
organizations shaking their heads. 

Said Vanderbilt Athletic Director Roy Kramer, con- 
sidered a prime candidate to fill the commissioner's job 
before Schiller returned: “I’m surprised. The way it hap- 
pened doesn't say much for our conference.” 

Georgia coach and Athletic Director Vince Dooley 
took a different route: “I’m glad he decided to come back. 
Only a fool refuses to admit he made a mistake and doesn't 
try to correct it. I think the fact that Harvey came back 
speaks well for the conference.” 


THE HEART OF THE MATTER 3 He 
didn’t know it at the time, but the chest pains Dooley felt 
while his team trailed 14-0 and 21-7 at Vanderbilt were 
more than just anxiety. Dooley, as he would later be told, 
was on the threshold of a heart attack. Two arteries on the 
side of his heart had become partially blocked. (Georgia, 
by the way, regrouped to defeat Vanderbilt 52-24.) 

When the pain did not cease by Monday morning, 
Dooley called his doctor. A dye test revealed the blockage. 
That night he was admitted to Emory Hospital in Atlanta. 
The following morning he had an angioplasty procedure 
to clear out the arteries. 

Said wife Barbara: “When they brought him back into 
the room after the procedure, he said, ‘It was fourth down 
and two yards to go, but I made it.’ I'll lobby against him 
coaching Saturday, but I'll probably lose it.” , 

She did. On Thursday, Dooley returned to the practice 
field. On Saturday, he was on the sidelines as Georgia 
defeated Kentucky 17-14 in a heart-stopping game. __ 

Offensive guard Mack Burroughs awarded Dooley the 
game ball, saying, “We're just glad you didn’t keel over.” 

Dooley’s adventure did not stop there. Three months 
later he underwent a routine followup procedure that 
revealed still more blockage. He was admitted overnight 
for another angioplasty. When he came out, he had to deal 
with rumors of his retirement. He brushed them off to 
“recruiting talk.” Said Dooley: “I'll take it as a compli- 
ment. They tried to retire Bear Bryant for 15 years.”

Smith spent one year with the Kansas City Chiefs after 
helping Terry Donahue install a balanced, pro-style attack 
at UCLA.

Said Smith, “I remember Bill when he played at Georgia 
Tech, and I've known him for the past decade. One of the 
most tempting things about the offer was just the ring of 
the word ‘Alabama.’” 

Curry won't say yet if the Tide will incorporate the 
wishbone into its attack this year. 

At Ole Miss, head coach Billy Brewer fired four assis- 
tants in the wake of a dismal 3-8 campaign and brought in 

Parker, previously the head man at Delta State, to run the 
offense. His task: to jump-start a unit which scored more 
than 20 points just four times last season. 

Parker’s resume includes four years as the head coach at 
Clemson (1973-76), where he was named ACC coach of 


the year in 1974.

His decision to try a sweep on the goal line against 
Alabama a few years ago spawned jokes like“How do you 
get to the Liberty Bowl (Auburn’s consolation prize)? Just 
go to the Alabama one-yard line and turn right.” 

He is perhaps most famous for forgetting wide receiver 
Scott Bolton’s name while setting up a reverse in the 1986 
Alabama game. Wide receiver Lawyer Tillman, who had 
practiced the play just once all year, ended up with the ball 
and somehow managed to score the winning touchdown. 

“I once heard coach (Bear) Bryant call for Lee Roy 
Jordan in a game, when Lee Roy had been gone from 

Alabama for five years,” Dye said. “That didnt mean 
coach Bryant was a bad football coach.” 

The criticism, says Dye, doesn’t bother him. Besides, he 
says, “I get on myself a whole lot more than what the 
public says, or the press.”

Bill Curry, Alabama 
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was the best freshman running back this side of Florida’s 
Emmitt Smith.

He 
also returned 16 kickoffs at 20.4 a pop. 

The 6-0, 210-pound Knoxville native has inspired com- 
parisons to Tony Dorsett, especially since Majors was 
the coach at Pitt when Tony D. was rushing for a 
grand a year en route to a Heisman. a‘ 

“I had no idea he'd be this effective, this 
outstanding as a freshman,” said Majors of 
Cobb. “We didn’t even know last year ifhe’d | 
play fullback or tailback. We wouldn't have 
wona few games this year without him. You 
don’t notice until you look back at the films, 
but Cobb has good natural moves. He 
wastes as little motion as anyone I've seen, 
with the exception of Dorsett.” 

Cobb prefers comparisons to Dorsett’s 
former Dallas Cowboys teammate Her- 
schel Walker,whom Cobb saw pummel 
Tennessee with 84 yards rushing and two 
TDs in his debut for Georgia back in 1980. 
Cobb, then in junior high, immediately 
changed his jersey number to 34. 

Cobb’s first game was perhaps more aus- 
picious than Walker's. He romped for 138 
yards against lowa in the Kickoff Classic on 
national TV and was named the game’s most 
valuable player. He later capped the Vols’ 
10-2-1 season with the winning TD against Indi- 
ana in the Peach Bowl. 

Tennessee is high enough on Cobb to push him for the 
Heisman Trophy at the same time they're nudging quar- 
terback Jeff Francis. With Emmitt Smith and Bobby 
Humphrey in the same conference, it’s a simple case of 
thinking ahead.

The Vanderbilt quarterback is truly one of the most 
versatile signal-callers in the country, a young man 
who can throw as well as run and did both exception- 
ally well last season. He led the SEC in passing effi- 
ciency and total offense last season with 2,219 yards, 
fifth best in the nation. If Syracuse play-alike Don 
McPherson was Heisman runnerup to Tim Brown last 
season, what does that make Jones? 

Would you believe fifth-best in the SEC? 

The conference is loaded with Heisman candidates. 
Want a better passer? Try LSU’s Tom Hodson or the 
vastly underrated Jeff Francis of Tennessge. Want a 
premier runner? Tab Alabama’s Bobby Humphrey or 
Florida’s Emmitt Smith. 

No conference can boast of the depth of top-notch 
quality like the SEC, a fact which probably mitigates 
against any of the contenders being a strong early 
favorite for the award. If voting blocs exist, and past 
Heisman trends indicate they do, then the SEC Heis- 
man picture will be a multiple image. 

Given less competition, each could stand out as the 
candidate: 

Hodson: The 6-3, 195-pound junior has passed for 
4,386 yards in two seasons as the Tigers’ starter, com- 
pleting 60 percent of his passes, throwing for 34 touch- 
downs and just 17 interceptions. He’s been the SEC 
first-team choice two straight years, against such com- 
petition as Francis, Florida’s Kerwin Bell and Au- 
burn’s Jeff Burger. He needs slightly more than 2,500 
yards passing this season to become the Tigers’ all-time 
passing leader with one more season to go, and he has a 
19-4-1 record in two seasons. 

Francis: The 6-4, 210-pound senior has been eclipsed 
by Hodson because he’s a bit more Jow-key. But con- 
sider who’s been getting the ball downfield to all of 
those fleet Vol receivers the last two seasons. He’s 
thrown for 3,634 yards in his two seasons, last year 
completing 60 percent of his passes for 1,512 yards in 
an offense that went underground behind freshman 
tailback Reggie Cobb. Francis needs just 194 yards to 
become the Vols’ all-time leading passer. 

Humphrey: Probably the best-known of the group, 


Humphrey has already been a two-time All-American, 


and he’s a consensus pre-season pick for ‘88. In the 
storied history of ‘Bama football, Humphrey ranks at 
the top of the list, eclipsing the legendary Johnny 
Musso for the all-time Tide rushing record. The lad 
who once sold Cokes at Legion Stadium, and turned 
his back on the drug and gang scene around Bir- 
mingham as a youth, ran for 1,255 yards, caught 22 
passes, scored 13 touchdowns and completed his only 
pass attempt for 57 yards. If ever a young man stood 
for something, it’s Humphrey. 

Smith: The front-runner, so to speak, because he 
was such a media sensation last season as a freshman. 
He finished ninth in the Heisman balloting and joined 
past Heisman winners Herschel Walker and Tony 
Dorsett as the only frosh to run for more than 1,300 
yards (1,341, the SEC leader). He set seasonal and 
one-game (224 yards) Gator records and is a cinch to 
break the school career rushing record (3,234) by the® 
time he’s a junior. With Bell gone and Miami lacking 
big name players, he’s a focal point in South Florida. 

The pros are all bullish on this quartet, too. Hum- 
phrey is a projected first-round pick and Francis has 
pro dimensions if not the pro-type stats. Smith and 
Hodson figure strongly as future choices. 

“Humphrey's a great back,” said Dick Steinberg, the 
ace player personnel director for the New England 
Patriots. “He has speed, power, can catch and block. 
He’s the kind of productive, multi-dimensional runner 
you love. Francis has thrown for a lot of yards, and 
none of those fleet receivers have outran his arm yet. 
That says something.” 

Where this leaves Jones remains to be seen. Vandy 
Coach Watson Brown began pushing his quarterback 
for the award a year ago. “He deserves the chance to 
compete for it,” said Brown. “He was No. | in every 
statistical category a quarterback can be in the SEC 
and the Birmingham Touchdown Club named him the 
SEC back of the year with Humphrey in its own 
backyard. 

“He means everything to our team. It’s a quarter- 
back’s offense. If he’s successful, we're successful."As 
good as he may be, it probably won't translate into 
Heisman votes.

he first three years Jackie Sherrill was coach 
of Texas A&M, the only talk that put the 
~ terms “dynasty” and “Aggies” in the same sen- 
tence was sarcastic. Back then, the state’s best 
Aggie jokes were on the Aggie football team. 

“How much do Aggies have to pay a football coach to 
go 5-6, 5-5-1, and 6-5?” the joke went. The answer in 
Sherrill’s case was his $267,000-per-year, five-year rollover 
contract. 

Sherrill advised his Southwest Conference opponents, 
critics and comedians to “get their licks in while they can.” 

They didn’t. And now that Sherrill and the Aggies have 
laughed all the way to three consecutive Cotton Bowl 
appearances, A&M’s opponents are wondering if the 
Aggies will ever again be anything less than the league 
favorites. After all, this is the team that won the Cotton 
Bow! last year in a season Sherrill called a rebuilding year. 
He had had to replace 12 starters, including five All-SWC 
players. 

“T hate to say this,” Sherrill said, “but 1 feel like we're 
going to be even better next year than this year. It doesn't 
seem possible, but when you look at the makeup of our 
lineup and number of upperclassmen we have, we're very 
= youngat the skill positions. 1 wouldn't hesitate to say we'll 
be even better next year.” With 13 starters and 50 letter- 
men back, one can understand his optimism. 

It’s bad news for the SWC. 

The only thing which seems to be standing in the way of 
Texas A&M and the kind of national exposure Sherrill 
wants is an NCAA investigation, which went from threat 
to reality this spring with a preliminary NCAA report of 
numerous recruiting violations. It will be awhile, though, 
before this reality hits. Notre Dame hadn't even left the 
Cotton Bowl field before Sherrill was fielding questions 
about A&M’s chances for this season’s national cham- 
pionship. 

The Aggies should have the preseason ranking to make 
aNo. | climb feasible, but they also have a nonconference 
schedule that makes an undefeated run unlikely. A&M 
opens in the Kickoff Classic against Nebraska in the Mea- 
dowlands on Aug. 27. Other big nonconference games will 
be played at Louisiana State, at home against Sherrill’s 
alma mater, Alabama, and at Oklahoma State. 

“It’s going to be tough for us to go undefeated, let’s face 
it,” says Sherrill. “But I think that the public is more aware 
of the difficulty of the schedule you play, and I hope those 
that vote in the polls are aware. I look at teams last year 
like UCLA that didn’t have great records, but I still think 
they were viewed as a good program because they played 
tough teams and they played on TV every week.” 

UCLA was merely 10-2, which sort of indicates what 
Sherrill considers a great record. 

Sherrill said he will take the heat for scheduling should 
the Aggies fall just short of a national title. “A lot of people 
would have dodged and not taken the Kickoff Classic,” 
Sherrill says. “But I say if you're going to be judged on the 
level with such teams as Nebraska then you have to play 
on their level. We earned our right to be regarded as a 
good football program that could play in that game. 
Games like this are going to be on TV and expose you to 
the press from other parts of the country. People get to see 
you, and that’s very important. The only drawback — and 
it’s a big one — is if you get’one or two players hurt.” 

That would force the Aggies to draw deeper into their 
well of young talent, but Sherrill says the bottom line 
behind a challenging schedule is to toughen his team for a 
run at a fourth Cotton Bowl berth. “Those games are 
going to help us, no question,” Sherrill says. “We'll be 
playing with a team that already has been to play 
Nebraska, already has been to play Alabama and Okla- 
homa State. You can’t help but get up for games like that, 
and those are the big games that make you a good team.” 
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The rest of the SWC is not looking forward to seeing an 
A&M program capable of improving on three consecutive 
conference crowns. 


MR. MOM) when Texas A&M's All-America 
linebacker John Roper didn’t enroll for the school’s 
second semester last year and missed spring football drills, 
coach Jackie Sherrill didn’t panic. 

Roper became a new father during last school year, and 
he took a semester off to care for his child and do the 
housework while his wife attended medical school. Rop- 
er’s eligibility is intact since he has averaged 12 hours per 
semester and has shown progress toward his degree in 
industrial education. 

Sherrill says he is not worried that keeping house and 
changing diapers will turn his 6-2, 220-pound Butkus 
Award contender into a sissy. After all, Roper was the 
league’s defensive player of the year. He made 104 tackles 
last season, with 15 sacks. Eleven of his tackles were for 
losses. 


UNEASY SEASON Baylor defensive play- 
ers may make fewer trips to the trainer after practice this 
season. Bobby Sign is finally eligible. 

Sign, a 6-3, 290-pound three-year starter at center for 
Pitt, transferred to Baylor and spent his mandatory year of 
ineligibility terrorizing the Bears in practice. His team- 
mates quickly found that transferring and sitting out a 
year was making Sign a Bear sooner than expected. 

In one of Sign’s first practices he bowled over a Baylor 
linebacker in a one-on-one blocking drill. The linebacker 
demanded another chance, and Sign obliged by flattening 
him again. In disbelief, the linebacker again asked his 
coaches for another try, and again Sign dropped him to 
the ground. 

Sign helped the linebacker to his feet and taunted him: 
“I’m going to be your worst nightmare for the next year 
and a half.” 

Sign is a senior with just one year of eligibility left, but 
Baylor coach Grant Teaff thinks he'll be the Southwest 
Conference’s nightmare now. Sign made several All- 
America teams at Pitt, and Teaff says he should be the 
favorite to make all-conference center even though he has 
never played in the league. 

Sign says Teaff saved his life by offering him a scholar- 
ship when he wanted to leave Pitt because he couldn't 
adapt to the coaching philosophies of first-year coach 
Mike Gottfried. 


STRANGE ASSIST Texas coach David 
McWilliams made last year’s best conference recruiting 
haul, but not without help from an unlikely source. 

The Southwest Conference office has asked the coaches 
to show a better spirit of cooperation to try to keep Texas” 
high school talent from bolting to other national programs 
that recruit heavily in the state. League commissioner 
Fred Jacoby didn’t realize he was creating a closet Long- 
horn fan in Aggieland. “I told kids to go to Texas,” Texas 
A&M coach Jackie Sherrill says — as long as the kids had 
already ruled out A&M. 

Texas signed blue chip defensive end Tommy Jeter, and 
sure enough, Sherrill says, “The first time I met Tommy 


» Jeter he was talking about Notre Dame and Penn State, 


but I told him to stay home. I’m happy for Texas, I really 
am. I want kids to stay in the conference.” 

Sherrill concedes that his help allowed the Longhorns 
to have a better recruiting year than the Aggies, who 
already had stockpiled the best talent from the previous 
few years. But he says he doesn’t mind. “I'll let them have 
today as long as we win on Turkey Day (the annual 
meeting between Texas and A&M),” Sherrill says. “Tur- 
key Day is the day that counts.”

Gregg made a quick start, building a staff and signing 
his first 10 players to scholarships in his first month, This 
season the NCAA scholarship limits allow SMU to sign 25 
more players to scholarships. 

The team’s best prospects will spend the year in the 
weight room and working on skills. Some of the top 
in-state recruits include quarterbacks Casey Clyce from 
Highland Park High School near the SMU campus, 
Daniel Echols of Friona High School, and Mike Romo of 
San Antonio Roosevelt. The three have a good start at 
protection with lineman Trey Cowan of Wichita Falls 

High School. He should take up a good chunk of the 
team’s line at 6-7 and 310. 

But Gregg’s best addition to the newborn team may bea 
policy that he set down the first day at SMU when he took 
the job at a press conference. Gregg, still an imposing 
figure long after his playing days, was asked what he 
would do if he found out someone was cheating to get 


SMU players again. 
“I'd smack ‘em in the mouth,” Gregg said without hesi- 


tation. 

PAR-DEE! PAR-DEE! 
fans in Houston were calling new coach Jack Pardee’s 
run-and-shoot attack the “Pardee Time” offense last year. 
The Cougars went from averaging a conference-low 96.6 
passing yards per game in 1986 to leading the league with 
296.8 passing yards per game last season. 

The Cougars return the top three receivers in the league, 
ranked by average reception. Jason Phillips led the nation 
with 99 catches, averaging 8.8 yards per reception and 
scoring three touchdowns. Kimble Anders caught 61 


It’s no wonder the 
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passes for an 1 1.6-yard average and six touchdowns. And 
James Dixon had 59 catches, an 11.2-yard average and 
three touchdowns. 

Such passing may have been a welcome relief. Yet it 
may have left some fans yearning for previous coach Bill 
Yeoman’s era. The Cougars improved from !-10 in 1986 to 

«4-6-1 last year, but they may need to find some middle 
ground between the mostly-rush and mostly-pass strate- 
gies. They rushed for 62 percent of their yardage in 1986 
and passed for 80 percent of it last year. 


SPEAKING OF PASSING Arkansas 
fans became disenchanted with the Razorbacks last year 
after Coach Ken Hatfield predicted a conference cham- 
pionship and settled for second. They were especially con- 
cerned with the play-calling. 

Hatfield is a zealous Christian who claims everything he 
has learned has come from the Bible, including his “Flex- 
bone” offense. Fans’ approval of Hatfield’s offense was 
less than heavenly after the Razorbacks never passed in 
the last three quarters of a 16-14 loss.to Texas. Then ina 
14-0 loss to Texas A&M, they failed to complete a pass 
until the fourth quarter. 

Fans assessed the Hatfield offense with a joke. “Why 
does it take Hatfield seven hours to make the three-hour 
trip from Little Rock to Fayetteville? He refuses to pass.” 

The lack of air time prompted a workout visit from 
Arkansas Athletic Director Frank Broyles, who said Hat- 
field assured him he would never be caught in a situation 
without a passing quarterback again. 


COLOR HIM BROWN ... OR

thought it was a good sign for Longhorns tailback Eric 
Metcalf when Notre Dame’s Tim Brown won the Heis- 
man Trophy last year. “That sets a precedent because Eric 
Metcalf fits into that same mold,” McWilliams said of his 
rushing-receiving-returning threat. 

Metcalf not only has the Brown season in his favor, but 
the “running back genes” of his father, Terry Metcalf, who 
gained 9,978 all-purpose yards during his NFL career with 
the St. Louis Cardinals. The elder Metcalf, of course, 
never challenged for the Heisman during his career at 
Long Beach State, but that doesn't stop Eric from 

» dreaming. 
Metcalf became the Longhorns’ first 1,000-yard rusher

per kickoff return. ‘ 

The only problem is that Metcalf is also a quality long 
jumper who plans to participate in July’s Olympic trials. If 
he’s fortunate enough to make the team, he would miss fall 
drills and wouldn't be back from Seoul, South Korea, 
until the second week in October. He would likely redshirt 
in 88 and then face a decision on returning in 89 or 
entering the NFL draft. 


OLD FRIENDS Texas Tech’s starting back- 
field of Ervin Farris and James Gray have a relationship 
that is both lengthy and deep. They went to Trimble Tech 
in Fort Worth for four years and came to Tech together in 
1985. They've been roommates ever since. 

And friends, especially after fullback Farris underwent 
a personal tragedy in 1986. His mother died and Farris 
went into a very deep depression. “I lost interest in life,” he 
said. “My mother and I were close. For a month after she 
died, | couldn't function. I was completely gone.” 

He was ready to drop out of schoo when tailback Gray 
intervened. He reminded Farris of some basic realities — 
unemployment was up in Texas, he needed a degree, and 
he needed to face life. He also stuck by Farris and said he'd 
be there regardless of which decision Farris made. 

Farris decided to stay. “He stuck it out with me,” said 
Farris. “I was pleased to have comfort from a good 
buddy.”

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ynasty. It’s a word most often associated with 
great sports teams like the Green Bay Packers, 
Boston Celtics or Pittsburgh Steelers. And 
while it may be stretching things to pin it on the 

tail of the Clemson Tigers, it does seem to fit. 

The Tigers have become the constant by which the 
Atlantic Coast Conference is judged. There isn't another 
team in the eight-team conference with the rate of success, 
strong image or national power of Clemson. 

Clemson claimed the national title in 1981 with a 12-0 
record, topped by an Orange Bowl win over Nebraska. 
They've won four of the last five ACC titles they've been 
eligible for (they were barred in 1983 and 1984 thanks to 
NCAA probation). They've gone 61-16~4 the last seven 
seasons, a .753 percentage that makes them one of the ten 
winningest teams in the nation over that period. 

The 12-0 record of 1981 was followed by 9-1-1 records in 
°82 and ’83. They went 8-2-2 in 1986 and culminated a 10-2 
season in ’87 with a big bow! win over the reigning national 
champ, Penn State. 

Coach Danny Ford’s record is 76-25-4, which makes 
him No. 6 on the list of active coaches. And the Tigers have 
even managed to overcome the stigma of the NCAA 
probation which extended over three seasons. 

Part of the Tigers’ success can be traced to a lack of 

_ power elsewhere in the conference. Maryland and North 

~ Carolina have both suffered in recent years and no longer 
pack a national punch, and other challenges — North 
Carolina State in 1986, Virginia in 1987 — seem to be 
one-year efforts. 

So it’s Clemson and the rest, which in some places might 
spell d-y-n-a-s-t-y. Ford doesn’t back down from the 
praise and recognition, but he isn’t ready to accept that 
seven-letter word. 

“We've had two good years, but we're far from a dy- 
nasty,” said Ford. “When I think of a dynasty, I think of 
the Pittsburgh Steelers or Boston Celtics. We haven't been 
unbeaten in our league since 1983, so you can’t call us a 
dynasty. We've been the most successful ACC team the 
last two years, but we have to string together a few more 
years of conference championships before we can start 
talking dynasty. 

“We were just 4-3 three years ago (1985). With scholar- 
ship limitations and other programs’ commitment to 
excellence, something like that is hard to accomplish. You 
can't call us a dynasty just yet.” 

The key phrase there is “just yet.” 

Clemson was almost apologetic for last year’s 10-2 sea- 
son, because expectations were focused on a repeat of 
1981. The offense was set, the defense had an All-America 
named Perry, and eight of 11 games were in noisy Death 
Valley. But the team stumbled against North Carolina 
State and South Carolina. 

The memory was eased by the Tigers’ overwhelming 
35-10 rout of Penn State in the Citrus Bowl, which set 
Clemson up for another season of Great Expectations in 
1988. 

The Tigers are the easy favorites to win the ACC. A 
national championship is a longshot at best, but it was a 
much longer shot in 1981. Clemson has 18 starters back 
and, with the exception of the defensive line, they're back 
in all the important places. 

Quarterback Rodney Williams may not win many style 
points, but he wins plenty of games. The Tigers have 
terrific tailbacks in Wesley McFadden, Terry Allen and 
Joe Henderson. Matched with fullback Tracy Johnson, 
the Clemson option game should be a bulldozer. 

So the Tigers lost All-America placekicker David 
Treadwell? They signed the best prep kicker in the coun- 
try, Chris Gardocki of Stone Mountain, Ga. On defense, 
there’s cornerback Donnell Woolford, a rising senior who 
Ford, normally reserved in his praise, has called the best 
player he’s ever coached.

The Tigers had another great recruiting season and were 
ranked as high as second nationally by some recruiting 
services. Clemson can go into Georgia and often beat 
Georgia and Vince Dooley. The Tigers have always picked 
from the best in North Carolina. This year, Clemson 
expanded its recruiting and signed players from 11 states. 
The Tigers even have a walk-on coming from Seattle.

Chip Rives didn’t make the All-Atlantic Coast Conference 
football team last season but he was everyone’s All- 
American. Rives was one of eight athletes honored as 
Sportsmen of the Year by Sports Illustrated magazine, 
one of the highest honors an athlete in this country can 
win. 

When Rives isn't in class at Wake Forest or toting the 
football for coach Bill Dooley, he has found time to play 
Santa Claus to many underprivileged kids in the Winston- 
Salem, N.C., area. Two years ago, Rives raised more than 
$3,000 for Christmas toys and personally delivered them 
to 45 families. Last year he went over the $5,000 mark and 
spread the good cheer to 90 families. Long after the Wake 
Forest campus closed for the holidays, Rives hung 
around, putting on his Santa suit and making the rounds, 
touching the hearts of children who were facing an other- 
wise bleak Christmas. 

When Sports Illustrated called last fall, Rives thought 
they just wanted to doa story about his generous spirit. He 
didn’t know he would be on the receiving end of such a 
prestigious honor. The day the magazine hit the news- 
stands, Rives got a call from managing editor Mark Mul- 
voy informing him of his honor. “Needless to say, it came 
as quite a shock,” Rives says. 

The publicity helped. Sports Illustrated made a $2,500 
donation and he’s received letters and donations from 
around the country. By March, he already had nearly 
$5,000 in the bank for Christmas toys. 

Rives, who has completed his eligibility, has no plans to 
stop his gift-giving. He.appreciates the perspective it has 
given him, especially considering the sometime tunnel 
vision of college football. 

“It has helped me,” he said. “When I see the things I see 
at Christmas, everything else pales. It makes me feel pretty 
good. I’ma lot more proud of being known for that than 
for being a football player. It’s fun to see the program in 
action.”

Anderson usually 
didn't go very long and often had to excuse himself for a 
day or two. 

But Anderson persevered, determined to beat his illness. 
When the Terps went to West Virginia midway through 
the season, Anderson was well enough to play. He carried 
twice for seven yards in the Terps’ upset and he was 
awarded the game ball. 

Anderson returned to the sidelines at the end of the 
season and continued his treatments. He missed most of

It’s no secret that he’s not a great passer 
and his running skills wouldn't get him the quarterback 
jobat Oklahoma. But Williams has the uncanny knack of 
winning football games.

When Wil- 
liams had an especially bad game in the regular- 
season showdown at South Carolina — which 
included his throwing a game-breaking inter- 
ception that was returned for a touchdown 
— the Gamecock fans serenaded him with 
chants of “Rodney, Rodney” at the end of

FENNER UPDATE two 
years ago, tailback Derrick Fenner added 
his name to the list of great running backs 
that have made the University of North 
Carolina the top producer of 1,000-yard 
rushers in the hisory of college football. He 
ranked fifth nationally in rushing, having 
ey = gained 1,250 yards. He set a school record with 
328 yards in a game against Virginia and he had 
six 100-yard games to his credit. 
Since then, his life has been a prime-time crime 
drama. 

In 1987, Fenner was arrested and charged with 
murder in a drug-related shooting. He¢-also faced 

cocaine possession charges and a weapons charge. 
Fenner spent last season caught in the tangle of his 
legal problems. Last winter, the murder charge against 
him was dropped due to insufficient evidence. Fenner 
later pleaded guilty to the cocaine possession charge. 

Just where that left his football career was uncertain in 
late February. Fenner, who had lost his academic eligibil- 
ity, had applied for readmission and was taking corres- 
pondence courses from his Maryland home. 

New football coach Mack Brown remained noncom- 
mittal about Fenner’s status with the program but athletic 
director John Swofford said that even if Fenner were 
readmitted to school this fall, he would strongly suggest 
that Fenner not try to play football until at least the 1989 
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season. 


CAROLINA BROWN fre Fenner situa- 


tion wasn’t the only ugly problem that beset the North 
Carolina football program last season. As the Tar Heels 
sank deeper into mediocrity last season, the outcry against 
coach Dick Crum rose. 

It became a nasty situation for the school which prides 
itself on not firing coaches. In the final weeks of the season, 
the status of Crum, who had four years left on a 10-year 
contract, dominated the local scene. Newspapers reported 
Crum would be fired while Crum insisted he wouldn't 
leave. 

As the season came crashing down at the end with UNC 
losing its last three games to finish 5-6, Crum and the 
university announced his resignation on Nov. 30. In 
resigning, Crum received an $800,000 payoff that re- 
mained his even after he later accepted the head coaching 
job at Kent State. 

It was a bitter time for the image-conscious school but 
the football program had lost much support. Crum, who 
led the Tar Heels to three straight bowl victories early in 
his career, beat just one team that finished better than .500 
in his last four seasons. His team went |-5 at home in 1987 
although his record at North Carolina was 72-41-3. 

Fairly or not, fans didn’t like Crum’s dull derheanor. 
His personality became an issue in the furor. 

That problem evidently was solved with the hiring of 
former Tulane head coach Mack Brown, a popular, per- 
sonable young coach. He gets the unhappy introduction of 
facing South Carolina, Oklahoma and Auburn in three of 


his first four games this season. 
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Brown’s career record (three years at Tulane, one at 
Appalachian State) is 17-28. He promises to please the Tar 
Heel fans by using a wide-open offense as soon as he finds 
a quarterback.

nly a few years ago everybody from Bryant 

Gumbel to Barry Switzer was attacking the 

Western Athletic Conference — home of Bo 

Diddley Tech — and all because BYU had the 

audacity to go unbeaten and win the 1984 national cham- 

pionship. Four years later, how do we find the bullyragged 
WAC and its poor-boy image? 

If nothing else, the league is certainly holding its head 
higher these days, particularly after the events of 1987, its 
silver anniversary season. A league-record three teams — 
Air Force, BYU and Wyoming — won bow! berths (if not 
the bowls themselves); the WAC dominated the national 
passing statistics and produced the NCAA's all-time 
career passing yardage leader; for the second consecutive 
year, the WAC produced the Outland Trophy winner; 
and, miracle of miracles, for the second straight year 
somebody besides BYU actually won the conference 
championship. 

“TI think we've outgrown our image problems in the ’80s 
by a long shot,” says WAC commissioner Joe Kearney, 

. who, as proof, proceeds to outline the league's credentials 
in this decade: three national Coach of the Year winners 
(BYU’s LaVell Edwards, Air Force’s Ken Hatfield and 
Fisher DeBerry); two Outland winners (BYU's Jason 
Buck and Air Force’s Chad Hennings); a Heisman Trophy 
runner-up (BYU’s Steve Young); a long list of NCAA 
offensive leaders and records; one national champion; 
regular appearances in the Top 20 (by BYU and Air 
Force); etc. 

“We're doing things that a young, growing conference 
does,” says Kearney. BYU head coach LaVell Edwards, 
who has been in the WAC since its inception in 1962, 
agrees. “The WAC is getting better, and | think it just 
comes with maturity and age. It has just taken time.” 

But whether all this translates into an improved image is 
difficult to tell. “Among the coaches, I think the WAC is 
well-respected,” says Utah coach Jim Fassel. “But among 
the media and fans, because of population and exposure, 
it’s not held in high esteem.” 

The WAC, the youngest of the country’s seven so-called 
TV conferences, has been forced to overcome a number of 
unique problems besides its youth, not the least of which is 
location, “The reason people don’t know more about the 
WAC is because of where we're located,” says DeBerry. 
“We're in unpopulated areas, And also most of our games 
are on Saturday night, and the East Coast doesn’t get (the 
results of) our games.” 

While a Boston College can come out of nowhere to 
climb into the Top 10, ittook BYU more than a decade to 
get the same recognition even while regularly winning 11 
games a season. Aside from that, the WAC’s location 
hampers its recruiting efforts. Only one WAC school (San 
Diego State) is located ina large metropolitan area from 
which to draw talent. 

Nevertheless, DeBerry, among others, says, “The league 
has improved immeasurably since I've been in the league. 
The difference is the caliber of players. There is better 
recruiting in the WAC because of the notoriety we've 
gained in recent years. Look at the NFL rosters. The 
league is very well represented.” 

“Top to bottom, the teams have gotten so much better 
just since I got here,” says Fassel, who is in his fourth year 
at Utah. 

Says Edwards, “A lot of things have helped improve the 
talent — the 30-scholarship rule, exposure, improved facil- 
ities around the league, better coaches, plus I think there 
are more good players out there. Some say the talent is 
more diluted and that might be true, but you also see more 
good teams.” 

And none too soon, some would say. If there is anything 
that has marked the WAC, it has been dynasties. First it 
was Arizona State, which won or shared five titles from 
1969 to 1973. Then BYU won or shared 10 straight titles, a

streak that didn't end until 1986. 

BYU’s dominance was both a blessing and a curse 
for the WAC. While the Cougars have brought 
recognition to the league, they also have cast doubt 
on the overall strength of the league, often with justi- 
fication. That has changed in recent years. The Cou- 
gars no longer roll over their WAC rivals. In the last 
three years they've lost to UTEP, Colorado State, San 
Diego State and Wyoming, and the latter two teams 
have won the league title, Last year the WAC race 
was a four-team chase to the wire. 

“For so many years there was sucha wide differ- 
ence between the best and worst teams,” says 
Edwards. “Now UTEP is up off the floor, and the 
sixth, seventh and eighth teams can give trouble 
to anyone, There are not a lot of one-sided 
games anymore.” 

If the Cougars’ dynasty is finished, it is not 
without a legacy. Much of the WAC has 
adopted the famed BYU pass attack in 
recent years, apparently believing that if you 
can't beat ‘em, you gotta join ‘em. Five of the 
top nine passing teams in the country last year 
were from the WAC. The WAC has always b 
open, prolific offense, but there has been a flip 
league has the worst defenses since Rocky Balboa. Last 
season, to name a fairly typical season of late, four WAC 
teams ranked among the 13 worst defenses in the nation, 
giving up at least 418 yards and 30 points a game. None of 
which helps the WAC’s image or its ventures into noncon- 
ference play. 

Says Fassel, “The defenses are not necessarily poor; 
they just have to play against great offenses that can move 
the ball on anyone.” But Fassel also adds, “The WAC is in 
that medium range in talent. The Pac-10 and Big Eight get 
the big strong players. They play conservative muscle 
football. We can’t line up and win in the trenches. We have 
to open up. Passing is the equalizer.” However, defense is 
another matter, “On offense, you can be mismatched and 
still move the ball; on defense, there’s no place to hide,” 
says Fassel. 
~ Ayearago, BYU, Wyoming and Air Force all produced 
plenty of offense in their bowl games, but came away 
losers by the narrowest of margins. The WAC could be 
back for more in ’88, although the status of defending 
champion Wyoming is uncertain. The Cowboys lost their 
top two quarterbacks, their top five receivers and their 
career rushing leader to graduation. Air Force and UTEP, 
coming off fine seasons, return almost everyone, including 
two standout runners — the Falcons’ Dee Dowis, who set 
an NCAA rushing record for quarterbacks, and the Min- 
ers’ John Harvey. BYU returns 13 starters, including jun- 
ior quarterback Sean Covey, who won the starting job at 
midseason last year and rallied a 3-3 team to six consecu- 
tive wins and a 9-4 finish. 

The WAC title could very well be decided in November 
when BYU meets Air Force in Colorado Springs. No 
matter who wins, expect both teams to finish in the Top 
20. In that event, you can be sure the WAC again will be 
clamoring for more respect. 


OLD STORY During a 23-year coaching ca- 
reer in the pros and the college ranks, Paul Roach never 
rose above assistant. He was a career assistant who, in his 
words, “labored in the back rooms,” until he retired in 
1980 to pursue private business interests. So who would 
have thought that last year, Roach, at age 59, would come 
back to finally become a head coach at Wyoming. 

Certainly not Roach. “Hell no,” he says. “I thought that 
passed me by 10 years ago.” 

Roach, perhaps the oldest rookie coach ever (he turned 
60 at midseason), made the most of his first year. He 
guided the Cowboys to their best season in two decades —

a 10-3 record and a Holiday Bowl berth — and was named 
WAC Coach of the Year. 

All this from a man who had been out of coaching for 
seven years and hadn't coached at the collegiate level for 
15 years, 

Roach actually had to hire himself to become a head 
coach. He was Wyoming’s athletic director when Dennis 
Erickson vacated the coaching job. With encouragement 
from Wyoming supporters, he took the job, never mind 
his age. 

“We all wondered about it,” says Wyoming Sports 
Information Director Kevin McKinney. But not anymore. 
“He does the job of a 35-year-old,” McKinney says. “It 
would be fair to say he’s a workaholic.” Not only is Roach 
both the athletic director and head coach, but he also is the 
offensive coordinator and quarterback coach and calls the 
plays from the sidelines. He starts work at 7 a.m. and 
frequently doesn’t knock off until 8:30 or 9 p.m. “Heck, I 
can't keep these assistants here too long or they start to 
look pretty worn,” says Roach. 

As for the future, Roach says “I don’t know how long 


this is going to go on. It depends. The No. | consideration 
is health. And if either program starts to suffer.” 

In the meantime, whatever you do, don't bring up the 
issue of his age. “[The media] flogs that horse to death,” he 
says. “Every news story about our football program starts, 
‘60-year-old Paul Roach.’” This one will end with it. 


CHANCES ARE The pass-happy WAC has 
had more than its share of fine receivers over the years — 
J.D. Hill, Ben Hawkins, Jerry Smith, Webster Slaughter, 
Roy Jefferson and Preston Dennard, not to mention con- 
verted running backs Todd Christensen and Charley Tay- 
lor, But all of them will likely take a back seat on the 
statistical charts before New Mexico's Terance Mathis is 
finished. 

The 5-9, 160-pound senior from Stone Mountain, Ga., 
already owns the WAC career mark for receiving yards, 
with 2,939, and is 787 yards away from becoming the 
NCAA's all-time leader. With 175 catches, he needs 10 
more to become the WAC’s all-time reception leader. His 
23 touchdowns put him within reach of Elmo Wright's 
18-year-old NCAA mark of 34. If he maintains his 17- 
yards-per-catch average, he will easily become the WAC 
leader in that category, as well. 

Mathis, a prep option quarterback, came to New Mex- 
ico hoping to play his old position, When injuries claimed 
the team’s top quarterbacks, he took over as the starting 
quarterback for a couple of games early in his career and 
handled the quarterback duties in spring drills. He hoped 
to play quarterback last season, but new coach Mike 
Sheppard brought a pro-style offense to Albuquerque and 
made Mathis a full-time receiver. He is suited to the 
position. Mathis has decent speed (4.5) and exceptional 
quickness and jumping ability. Asked how high he can 
jump, Mathis says, “Well, I can dunk a basketball any way 
1 want.” 

Last season Mathis was fourth in the NCAA in all- 
purpose yardage (1,861), ranked third in receiving (1,132) 
and was named third-team All-America. He caught 73 
passes for 1,132 yards and eight touchdowns, despite miss- 
ing the better part of three games with an ankle injury (he 
caught only five passes during that stretch). 

Mathis is now hoping for a record season, but it hasn't 
been without a couple of snags. UNM quarterback Barry 
Garrison graduated. And, according to UNM officials, 
Mathis flunked out of school after fall semester. To 
improve his grades and regain admission to UNM, he was 
forced to attend a vocational school during spring semes- 
ter, followed by a summer semester at New Mexico. His 
coach, Mike Sheppard, thinks Mathis’ chances of playing 
this fall are “pretty good.” 


SOMETHING HAPPENED ‘Shortly 
after BYU won the 1984 national title, Georgia coach 
Vince Dooley told Cougar coaches, “Watch out. A lot of 
things seem to happen after you win a championship. Be 
careful.” 

Dooley’s warning has been prophetic. Since 84, BYU 
has had a run of just plain bad luck. 

There have been serious injuries: Receiver Glen Koz- 
lowski and halfbacks Kelly. Smith and Tommy Tuipulotu 
suffered knee injuries that ended their collegiate careers; 
quarterback Robbie Bosco’s arm went dead in 85 with a 
shoulder injury (he has been on the NFL’s injured reserve 
list in the two years since he graduated), 

There have been strange illnesses: Center Brian Rodoni 
was forced to retire for nine games in ‘86 because of a golf 
ball-sized growth in the center of his brain (eventually 
diagnosed as benign), and last year cornerback Kirk Davis 


had to quit the team at midseason because of Hodgkin's 
disease. 

There have been drug problems: All-America tight end 
Trevor Molini and linebackers Steve Sanders and J.C. 
VonColln were all convicted of forging drug prescriptions 
for the painkiller Percodan and admitted themselves for 
drug rehabilitation therapy (only VonColln returned to 
uniform). 

There have been collapses: In ’86, the BYU pass attack, 
which had ranked No. | in eight of the previous 10 years, 
fell apart (20th nationally), especially the last half of the 
season; and, after winning 10 straight conference cham- 
pionships, the Cougs have finished second the past two 
years. 


“We've had a lot of adversity, a lot of things going on, 
not like what we've had in the past,” says Edwards. “The 
thing about it is that there have been so many unrelated 
things that have happened to us.” 

Following BYU's, third game of the season last year, 
BYU cornerback Kirk Davis noticed a lump near his right 
collarbone. The next day he showed the lump to BYU 
trainers and doctors and the following day a biopsy 
showed that he had Hodgkin’s disease — cancer of the 
lymph nodes. Undaunted, Davis started and starred 
against New Mexico a few days later, producing four 
unassisted tackles, one fumble recovery, one pass deflec- 
tion and a 30-yard interception return for a touchdown. 

Davis was scheduled to have surgery the following 
week, but convinced doctors to postpone it a couple of 
weeks because BYU was shorthanded at cornerback due 
to injuries. He played against Utah State and Wyoming, 
but only sparingly in the latter game because of complica- 
tions related to his disease. “My esophagus kept closing up 
because the tumor on the side of my neck was pressing on 
my windpipe,” he said. “I was on oxygen the whole game, 
so I told the coaches I couldn't play.” 

Afterward, Davis underwent surgery. Doctors removed 
his spleen and took biopsies from the heart, liver and 

kidney to determine the extent of the disease. During the 
winter he underwent eight weeks of radiation treatment 
and his prognosis is bright. All three tumors have 
disappeared. 

“Right now it’s in remission,” he says. “In my case, they 
don’t think it will come back.” 

Davis was forced to miss spring practice, but, looking 
ahead, he not only plans to play again, he says, “I plan to 
start this fall.”

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had trouble convincing players to sit in therapeutic tubs of 
ice water following practice. So one day they put a rubber 
duck in the tubs and had a couple of coeds in bikinis walk 
across the field and jump in the tubs. The tubs did better 
business that day. 

Given all this, it shouldn't be surprising that the Utes 
had alittle fun on the game field, as well. The nation’s No. 
3-ranked pass offense occasionally operated out of a for- 
mation straight off the sandlot: the interior linemen split 
wide to one side, three receivers split wide to the other side, 
the quarterback lined up in shot gun formation alongsidea 
running back, and the center snapping the ball sideways. 

The Utes called it the “Duck” offense, with its four 
variations dubbed Daffy, Donald, Dewey and Daisy. It 
became all the rage at home and on the road. When the 
Utes stopped using the duck formation during a game at 
Wisconsin, the crowd actually booed. Ducks Unlimited 
sold duck calls at Rice Stadium. “I've never seen so many 
phone calls from newspapers all over the country,” says 
Fassel. “I don’t know how many letters I got from high 
school and college coaches who wanted information 
about how to do it.” 

The Utes originally began to use the offense “because we 
wanted to come up witha way to move the ball without an 
offensive line,” said Fassel. It worked early in the season. 
The Utes ran the offense 31 times through four early- 
season games and averaged more than seven yards per 
attempt. 

“It only works when it’s a surprise,” said Ute offensive 
coach Jack Riley. “It worked great at first, but people 
caught onto it,” said line coach Wayne McQuivey. “But 
you'll see it again.” 


SNUB OF THE YEAR ‘Some observers 
wonder if there isn’t bad blood between San Diego State 
and BYU, and last year’s game certainly didn’t do any- 
thing to change their minds. State quarterback Todd San- 
tos broke the all-time NCAA career passing yardage 
record late in the fourth quarter of a 38-21 loss in Provo, 
but much to the dismay of Aztec officials, the Cougars 
failed to acknowledge the record. There was no stopping 
the game to present Santos the game ball. There wasn't so 
much as an announcement over the P.A. system. And the 
Aztecs were furious. 

Edwards took the blame. The previous year the Cou- 
gars had stopped the game to award a game ball to Colo- 
rado State running back Steve Bartalo, then watched the 
Rams rally to a win. “It changed the momentum of the 
game,” said Edwards, who, remembering that, asked BYU 
Athletic Director Glen Tucket not to stop the game if 
Santos broke the record. 

Edwards never foresaw the controversy that followed. 
Santos, a Mormon himself, downplayed the whole inci- 
dent, but Aztec officials cried foul in the media following 
the game. BYU officials admitted their error and two days 
after the game the vice-president of the university flew to 
San Diego to personally deliver the game ball to Santos 
and to make a statement to the media. 

This is only the latest of several incidents in recent years 
that have heated up the annual BYU-San Diego State 
games. The bad blood may have begun in earnest when 
BYU and Mare Wilson annihilated State 63-14 in San 
Diego on national TV. The game was followed by similar 
annual routs — 35-11, 27-7, 58-8, 47-12, 34-3, 28-0 — 
which in some cases were followed by charges of BYU's 
running up the scores. “It seems like every year we would 
come into the BYU game ona roll and we would get our 
head handed to us,” says SDSU Sports Information 
Director John Rosenthal. “Our fans began to measure the 
success of our season by the score of the BYU game.” 

So another rivalry was born. “I think the rivalry is 
mostly from our standpoint,” says Rosenthal. 

True, but not entirely. When Doug Scovil left his job as 
BYU’s offensive coordinator in 1981 and took over the 
head coaching job at State, the rivalry heated up again on 
both sides. BYU coaches thought Scovil took too much 
credit for BY U’s prolific offense and wanted to prove it to 
him. They whipped Scovil every season during his four 
years on the job, beating him so thoroughly that after one 
of those games he refused to shake hands.

JAY FREEMAN has reported on the NFL draft for more 
than twenty years. He currently serves as editor for CON- 
SOLIDATED DRAFT SYSTEMS, a publisher of quarterly 
scouting reports on college football talent. 


As has been the case for the past few years, scouts were less than 
enthusiastic about the talent pool available for this draft. This time, 
their pessimism seemed justified. The 1988 draft, like all drafts, will 
produce some stars, some flops, and perhaps some late-round sur- 
prises. However, this draft was clearly lacking in “clean” blue chip 
talent at the top. For example: Aundray Bruce, Neil Smith, Terry 
McDaniel, Ken Harvey, and Keith Jackson all have the talent to excel in 
the NFL. Yet all of these high selections have disturbing blemishes 
which would have pushed them further down the list in a stronger 
draft. 

Of course, the draft lasts twelve rounds, not one. Unfortunately, 
there was also a lack of solid, “make it" type talent in rounds three 
through six. By the fourth round some of the stronger teams were 
drafting prospects who don't have even a 50-50 chance to make their 
squads; usually such prospects don't start popping up until the fifth or 
sixth rounds. One AFC scout expects that an unusually high percen- 
tage of third round selections will be sent home early this August. 

Often a weak draft results in considerable trade activity as teams 
attempt to move up before the talent is depleted. There were a few 
such trades this year; however, most teams felt that the mid-first-round 
choices weren't much “safer” than those available a bit later on. Thus, 
most teams stayed with the hand dealt them, and drafted conserva- 
tively. Under the circumstances, they drafted rather well. 

In rating each team, several factors were considered. First, of 
course, was the quality and pro potential of the players chosen; next, 
how well the choices filled specific team needs, and finally, the wisdom 
of the choices in relation to other prospects still available when the 
choices were made.

The 1987 college football season is best set to the old 
rock sound of the Standels, whose wonderful Sixties tune, 
“Dirty Water,” had thousands of rock 'n roll fans strum- 
ming their air guitars to its memorable opening riff. Or 
who doesn’t remember the basic, repetitive chord pattern 
of their other big hit, “Sometimes Good Guys Don’t Wear 
White”? 

That’s the soundtrack for 1987. No, no other music can 
capture the pure villainous nature of the season’s final and 
most important chord — Miami versus Oklahoma in the 
Orange Bowl for the national title. 

This game should have been played at Boys Town. It 
was college football’s equivalent of a heavyweight fight 
between Sonny Liston and Max Schmeling. Lex Luthor 
up against the Penguin. Hitler versus Manson. 

Oklahoma has been the bad boy of college football for 
years. The assumption has been that the Sooners, uhh, 
“entice” high school kids to come to Norman, “take care” 
of them once they get into school, “assist” their physical 
development and “overlook” certain academic rules. 

Barry Switzer denies it all. But the NCAA views the 
Sooners like the courts view a criminal witha lot of arrests 
but no convictions. They're looking for a key informant, 
who will then undoubtedly have to enter the witness pro- 
tection program and be sent to some faraway place where 
no one will find him — like Kansas State. 

Last year, Switzer had to spend a month or so denying 
reports that his players received money from boosters in 
exchange for tickets, and a few other accusations of extra 
benefits. At season’s end, his players could breathe a sigh 
of relief as they looked toward the Orange Bowland a date 
with Miami. As linebacker Dante Jones put it, “At least 
we're playing a team with a blacker hat than ours.” 

Indeed, Miami’s football team was patterned after the 
cons in the Burt Reynolds movie, “The Longest Yard.” 
Sports Illustrated calls the Hurricanes the only team in 
America that has its team picture taken both front and in 
profile. Their fans didn't laugh, but some Miami adminis- 
trators, concerned about the school’s image, now jokingly 
refer to coach Jimmy Johnsonas “warden.” Behind closed 
doors, of course. 

Miami went to great lengths after the 1986 season — 
marked by enough criminal, civil, academic and image 
problems for an entire conference — to clean up its act. 
But it all came spittin’ back by season’s end. Maryland 
officials said they wouldn't play the Hurricanes again 
because Miami poured it on in a big win (46-16) and had 
poor deportment. After an on-field fight against South 
Carolina that resulted in a shattered psyche for Game- 
cocks quarterback Todd Ellis, the Gamecocks said they’d 
scratch Miami from their future dance cards too. 

Even Miami's players admitted during the Orange Bowl 
that the media image-bashing had taken its toll. They 
railed that school President Edward T. Foote had made 
the team’s incidents a political Foote-ball and that new 
tules and procedures in the athletic department had 
changed their lifestyle. 

Aww. 

This was the backdrop for the national title game and, 
dirty water and black hats aside, the nation’s populace was 
eager for the contest. The game did not have the clearly 
drawn Good vs. Bad lines of the 1986 championship game 
between Miami and Penn State. This was good old foot- 
ball, and fans wanted to see which bad ass was baddest. 

Bad image or no, the Hurricanes were certainly bad to 
the bone — the wishbone — following the same script 
from the teams’ two previous meetings. Miami won the 

prize, 20-14, completing a 12-0 season and erasing John-

son’s stigma of bowl non-success. He'd gone to the post 
three times and lost rudely each outing. 

The game was less memorable than Johnson’s outpour- 
ing of emotion afterward. Oklahoma could not passat all, 
Miami's defense controlled the wishbone run, and Okla- 
homa could not handle the passing game of Steve Walsh. 
Miami led 20-7 in the final period before Oklahoma 
resorted to a fumblerooski trick play to make it closer. 

Johnson, whose hair usually looks as solid as anything 
U.S. Steel produces, cut loose afterward. Raised to the 
shoulders of his players, he punctured the air with 
repeated fists of joy. His hair was a wet, tousled mess. The 
look of pure joy on his face was enthralling. For a brief, 
shining moment, Miami’s image was history. And the fact 
that it was Oklahoma on the opposite sideline led the 
masses to cheer the accomplishment. 

The 1987 season had its other accomplishments, but the 
year was punctuated too often by other dubious moments, 
such as: 

@ Before the Orange Bowl, two Miami players were 
disqualified when they tested positive for Lasix, a diuretic 
that can be used to mask steroid use. Linebacker George 
Mira, whose father was an All-American, said he used it to 
eliminate water retention after eating a spicy Mexican 
dinner. Burp. 

@ Inthe Cotton Bowl, Notre Dame wide receiver Tim 
Brown had the towel on his belt nabbed by a member of

Texas A&M’s “12th Man” kickoff team. The kid wanted a 
souvenir. Brown wanted blood. He chased the culprit 
down, delivered a forearm to the back and recovered the 
towel. Not amused, coach Lou Holtz sent Brown to the 
bench. The fact that the stage was a bow! game played on 
national television and featured the nation’s adopted 
school (Notre Dame), and the supposedly illustrious 
Heisman Trophy winner, made it all a bit embarrassing. 

@ Inthe Sugar Bowl, Auburn Coach Pat Dye ruined 
the image of competitive spirit as well as Syracuse’s 
unbeaten-untied dream season by playing for a tie in the 
last minutes. As a result, Syracuse fans have deluged Dye 
with an assortment of garish ties. 

@ Ohio State administrators fired coach Earle Bruce 
for vague reasons after the Buckeyes fell to 64-1. All 
Bruce did as OSU coach was win 77 percent of his games 
and attend eight straight bowls. Bruce filed suit and'settled 
out of court for just under $1 million. 

@ The Heisman Trophy went to Brown despite averag- 
ing less than four catches a game, and with punt and 
kickoff return averages far inferior to those of the other 
return specialist to win a Heisman, Nebraska’s Johnny 
Rodgers. Overlooked was the nation’s most efficient quar- 
terback, Don McPherson, who helped turn a 3-6-2 Syra- 
cuse team into a national contender with an unbeaten 
regular season. 

@ Despite the fact the nation’s fans were in favor of a 
national playoff, and that the last two bowl national title 
matchups were two of the highest-rated bowl games in 
college history, the NCAA voted 98-13 against adoption 
of a football championship playoff at its January con- 
vention. 

© BYU officials refused to stop the Cougars’ game 
against San Diego State and honor rival quarterback 
Todd Santos, who had just become the all-time NCAA 
passing leader. The ball was not saved and no announce- 
ment was made. In a word, Santos was snubbed. School 
Officials apologized after the fact. 

@ Nebraska coach Tom Osborne released the clamp on 
the lips of his players and allowed them to speak their 
minds in the weeks prior to the Oklahoma game. Quarter- 
back Steve Taylor said he was better than Oklahoma's 
Jamelle Holieway and Nebraska end Broderick Thomas 
insulted the Sooners every way possible. Final score: 
Oklahoma 17, Nebraska 7. 

@ In September’s Pitt-BYU game, a few cable viewers 
in Southern California saw renowned porno star Marilyn 
Chambers pitching her explicit videos during commercial 
breaks. College Football Association officials said they 
would do what they could in the future to regulate the type 
of ads on college games — especially those featuring 
schools with a strong religious background. 

@ Sport magazine uncovered a pervasive pattern of 
NCAA violations at Tennessee, featuring the selling of 
players’ tickets to boosters. 

Besides that, it was a great season.

9-ranked Notre Dame, sparked by Brown’s two punt 
returns for touchdowns, crushed the No. [7-rated Spar- 
tans, holding them to just 33 yards on the ground and 112 
in the air.

Oct. 3: Miami 26, Florida State 25—Florida State 
used rushing defense, trick plays and a blocked punt to 
take a 19-3 lead in the third quarter, but Walsh rallied the 
Hurricanes back to a 26-19 lead. Florida State answered 
with a score in the final minute and went for the win, but 
Miami snuffed the two-point conversion pass. 

Oct. 10: Michigan State 17, Michigan 11—Lorenzo 
White rushed for 185 yards and scored two touchdowns as 
the Spartans beat Michigan in East Lansing for the first 
time since 1969. Michigan State’s defense completely 
throttled the Wolverines with seven interceptions. 

Nov. 14: Notre Dame 37, Alabama 6—In the season’s 
last home date in front of Notre Dame’s 76th consecutive 
sellout crowd, the Irish got 225 all-purpose yards from 
Brown and a pair of landmark TDs. Early in the fourth 
quarter, junior tailback Mark Green romped 74 yards for 
a score, the longest scoring run by a Notre Dame player in 
five years. That was topped just eight minutes later when 
freshman Rickey Watters took a pitchout and burst 75 
yards fora touchdown. The Irish dominated in every way, 
racking up 465 net yards to Alabama’s 185. 

Nov. 14: South Carolina State 15, Grambling 13— 
Placekicker William Wrighten missed a late field goal, but 
Grambling was penalized for roughing the kicker. His 
second try was blocked, but Grambling was offsides. His 
third was wide left, but Grambling was again penalized, 
for holding. He made his fourth shot — barely — and 
there were no flags on the field. 

Nov. 21: Oklahoma 17, Nebraska 7—In the only 
pre-bowl meeting between the No. | and No. 2 ranked 
teams in 1987, the No. 2 Sooners garnered their fourth 
straight victory over the Cornhuskers and earned a trip to 
the Orange Bowl. The Sooners held Nebraska to I first 
downs, 177 yards rushing and just 235 total yards.

1. North Carolina State 30, Clemson 28—The 
Wolfpack came in 24 and Clemson was unbeaten and 
19-point favorites. N.C. State led 30-0 at the half. 

2. Temple 24, Pitt 21—The Panthers had already 
beaten BYU and N.C. State, and Temple’s offense had 
been anemic, Pitt opened a 14-0 lead before Temple 
reverted to a ground game which earned the win. 

3. USC 17, UCLA 13—UCLA was an eight-point pick 
and had just handed Washington its worst Pac-10 loss in 
coach Don James’ tenure. USC was coming offa life-and- 
death win over Arizona. Rodney Peete made all the big 
plays, including a touchdown-saving tackle of Eric Turner 
on an interception return to end the half. 

4. Memphis State 13, Alabama 10—Bill Curry 
stubbed his toe against the lowly Tigers, incurring the 
wrath of Tide fans. 

5. Oregon 34, USC 27—The Ducks blew out to a 
34-10 lead behind the passing of freshman Bill Musgrave.

Jamie Hence, Western Michigan—In the Broncos’ 
31-13 win over Ohio University, Hence caught 16 passes 
for 181 yards and two touchdowns.

Lars Tate, Georgia—In Georgia's 30-22 win over Vir- 
ginia, Tate rushed for 218 yards and scored two TDs, 
becoming the first Bulldog to exceed 200 yards in a game 
since Herschel Walker in 1982. 

Blair Thomas, Penn State—Thomas rushed 35 times 
for 214 yards and scored a touchdown in the Nittany 
Lions’ 21-20 victory over Notre Dame.

Whether the figures were pumped through an IBM 
computer or tallied on paper with a No. 2 pencil, the end 
results were the same: Notre Dame recorded its second 
straight national recruiting championship and third of the 
decade. 

So, how many national titles have the Fighting Irish 
won on the football field during that period? None, and 
Irish Head Coach Lou Holtz will be the first to say that 
winter's battles in the living room seldom guarantee win- 
ning autumnal wars each weekend. “Although I feel good 
about this class, it’s a little early to put them in the Hall of 
Fame,” said Holtz. “Let’s see how good they do when they 
get here.” 

Notre Dame’s crop was outstanding from a number of 
standpoints. The Irish signed players from 11 states, a feat 
bettered only by the military academies. Not only did their 
class include the usual assortment of behemoth linemen 
and cat-quick linebackers, it featured pure speed for the 
first time in many seasons. “The guy that’s happiest is our 
track coach,” added Holtz. “The one thing we felt was our 
biggest need was great running backs with good speed. In 
that respect, we had a good year.” 

The Top 20 classes were arrived at through a compila- 
tion of published rankings as well as accredited recruit 
ratings, Top 100 lists and All-America teams. It is our 
belief that an entire class should be measured and that the 
signing of one all-world type shouldn't guarantee a lofty 
position.

The Irish scored a major coup over USC for Ale and came 
out of the woods to snare Smalls from the likes of USC, 
UCLA, Arizona State and Nebraska. 


2. UCLA—Terry Donahue hasn't won a recruiting 
crown since 1977, but he’d just as soon keep finishing 
second in this poll than have to answer to the inherent 
pressure. He'll gladly trade first here for more Pac-10 
championships and Rose Bowl berths and extending his 
post-season winning streak beyond its current six years. 
Tailback Kevin Williams (6-2, 190) of Spring, Tex., his 
state’s top prospect, should help ease the loss of Gaston 
Green. 

The Bruins gained additional backfield punch by sign- 
ing in-state products Kaleaph Carter (6-1, 205) of Hunting- 
ton Beach, Willie Crawford (6-0, 200) from Beverly Hills 
and Shawn Wills (5-11, 180) of Hanford. Bret Johnson 
(6-1, 175) of Mission Viejo was arguably the nation’s finest 
quarterback. Freddie Gilbert (5-9, 170) is a crackerjack 
wideout from Huntsville, Tex. 

Heading the list of quality in-state linemen is USA 
Today All-American Brian Jacobs (6-5, 255) of Valencia, 
plus Sporting News Top 100 choices Mike Linn (6-5, 260) 
of Yorba Linda and Cory Wayland (6-4, 250) from El 
Toro. Oklahoma may have handed the Bruins some 
bruises on the field, but UCLA scored a major recruiting 
victory over the Sooners by inking linebacker Meech 
Shaw (6-3, 215), rated the top prospect in Oklahoma by 
recruiting expert Max Emfinger. 


3. PENN STATE—In the East, it was Notre Dame, 
Penn State and Pitt for all the elite recruits. “Linebacker 
Tech” has seven new enrollees, led by Pittsburgh North 
Hills High graduate Eric Renkey (6-3, 245), selected the 
defensive captain on the National High School Athletic 
Coaches Association team. He’s joined by Ron Fields (6-2, 
228) from the Bronx, N.Y.; Ivory Geathers (6-3, 200) of 
Johns Island, S.C.; Eric Lewandowski (6-2, 207) of Erie, 
Pa.; Rick Sayles (6-6, 210) from McKeesport, Pa.; 
Tommy Wade (6-2, 225) of Albuquerque, N.M., and Brett 
Wright (6-3, 227) of Pomfret, Md. 


Quarterback Tony Sacca (6-5, 205) of Delran, N.J., 
brought a smile to Joe Paterno’s face with his signature on 
a Nittany Lions letter of intent. Sacca was rated the No. | 
prep in the nation by Max Emfinger and Super Prep’s 
All-Northeast offensive player of the year. 

Massachusetts player of the year Adam Shinnick (6-2, 
194) will be a welcome addition to the secondary, while 
John Gerak (6-5, 235) of Struthers, Ohio, Randy Glocker 
(6-7, 235) from Pottstown, Pa., and Derek Van Nort (6-4, 
220) of Greenville, S.C., will buoy the tight end ranks. Bob 
Samuels (6-1, 185) of Farrell, Pa., was the top running 
back in the fold until Paterno scored a late surprise with 
O.J. McDuffie (5-11, 180) from Gates Mills, Ohio. 


4. PITTSBURGH—The Panthers scored well in the 
East, as always, but journeyed to Florida for a quartet of 
signecs and to Texas fora pair. However, it was a late trip 
to Baton Rouge, La., that put Mike Gottfried’s crop 
among the elite. In DB Baron Jackson (6-2, 190), Pitt has 
the all-time high school interception leader (62). 

Jackson will have help from DB Cliff Moncrief (6-1, 
185) of Detroit and down linemen like Jeff Esters (6-3, 
265) of Dania, Fla., and Gary Gorajewski (6-4, 230) and 
Mike Miniotas (6-4, 235), both of Pittsburgh. But Panther 
fans will probably focus on linebackers Curtis Bray (6-4, 
220) of Monroeville, Pa., and Mike Chalenski (6-5, 240) 
from Kenilworth, N.J., consensus All-Americans and 
players of the year in their respective states, 

Offensively, Pitt reached to Texas for QB Alex Van Pelt

5. OKLAHOMA—It wasn'ta banner year in Oklahoma 
so the Sooners gobbled up the best talent available and 
then crossed the Red River for their usual productive 
foray into Texas. This time the count numbered 14 as 
Southwest Conference teams again were hamstrung, by 
continued probation rumors as well as lackluster records. 

Brawny tackle Mike Filson (6-6, 265) from Edmond is 
the best of the in-state signees, but Barry Switzer won't 
throw back backs like Melvin Carter (6-0, 170) and Char- 
lie Franks (6-0, 180) from Oklahoma City, Tink Collins 
(5-10, 175) of Ponca City or Steve Dean (6-0, 180) from 
Ada. 

Texas gave up LB Joe Bowden (6-2, 240) of Mesquite 
and RB Ike Lewis (5-11, 175) from Dallas, Super Prep’s 
All-Southwest defensive and offensive players of the year. 
Others passing the Switzer eyeball test are RB Reggie 
Finch (6-1, 205) of Irving, brother of Sooner starter Lon- 
nie Finch, and LBs Joe Green (6-3, 225) from Aldine, 
Corey Mayfield (6-3, 230) of Tyler and Trey Tippens (6-5, 
220) from Snyder. 

Missouri Player of the Year Kenyon Rasheed (6-0, 232) 
of Kansas City was joined in the offensive backfield by the 
late signing of fellow USA Today All-American Glyn 
Milburn (5-9, 170) of Santa Monica, Calif., Super Prep’s 
All-Far West Offensive Player of the Year after a 38-TD 
season. 


6. CLEMSON—The Tigers had nothing to kick about 
after acquiring Chris Gardocki (6-2, 180) of Decatur, Ga., 
“and Rico Brogna (6-2, 185) from Watertown, Conn. The 
former was the nation’s leading placekicker with a 
national record of 33 career field goals, including 13 as a 
senior — the longest going through from 59 yards. 
Brogna, a quarterback and his state’s player of the year, 
holds the national mark for career PAT kicks with 90. 

Brogna will have his hands full fending off Louisiana 

Player of the Year Michael Carr (6-0, 180) of Amite and 
Taft (Calif.) JC product Rodney Fletcher (6-1, 180). 
Though they lost Georgia defensive backs Ken Swilling 
(Georgia Tech) and Corey Barlow (Auburn), the Tigers 
did add Parade All-American Tyron Mouzon (6-2, 210) of 
Clearwater, Fla., to the secondary. 

In-state, Clemson hooked the top three line/ linebacker 
prospects in LB Wayne Simmons (6-3, 210) of Hilton 
Head, Les Hall (6-8, 278) of Spring Valley and Al Richard 
(6-4, 238) from Clinton. Across the border in North Caro- 
lina, the Tigers found consensus All-America DT Chester 
McGlockton (6-5, 270) of Whiteville and LB Ashley 
Sheppard (6-5, 220) of Greenville, plus RB Junior Hall 
(6-2, 210) from Gastonia. 


7. FLORIDA—With so much talent in their backyard, 
the Gators surprisingly went elsewhere to fill quarterback 
needs. Shane Matthews (6-2, 175) was Mississippi's Player 
of the Year after leading his father's Pascagoula club to the 
state title. Jerry Dunn (6-1, 185) of Denver received a 
similar honor in Colorado while Scott Hoffman (6-3, 200), 
Super Prep’s Midwest Player of the Year, turned down 


Stanford, Purdue and Duke to head south. 

Tre Everett (5-10, 175), a Parade All-American and the 
District of Columbia’s top performer according to Max 
Emfinger, will provide a splendid receiver. Florida stayed 
home to grab a pair of big-back All-Americans in Willie 
McClendon (6-2, 215) of Jacksonville and Dexter McNabb 
(6-2, 230) from DeFuniak Springs. McClendon, the state’s 
player of the year, ranks No. 3 nationally in career rushing 
yards (6,902). 

Sporting News Top 100 selection Harvey Thomas (6-5, 
220) of Pompano Beach, Fla., and Dexter Smith (6-3, 265) 
from Wichita, Kan., provide promise in the defensive line, 
while Greg Grandison (6-2, 195) from Pensacola, Fla., is 
the best of secondary newcomers. 


8. TENNESSEE— How would you like to be in Johnny 
Majors’ shoes, building an offense around guard Randy 
Hall (6-4, 272), wide receiver Carl Pickens (6-3, 185) and 
running back Chuck Webb (6-0, 195)? Hall, a hometown 
product from Knoxville, was a consensus All-American, 
like Webb. Pickens, from Murphy, N.C., caught more TD 
passes in his career (45) than any prep in history. 

Webb, from Toledo, Ohio, appeared headed for Ne- 
braska, Michigan State or Ohio State — anywhere but 
Tennessee. But Ohio’s Player of the Year is now a Volun- 
teer. And so are statemates Bobby Davis (6-4, 230) and 
Marcus Evans (6-3, 235), tight ends from Cincinnati, 
Toledo lineman Rodney Gordon (6-3, 235) and Cincinnati 
defensive back Lee Heath (5-11, 178). 

Parade All-American Shazzon Bradley (6-2, 235) of 
Athens, Tenn., is the class’s top linebacking prospect, 
while in-state line depth comes from Lance Miller (6-3, 
250) of Memphis, Chris Schuster (6-5, 260) from Chatta- 
nooga, Brian Spivey (6-2, 260) of Danbridge, Tenn., Larry 
Smith (6-3, 301) of Milan and Robert Todd (6-6, 255) 
from Germantown. 


9. USC—Having rewritten the national career passing 
yardage record (9,194), quarterback Todd Marinovich of 
Mission Viejo, Calif., (6-5, 210) now sets his sights on the 
Trojan passing marks, He'll find receivers in Yonnie Jack- 
son (6-2, 215) from Stockton, Calif., Joel Scott (6-3, 185) 
of Houston and a sleeper in Larry Wallace (6-2, 175), also 
from Stockton. DeChon Burns (5-11, 185) from River- 
side, Calif., is the best of the running prospects. 

Up front, the Trojans added tackle Mike Petrini (64, 
270) from Bakersfield JC to help tide them over until 
Michael Gaytan (6-6, 260) of Malverne, Pa., Kian Ramsay 
(6-6, 260) from Independence, Or., or Keith Siscel (6-6, 
263) of Vacaville, Calif., is ready. In-state defensive line 
help comes from JC import Randy Hord (64, 250) of 
Riverside, Titus Tuiasosopo (6-2, 237) from Wilmington 
and DeNail Sparks (6-4, 240) of Claremont. 

USC never gets caught short at linebacker or in the 
secondary. Max Emfinger-rated Top 100 selectees Kurt 
Barber (6-5, 210) of Paducah, Ky., and Matt Gee (6-3, 230) 
from Arkansas City, Kan., are the premier players in their 
respective states. Other linebackers include J.R. Chesley 
(6-4, 210) of Indian Head, Md.; Fred Harris (6-6, 218) of 
Denver; Jeff Pease (6-2, 233) from Mission Viejo, Calif.; 
George Tuioti (6-4, 215) of Santa Ana, Calif., and David 
Webb (6-4, 215) from Irvine, Calif. In-staters Stephon 
Pace (6-1, 180) of Duarte and Lamont Hollinquest (6-3, 
210) from Lynwood were Sporting News Top 100 per- 
formers among defensive backs. 


10. GEORGIA—The Bulldogs signed more (five) of the 
top 25 prospects in Georgia than any other school, yet 
needed to go into five other states to fill vacant spots. 
Heading that group is USA Today’s Defensive Player of 
the Year and Tennessee’s outstanding performer, LB 
Todd Collins (6-3, 222) from Dandridge. Collins led Jef- 
ferson County to the Class AAA championship with a 
15-0 record. He was in on 225 tackles, caused 13 fumbles 
and recorded 11 sacks. 

Collins will likely be paired with Georgia Player of the 
Year Curt Douglas (6-1, 230) from Lincolnton. On the 
outside is Eric Coney (6-5, 215) of Atlanta. Troy Ran- 
dolph (6-3, 180) from Gainesville, Ga., Chris Wilson (5-8, 
165) of Macon, Ga., and Andre Morris (6-3, 190) from 
Atlanta show promise in the secondary. 

While Casey Barnum (6-3, 235) from Jacksonville, Fla., 
can play either side of the line, the Bulldogs like the looks 
of DT Tommy Ingalsbe (6-4, 250) from Powder Springs, 
Ga., and OT Scott Rissmiller (6-6, 240) of Roanoke, Va. 
Rodney McCoy (6-2, 170), of Villa Rica, Fla., had few 
equals among Florida receivers, while Preston Jones (6-3, 
205) from Anderson was the top South Carolina quarter- 
back, 


14. TEXAS—The Longhorns were the only Southwest 
Conference school to successfully retain top in-state pros- 
pects and many of them were early commitments. Deer 
Park’s Tommy Jeter (6-6, 240) was the defensive line prize, 


a consensus All-American. He'll be pressed by Richard- 
son’s Todd Hunt (6-4, 260), Houston's Alan Luther (6-4, 
250) and League City’s James Patton (6-5, 245). 

Testing them will be beefy OL types like Baytown’s Sam 
Adams (6-6, 280), Euless’s Bruce Bass (6-6, 270), Western 
Hill’s Jeff Boyd (6-5, 274), DeSoto’s Turk McDonald (6-5, 
250) and Conroe’s Paul Moriarty (6-5, 245). Austin’s Clay 
Howell (6-5, 235) was recruited as a tight end, Abilene’s 
Jay Jones (6-6, 226) can play on either side of the ball, and 
Sherman’s Jason Burleson (6-7, 235), while a QB, might 
eventually end up catching instead of throwing passes. 

Aldine’s Anthony Curl (6-3, 200) is the class of the 
linebackers, while Willie Mack Garza (5-9, 170) from 
Refugio is ticketed for the secondary, unless needed 
elsewhere. 


12. AUBURN—Head coach Pat Dye drew the ire of 
fellow coaches, fans and educators for signing a fistful of 
potential Prop. 48 casualties. Without those players, this 
class could fall by the wayside in a heartbeat. Anchoring 
the offensive line is All-American guard Ed King (6-4, 270) 
from Phenix City, Ala. His counterpart across the line of 
scrimmage is Tim Cromartie (6-2, 250) of Tallahassee, Fla. 
In the secondary, Tiger followers find Corey Barlow (5-11, 
180), a clinging corner out of Atlanta. 

Auburn wins with defense and it will continue to win 
with linemen like Richard Shea (6-3, 245) from Bir- 
mingham and David Battle (6-4, 265) from Huntsville, 
Ala.; linebackers Bennie Pierce (6-2, 220) of Valdosta, Ga., 
AI Nash (6-3, 220) from Bessemer, Ala., and Darrel Craw- 
ford (6-2, 210) of Fairhope, Ala. 

Vince Powell (5-10, 190) is a proven wide receiver from 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., while Herbert Casey (6-0, 175) of 
Foley, Ala. may continue at running back or utilize his 4.3 
speed as a receiver. Georgians Alex Smith (6-0, 210) of 
Atlanta and Henry Love (6-1, 210) of Lithia Springs are 
the headline RBs. Corey Lewis (6-3, 205) from Gallatin, 
Tenn., is the future quarterback. 


13. PURDUE—The persuasiveness of Fred Akers was 
all the Boilermakers needed to regain respectability in the 
Big Ten and the nation. Purdue landed three quality 
All-Americans in offensive guard Bryan Madden (6-4, 
280), Indiana player of the year from Indianapolis; defen- 
sive end Peyton Minter (6-5, 230), Super Prep’s Midwest 
Defensive Player of the Year from Chicago, and Lonnie 
Palelei (6-5, 255), a defensive tackle from Blue Springs, 
Mo., plus Top 100 DT Frank K met (6-4, 240) of Arlington 
Heights, Ill. Fifteen signees are linemen, including JC 
imports Terry Johnson (6-5, 280) from Snow, Utah, and 
Larry Taylor (6-3, 280) from Navarro, Tex. 

Jeff Lesniewicz (6-2, 185) from Homewood, Ill., is a 
quarterback of note throughout the conference while TEs 
Eric Krabbe (6-3, 222) of Marion, Ind., and Andy 
Ozlowski (6-5, 218) from Addison, IIl., are potential early 
starters. 


14. WASHINGTON—Though Don James did the ma- 
jority of his recruiting in Washington and California, he 
did make surprising foraging trips into Montana, Colo- 
rado, Nevada and even Arizona. Paramount, of course, 
was obtaining the signature of state Player of the Year 
Mike Lustyk (6-5, 240), Parade magazine’s Lineman of 
the Year from Bellevue. Equally important were the Cali- 
fornia inkings of quarterback Mark Brunell (6-3, 190) 
from Santa Maria, Damon Mack (6-1, 175), a wide 
receiver from Gardena, and linebacker/running back 
Darius Turner (6-2, 220) from Downey. All three earned 
seven or more votes in the Long Beach Press-Telegram'’s 
annual Best in the West poll of Pac-10 coaches. 

Husky coaches feel they have a gem in OT Lincoln 
Kennedy (6-9, 290) from San Diego, and Orlando McKay 
(6-0, 170) is a wideout and state sprint champion from 
Mesa, Ariz. 


15. SYRACUSE—The resurgent Orangemen benefited 
from their drive for a national championship and rare 
bowl appearance. Witness the signings of All-Americans 
Garland Hawkins (6-4, 225),a defensive lineman from 
Hyattsville, Md., New York DL George Rooks (6-4, 265) 
from White Plains, and quarterback Wendal Lowrey (6-2, 
180) of Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. Joining Lowrey were fellow 
Floridians Earl Lumpkin (5-10, 180), a DB from Hialeah, 
and OT Matt Jacobs (6-6, 265) of Palm Beach, a Sporting 
News Top 100 choice. 

Lowrey has able targets in WRs Antonio Johnson (5- 
10, 175) of Detroit and Ken Morgan (6-0, 170) from 
Pittsburgh, plus TE Chris Gedney (6-6, 220) from Liver- 
pool, N.Y. Syracuse also found the beef in linemen Jerry 
Sharp (6-3, 265) of Rahway, N.J., and Paul Borcky (6-6, 
260) from Boothwyn, Pa. 


16. MICHIGAN—Bo Schembechler continued to load 
up on linemen, starting with National High School 
Athletic Coaches Assn, All-Americans Rob Doherty (6-5, 
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275) from Sterling Heights, Mich., and Doug Skene (6-7, 
290) of Allen, Tex. 

Linebacker D.J. Brown (6-2, 225) of Alexandria, Va., 
and DB Jon Vaughn (5-11, 180) from St. Louis both made 
Max Entffinger’s Top 100 list. Chicagoan Levitius Johnson 
(5-11, 165) has a chance to be the next Jamie Morris in the 
Wolverine backfield, while Curt Mallory (5-11, 200) 
turned down an opportunity to stay home in Blooming- 
ton, Ind., and play for his father at Indiana to continue the 
string of Mallory sons performing in Ann Arbor. 


17. MIAMI (FLA.)—Sunshine can work wonders with 
youngsters from snowy climates. Just ask Ellery Roberts 
(6-1, 210), a Top 100 running back from Mincola, N.Y. He 
was sold on Iowa after visiting lowa City. His trip to 
Miami caused him to renege on his oral commitment to 
the Hawkeyes. Wideout Leslie Shepherd (6-1, 185), 
another Top 100 pick from Forestville, Md., was looking 
to head south, but only as far as maybe Tennessee or 
South Carolina. Then he got a taste of Miami’s magic. 
Thoughts of another national championship sent WR 
Lamar Thomas (6-3, 170) of Gainseville scurrying right 


out from under Florida’s nose. He'll be joined in Hurri- 
cane country by two other All-Florida selections, defen- 
sive lineman Kipp Vickers (6-2, 275) from Tarpon Springs 
and linebacker Michael Barrow (6-3, 215) of Homestead.

And for good measure he 
brought along his 6-9, 320-pound bodyguard, L.A. Locke 
teammate Vincent Smith. 

CU also landed Californians Marc Jones (6-1, 180), a 
wide receiver from Oceanside and Top 100 appointee; 
second-team USA Today All-American placekicker Pat 
Blottiaux (6-0, 190) from Anaheim, plus JC tight end Pat 
Patterson (6-4, 255) from Mt. San Antonio and fullback 
Bruce Young (5-10, 200) from Long Beach.
